other words, has been on the side of the 


United States, not only in regard to mer- 


chandise but in regard to the precious met- 


als. A total balance of all classees 
of exports has been computed of $653, 116,606, 
amounting to an annual average for-each 
of the last three years of $217,705,000. 

This is what the Cnited States has been 
compelled to pay abroad because of the 
tendency to withdraw foreign capital. The 
excess of exports of merchandise for the 
fiscal year 1894 was $237,145,950: for the fiscal 
year 1895, $75,568,200, and for the fiscal year 
1896, $102,801,923. This makes a total ex- 
cess of merchandise for three years of $415,- 
516,073. , 

Such a favorable balance of trade ought, 
under ordinary conditions, to turn the tide 
of the precious metals toward the United 
States. The fact has been otherwise, both 
with silver, which is now treated substan- 
tia:ly as merchandise, and with gold, which 
is the method of international settlements. 
The-excess of exports of silver in the fiscal 
year of 1894 was $37,164,713, in 1895 $37,674,- 
797, and in 1896 $46,726,713, making a total 
for three years of $121,565,855. The excess 
of exports of gold was $4,528,942 in 1894, 
$30,984,449 in 1895, and $80,521,287 in 1896, 
making a total of $116,034,678. The exports 
of gold would probably have been much 
larger in 1895 but for the imports made by 
the Morgan bond syndicate. 


Not Give Up His Knife—Afterward 
the Wounded Boy Is Arrested, but 
the Officer Has His Freedom—Re- 
port Sent to Central Station.

here by Muropeans.

One 
bullet hit him in the left leg and another in 
the right shoulder. , 

Then, flourishing his pistol in the faces of 
the crowd which had gathered, al® women 
and children, O'Neill walked away and the 
wounded boy was taken to his home at No. 
509 West Polk street, where he lives with 
his aunt, a Mrs. Curran. , 


Police Arrest the Wounded Lad. 

O’ Neill reported the shooting to the Station, 
and soon Lieut. Ambrose.and an officer 
came and arrested the wounded boy. They 
took him to the County Hospital, where his 
hurts were dressed, and then to the Maxwell 
Street Station, where he was booked as 
‘“‘ disorderly, resisting an officer, and carry- 
ing concealed weapons.”’ The “ concealed 
weapons” were the knife with which he 
and young Schlogel had been playing mum- 
blety-peg. 

No charge was made against O'Neill, and 
he was allowed to go about his business, 
which evidently was a long way from Vernon 
Park. ,

BURIED UNDER A MIGHTY METEOR. 


Five Persons and 1,200 Sheep Killed 
by an Awe-iInspiring Bolt from 
the Heavens. 


Tucson, Ariz., Aug 15.—[Spectal.}—Dr. P. 
M. Smith of Hagarstown, Md., anda purty 
of mining men who have just returned from 
the Ripsey mines, report the fall of an im- 
mense meteor, which struck’the desert 
about two miles north of Hall’s ranch, and 
about the same distance south of the Ripsey 
mines. 

It fell on Sunday night, the Sth Inst., about 
9 o’clceck. Members of the party who were 
camped at Hall’s say the concussion wus 
terrible. Cupboards were upset, dishes were 
thrown on the floor, and the house trembled 
as a leaf. 

The noise was like that of many cannon 
fired simultaneously. The air for miles 
around was filled with sulphurous gas, and 
the meteor came down red and smoking. 

It covers about two acres cf ground, ap- 
pearing to be imbedded hundreds of feet in 
the earth, and now forms a great mound in 
the desert. A herder’s hut and corral were 
in the meteor’s path. 

The herder, his wife and three children, all 
Mexicans, together with about 1,200 sheep, 
went down under the mighty mass. Maj. 
Thomas Hayes of Louisville, Ky., who was 
of the party, was overcome by the phenom- 
enon. 

‘“‘It was the most brilliant, grand, and 
awe-inspiring sight I ever witnessed,” said 
the Major. ‘‘ It is simply beyond the power 
of tongue or pen to accurately describe it. 
The heat from the meteor is so intense that 
it will be several days before the mound can 
be examined closelv.’’ 

A large party left here this evening to 
view the wonder and to get further particu- 
lars.

JUDGE LYNCH REFORMS A PICKPOCKET. 
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“Jack” Burgess Determines to Lead 
a Better Life After Rescue from 
a Threatened Halter. 

Threats of lynching have decided “ Jack ”’ 
Burgess to quit picking pockets for a living. 
Hente his announced determination to re- 
form. 

His decision was reached on Friday, after 
he had been roughly handled by an angry 
throng that threatened to hang him. He was 
chased several blocks by the crowd, who 
cried: “ Lynch him, lynch him,” and it is 
said they had a rope handy. The police ar- 
rived, however, before anything desperate 
was done and Burgess was locked up at 
the Cottage Grove Avenue Police Station.

MIRACULOUS ESCAPE OF TOURISTS. 


Intense Heat Causes Spreading of Rails 
and Overturning of an Entire Cal- 
ifornia Express Train. 


Pueblo, Colo., Aug. 15.—Spreading rails 
caused by the intense heat wrecked the sec- 
ond section of the California express on the 
Denver and Rio Grande railroad, eight miles 
west of Pueblo, this afternoon. The engi- 
neer and fireman were killed. The train in- 
cluded a coach and three tourists’ sleepers, 
containing sixty people, none of whom were 
seriously hurt, though the entire train 
turned onitsside. The engineer and fireman 
were buried under the engine. 
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The passengers returning home on the cable 
car were panic-stricken by the sight and 
the women rushed from the car to the spot 
where the injured passengers lay. The mem- 
bers of the Barnett family were assisted to 
a place of safety on the sidewalk. The child 
was picked up fifteen feet away from its 
mother. Young Barnett, the driver of the 
surrey, was nrore severely injured than the 
other occupants of the carriage. He fell on 
one of his arma, Drulsing and lacerating It.

JUSTICE MAKES A LUNGE AT A LAWYER 


Boggaes of Lake View Starts for Assis- 
tant City Attorney Hoebel and 
Schuettlier Pushes Him Aside. 


Justice Boggs of Lake View tried to en- 
liven the proceedings in his court yesterday 
by making a rush at Assistant City-Attor— 
ney Oscar Hoebel with the apparent inten- 
tion of hitting him in the face. 

Capt. Schuettler of the Sheffield Avenue 
Station, who tells the story, says he pushed 
his Honor aside as he was making the lunge, 
and then the Justice went back to his 
bench. 

Tony Hoffman was before the Justice on 
the charge of carrying concealed weapons.

Cenflict at Arcola Between Police and 
the Disorderly Idle Causes a 
Small Riet.

Tweo Children Cut by Fiying Broken 
Glass. 

Just before noon yesterday'a staid and 
solemn carette, south bound, collided with 
a heavy Merchants’ Transfer company’s 
wagon at Wabash avenue and Lake street, 
and two of the carette windows were broken 
by the shock. The flying glass cut Richard 
Adams, 7 years old, No. 1408 East Ravens- 
wood Park, about the face and wrist, and 
also gashed slightly Ollie Miller, 10 years 
old, No. 275 East Huron street. Both chil-

In response to a question from the Gov-~ 
ernor as to whether the people would break

Gov. Bushnell then introduced Senator 
Sherman as a statesman endeared to every 
man, woman, and child in the country. 

As the venerable John Sherman arose 
from his place on the stage and advanced to 
the front he was greeted with a terrific out- 
burst of cheers and waving of handker- 
chiefs and hats. . 

He was followed by Senator-elect John B. 
Foraker in one of the grandest and most 
eloquent political addresses ever delivered 
in this city.

In thetwenty- 
seven years the Republican party controlled 
this country, after the close of the war down 
to 1892, we paid off and canceled forever 
more than $1,700,000,000 of the public debt. 
During the three years and a fraction of 
Democratic free trade rule they have paid 
off nothing, but have increased the public 
debt by more than $262,000,000.

“« There are two Mexican dollars (exhibiting 
same). I bought them for one United States 
silver dollar. There are six grains more of 
pure silver in each of these Mexican dollars 
than there is in this one United States silver 
dollar. These Mexican dollars down in Mex- 
ico are a legaltender. They are worth down 
in Mexico, where they are a legal tender, 
just what they are worth up here in the 
United States. 

“You can buy in‘the City of Mexico with 
one of our silver doliars, two Mexican dol- 

, lars, or practically that, a few cents differ- 
ence. Why is it? Is it because the Mexican 
Gollars are legal tender? No. It is because 

- the Mexican’ dollar has noredeemer. [Great 
jaughter and applause. | 

“ When you get the Mexican dollar you are 
at the end of your business transaction. 
That is money. That is the highest money 
they have in circulation. But when you get 
the silver dollar of the United States you 
find it worth a dollar in gold, because if you 
twant.gold all you have to do is to ask for it. 
That is all you ever had to do under Repub- 
lican rule. 

, “ My fellow-citizens, has it or has it not 
been wise that we have pursued this policy? 
Haven’t you been proud of the currency-of 
~ the United States during all thesé past 
years? Hasn't it been the pride of every 
patriotic American that as our gold would 
travél arotind the globe so, too, would every 
dollar of our paper money, being redeemable 
in gold, travel everywhere and be every- 
where honored at its face? We have hada 
stable currency. As Senator Sherman has 
pointed out, we have had an abundant cur- 
rency. : 

“There has not been any trouble with it

| MEETS “COIN” IN DEBATE 


EDITOR ROSEWATER CHAMPIONS 
THE CAUSE OF SOUND MONEY. 


He Quotes the Director of the Mint to 
Show That the Famous Cube Illus- 
tration Is Only Partially True—It 
Is Necessary, He Says, for Harvey 
to Quote Harvey in Order to Sup- 


port Harvey—An Audience of 3,000 


People Listens to Arguments. 


Champaign, IIL, Aug. 15.—[Spectal.]—The 


debate between W. H. Harvey and Edward 
Rosewater on the financial question took 
place at the Chautauqua, being held at Ur- 
bana today in accordance with the previous 
arrangement. 

Both parties were on hand at 10 o’clock this 
mornnig, apparently in the best of spirits, 
and after a few minutes of consultation as 
to the order of debate it was agreed that 
Harvey should open the debate with a speech 
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EDWARD ROSEWATDPR. 
{Editor of the Omaha Bee.) 


one hour in léngth, to be followed by Rose- 
ater with a speech of one hour and twenty 
minutes, then each to alternate with thirty- 
minute talks, the debate to be closed by 
Harvey in a twenty-minute speech. 

In opening the debate Mr. Harvey dis- 
claimed being a monometallist and pro- 
claimed himself in favor of a bimetallic 
standard. He supported his theory ty a 
variety of arguments, none of which are 
new to the readers of THE TRIBUNE. He re- 
iterated the statement that all the gold in 
the world available for commercial pur- 
poses could be placed in a twenty-two foot 
cube, and also stated the available silver 
would form.a cube of sixty-six feet. Where 
the supply is so Hmited, he thought, the 
ehifting of the debtor to the cheaper metal

will restpre the parity of the two metals. 
He stated that if monometallism were adopt- 
ed the primary metal would leave and Eu- 
rope would have us in her grasp. 

Claims Dear Money Causes Debt. 

He insisted that dear meney is the cause 
of so much debt. 

Mr. Rosewater, in answering Harvey’s 
statement concerning the gold cube, stated 
that he had a letter from the Director of the 
Mint contradicting the statement of Mr. 
Harvey to the extent that the cube would bs 
twenty-two feet on each side, but it would be 
150 feet high. This answer elicited consider- 
able applause from the audience. 

Mr. Harvey in his answer reiterated his 
former statement and left the calculation to 
the audience, giving them the amount of 
gold coin in the world as shown by statistics. 
Mr. Rosewater was forearmed with an array 
of statistics that would terrorize anybody 
but Harvey, who seemed to care. very little 
for them, and who indulged very largely in 
sentiment for the purpose of eliciting ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Harvey devoted most of the first 
speech to his explanation of what is meant 
by bimetallism, stating the vital princ‘ple 
in bimetallism to be the right to use either 
metal. With only One metal for money the 
contraction and expansion of the world’s 
supply certainly make an uncertain and un- 
stable supply. 

He also claimed that silver was the more 
useful of the two metals to mankind, and 
that it is far safer to rely for money upon 
two metals than upon one. He: based the 
argument on the general principles of every- 
day life. Under bimetallism, the exportation 
of gold does not harm us, while under gold 
monometallism the exportation deprives us 
of the only primary money we have. Mr. 
Harvey conned himself very closely to the 
text, and continued the relation of his old 
story as set forthin the‘ Financial School.”’ 


Option of the Debtor. 

He rehashed the statements in regard to 
the option of the debtor, under the bimetallic 
law, to pay with either metal, the govern- 
ment exercising the same option as to its 
creditors. He claimed a fluctuation in the 
commercial value of the two metals by the 
placing by the debtor of the d@mand on the 
more accessible or cheaper metal. 

Mr. Harvey claimed as a result that the 
simple laws of bimetallism had been over- 
thrown, and a selfish moneyed interest had 
established the gold standard. He went on 
in this strain throughout the second speech, 
and, having finally exhausted his figures, he 
played forthe feelings of the crowd in his 
final speech, and made a very powerful ap- 
peal for his cause upon a sentimental basis. 

In replying, Mr. Rosewater took up each 
point urged by the free silver champion, and 
repudiated statement after statement by a 
solid array of facts and statistics, present- 
ed in a clear and logical manner, which 
showed the reasoning power of the Western 
editor. 

He demonstrated clearly how the fanatica!i 
scheme of free coinage would work an un- 
bearable hardship upon the widows and or- 
phans, who would be obliged to receive cheap 
money to pay double prices for the neces- 
saries of life, and also proved how the acaling 
business of Harvey would bring on a national 
disgrace. 

Mr. Rosewater said the republic was con- 
fronted with a question of national moment. 
brought about by the vagaries of the Demo- 
cratic administration. He said the working- 
men are idle and we are confronted with the 
financial rainmakers and soothsayers, who 
claim free silver is the panacea to remedy all 
the ills. The silver craze, he declared, was 
only a selfish cause, and a gambling scheme 
of the great West. . 


Free Coinage Tempts Dishonesty. 

The Nation has done, ts doing, and will do 
all it can afford to do for silver. Free silver 
would only be a temptation to 70,000,000 of 
people to repudiate a part of their honest 
debts. 

H* cited authority after authority in sup- 
port of his position, and created much 
amusement by the assertion that it was nec- 
essary for Harvey to quote Harvey in order 
to support Harvey. 

Mr. Posewater concluded by showing how 
free silver is simply a political scheme to up- 
hold the disrupted Democratic party by de- 
ception clear and simple. He declared the 
whole question upon the free silver side was 
hidden by disguised falsehoods. Every 
notable financier tn the world, he said, was 
against the fallacy, and made a very com- 
plete exposition of the free silver false state- 
ments in regard to the secrecy of repeal of 
the free coinage act. Heshowed that every- 
thing had been done in an open and fair 
manner. 

The enthusiasm was intense at the close of 
the debate, and many of the 3,000 or more in 
attendance pushed forward to congratulate 
the champions of their respective causes. 


Both debaters were received with great ap- 
plause and listened to with close attention.

Kinley left Canton at 4:15 this afternoon for 
Cleveland, where they will spend Sunday 
at the Home of National Chairman Mark 
Hanna. They were accompanied as far as 
Akron by Joseph, P. Smith, who has been 
stopping with the McKinleys, and who is 
on his way to Urbana, his home, for a few 
days. Maj. McKinley will return to Canton 
on Monday or Tuesday. On Tuesday he will 
be called upon by the German-Americans of 
Cleveland. 

This afternoon President Walcott, W. G. 
Beck, and Councilman D. B. Steiner of 
Cleveland, from the Tippecanoe club, waited 
upon Maj. McKinley with an invitation to 
attend a gathering of Republican working- 
men of Cleveland. They said they wanted to 
consult Gov. McKinley’s best interests and 
pleasure, and were not forgetful of the fact 
that he had declined invitations to speak 
elsewhere. He replied to them that he did 
not like to discriminate in favor of his own 
State.

LISTEN TO CONGRESSMAN PRINCE. 


Explains Satisfactorily His Votes on 
Finance, 

Abingdon, IIL, Aug. 15.—[Special.]—The Re- 
puDlicans started the campaign tonight here 
with an enthusiastic rally, although rain fell 
most of the day, yet when night came the 
hall was crowded. The rain interfered with 
the plans for a street parade, yet a large 
crowd marched with bands escorting the 
speakers to the hall. 

The arrival of Congressman Prince at the 
hall was the signal for loud cheering, last- 
ing several minutes. After several pieces of 
music the Chairman introduced Congress- 
man George W. Prince of the Tenth District.

SILVER WAVE RECEDES IN INDIANA. 


Reports from Nearly Every County 
Show Sound Meney Sentiment. 

South Bend, Ind., Aug. 15.—{Special.]—The 
South Bend Tribune publishes reports from 
nearly every county in Indiana giving the 
sentiment on the money question. A few 
of the reports show that sound money argu- 
ments have not taken a firm hold, but, as 
a rule, the indications are favorable to the 
honest money idea. In many of the coun- 
ties there has been great change in opinion. 
Voters who were formerly impregnated with 
the free silver sentiment have been eager for 
k..owledge on the question anw open to 
conviction, and the result has been that 
they are now sound money advocates.

TROUBLE IS THE TARIFF. 


BURROWS WARNS THE PEOPLE 
NOT TO BE DIVERTED. 


Addresses a Gathering of 12,000 at La 
Grange, Ind., and Tells Them That 
the “ Crime of '73 ” Did Not Produce 
Hard Times Until the “Folly of 
22” Reversed Republican Tariff 
Legislation — Riddles the Silver 
Heresy. 


Lagrange, Ind., Aug. 15.—[Special.}—Al- 
though the -weather was threatening in the 
morning a crowd: of 12,000 people gath- 
ered at the court-house square to hear Sen- 
ator J. C. Burrows Every township in the 
county sent large delegations with appro- 
priate banners and a big McKinley club was 
present from Sturgis, Mich. 

The speaker was introduced by F. D. Mer- 
ritt, representative in the Legislature from 
this county. 

Mr. Burrows said among other things: 

“ The issue involved in this campaign has 
created an interest unparalleled since the 
war. The present campaign ia. like that of 
1860. Then a Nation’s life hung in the bal- 
ance; now it is a question of a Nation's 
honor. The issue is so great that party lines 
are fast becoming extinct. Prominent Dem- 
ocrats are abandoning their party since its 
declaration of want of principle at the Chi- 
cago convention and are standing by us for 
sound money. The Republican party stands 
for the integrity of the people, sound cur- 
rency, and prosperity. The credit of the 
government is as dear to the Republican 
party as its flag, and our money must be as 
good as any on earth. 

“ The Democrats have held some of ineir 
conventions, but have not got done yet. All 
factions are fighting under one flag for one 
Nt ape to whip us. Bryan is running on 
hree platforms, but will not carry a North- 
ern State except the silver producing States 
and not all of them. They want a tariff tor 
revenue only in the face of three years’ dis- 
astrous experience. They declare for the 
income tax and threaten reorganization of 
the Supreme Court to get it in accord with 
their theories. Whatever else you may de- 
stroy spare the Supreme Court, the last 
refuge of a free people. 

* With all the vagaries of the three Bryan 
platforms they.all unite in the demand for 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
16 to 1, and to that question Mr. Bryan 
devoted a goodly portion of his time in his 
speech of acceptance. He declared that 
*times are hard, prices are low, and 
something is vitally wrong.’ It is not the 
crime of ‘783, however, but the folly of ’82, 
when Harrison was defeated and the pros- 
perity of the United States destroyed. 

‘Mr. Whitney says: ‘ Don’t talk about the 
tariff.” But the whole difficulty today 13 
tariff. When McKinley is President the 
money question will settle itself. 

“More silver dollars were coined during 
Republican administrations than during all 
= the other eighty-three years of our his- 
ory. 

“Panic always accompanies free trade. 
During the thirty years from 1861 to 1892 
we had unbounded prosperity; wealth ad- 
vanced; this republic took a lead in manu- 
facturing and stood ahead of all other na- 
tions until March 4, 1893. The public debt 
was reduced during Republican administra- 
tions, and increased under Democratic. 
There is not a single day but the government 
is running behind.

LD sYNDICATE’S PLAN TO FORCE 


PLANS FOR PRESENTATION OF “TONTI’ 


First American Attempt to Produce a 
Historical Drama on Spot Where 
the Events Occurred. 


Utica, Il., Aug. 15.—{Special.]—All arrange- 
ments for the presentation of “ Tonti,” the 
historical drama written by Hervey Merker, 
dramatic editor of the Staats Zeitung, have 
been completed. Mr. Merker and a picked 
company of Chicago actors arrived today 
and the last rehearsal was held this after- 
noon upon the impressive natural stage on 
the sloping side of Starved Rock, where a 
grand stand accommodating 1,000 people has 
been erected. Many others will view the per- 
formance from the club-house and the sides 
of the adjoining promontories. The crowds 
will be brought from Chicago:on a special 
train leaving at 9 a. m., and a special will 
also leave Peoria during the forenoon to 
transport the visitors from Western points. 

The presentation of the drama, which re- 
views the romantic and exciting adventures 
of Henry de Tonti, will commence at 3 
o’clock Sunday afternoon, concluding at 5. 
The stage is a most impressive one, being 
situated upon the west side of the historic 
rock, and the deeds of the famous cavaliers 
will be reénacted upon the spot where they 
occurred over 200 years ago. 

The drama opens with a council of arbi- 
tration between the Illini and the Iroquois, 
Gov. Frontenac acting as arbitrator and 
Tonti and La Barsse speaking in hehalf of 
the Illini and the Iroquois. It is during this 
act that Tonti meets the niece of La Salle, 
Barbe, whom he later weds. Their wedding 
procession is interrupted by an attack by the 
Miami Indians, who have come to avenge 
ine discarding of their chief’s daughter by 

onti. , 

The latter engages. in a hand-to-hand con- 
flict with Loamasoa, their leader, but spares 
the Indian through the intercession of Barbe, 
‘and the French and the Miamis conclude a 
peace. 

The third act involves in thrilling climaxes 
the death of Barbe and of Liotot, who brings 
the news of La Salle’s death in the ever- 
gliades of Texas. 

The play closes with the return and death 
of Tonti after a fruitless search in the South 
for La Salle. The drama abounds in thrilling 
scenes and is practically the first attempt 
in America of a historical presentation 
upon the actual spot where the events oc- 
curred.

STEAMER THREE FRIENDS CAUGHT. 


Revenue Cutter Boutwell Captures 
the Alleged Filibuster. 
Jacksonville, Fla., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
The steamer Three Friends, which left Jack- 
sonville last night with arms and ammuni- 
tion for Cuba, was seized at the mouth of 
the St. John’s River at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing by the United States revenue cutter 
Boutwell. The Boutwell was squarely across 
the passage and had its guns ready to fire.

GEN.GREELY TALKS OF NANSEN, 


Says He Must Be Mistaken About the 
Open Sea. 
Exeter, N. H., Aug. 15.—Brig.-Gen. A. W. 
Greely in an interview tonight in regard to 
the Nansen expedition said the reports thus 
far published were as yet too meager to form 
an opinion. | 
Gen. Greely said: 
* Nansen apparently wintered on Franz 
Josef Land and he says hesaw no land north 
of 82°. The journey was one of extreme 
danger, and it is most remarkable that he 
returned alive. 
“According to the reports, land reached 
by my expedition is the most northerly land 
yet attained. As Nansen’s most northern 
point is at sea, he went just 2° 52’ further 
north than did Lockwood and Brainard of 
my expedition in 1882. When Nansen’s ob- 
servations are worked out they will prove 
his explorations and will also make inter- 
esting reading. Every explorer should be 
given credit for having made a truthful re- 
ort.”’ 
"a Greely said that notwithstanding 
Nansen’s reports of an ocean to the pole re- 
cent deductions show that there is land near 
that point, but that it is north of North 
America rather than Siberia. 
Continuing he said: 
‘“‘ Apparently Nansen traveled only 120 
miles from where he abandoned. his ship. 
This is less than half the distance that Lock- 
wood and Brainard traveled from the head- 
quarters of my expedition at Lady Franklin 
Bay, but I want to say right here that Nan- 
sen’s perseverance. is worthy of the old 
Scandinavian race. I think the expedition 
will disappoint those who believethat Franz 
Josef Land extended to the pole. My pre- 
dictions of six months ago that Nansen’s 
safe return lay in the possibility that he 
would make and winter in Franz Josef Land 
seems to have been verified.”’ 
As tothe possibility of the Fram drifting to 
Spitzbergen, Gen. Greely said the sea-drift 
was in that direction, but that the Jeanette 
and Tegethopp were both lost in this sea by 
the action of the ice. Gen. Greely placed 
little dependence on the reported discovery 
of great depth and much warmer water. In 
conclusion Gen. Greely said he was con- 
vinced that if Nansen had not met Jackson 
he would never have returned. 


FINISHES A BUST OF PROF, NANSEN. 


Sigvald Asbjornsen Puts the Arctic 
Explorer Into Artistic Perpetuity. 
Sigvald Asbjornsen, who,yassisted Sculptor 
Park in the modeling of the Franklin statue 
for Lincoln Park, has just completed a bust 
of Nansen, the explorer, which will be cast 
in bronze today. Asbjornsen was just put- 


ting the finishing touches to the clay model 
for the bust when a dispatch came an- 
nouncing the safe return of Nansen. 

The sculptor and the explorer are personal 
friends, and Asbjornsen has never doubted

sen while the latter was on his trip to Green- 
land a few days ago, and he set about ful- 
filling the request by modeling another bust 
of his friend from photographs and from 
memory. 

The bust and its base are together eleven 
inches in height. Nansen is represented as 
wearing the fur cap and coat in which he is 
usually seen when at home. The base is 
roughly finished, adding to the artistic effect 
of the cap and dress. 

The bust will probably be placed on‘exhibi- 
tion in a few days.

NEW YORK GARBAGE PLAN PLEASES :

CHICAGO’S COMMISSIONER. %y 


Head of the Health Department Ine 
dorses the Method by Which the 
Eastern Metropolis Gets Rid of Its. 
Refuse and Will Recommend It to 
Mayor Swift—Big Saving in Money 
Outlay and Improvement in Sani- 
tary Conditions. 


New York, Aug. 15.~[Special.]}—Health 
Commissioner William R. Kerr of Chicago, 
who came to New York to investigate a new 
plan of disposing of garbage, thinks the sys- 
tem good and is going back home to recom- 
mend its adoption to Mayor Swift. Mr. 
Kerr left for Chicago this afternoon on the 
Pennsylvania limited. Just before his de- 
parture he said: 

** Here in New York they think they have 
the right thing. The city has entered into 
a contract with the New York Sanitary Re- 
duction company for five years to burn from 
600 to 800 tons of garbage daily for $89,990 
per annum. The company has built a cre- 
matory on an island in the harbor and col- 
lects the garbage in scows from dumps along 
the river. The average haul is from twelve 
to sixteen miles. The same thing can be 
done in Chicago at a saving to the city, 
which now pays about $400,000 a year to get 
rid of its garbage. The New York company 
is willing to bid for this contract, and I 
think we can get this work done for $50,000 
a year, because the hauls would be shorter. 
By having dumps along the North and South 
Branches of the Chicago River—and it would 
only be necessary to build wooden sheds for 
the purpose—the garbage can be carried 
away in scows, and I have in mind several 
piaces outside the city limits where a cre- 
matory could be built at a much shorter 

distance from the dumps than is the case 
here. 

“It is a question of teaming in Chicago. 
In the First, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Ninth, 
Eighteenth, Nineteenth, and other wards 
along the river’the expense of hauling would 
be much less than now. Teams which now 
take two loads a day could takefour. Under 
such a system the cost would be reduced to 
$250,000. But while the money-saving would 
be an advantage the removal of a serious. 
menace tothe city’s health would be greater. 
The time is coming when it will be dangerous 
to continue dumping garbage in clay holes. 
Houses are being built around them, and the 
deposits will be excavated some time for 
other buildings. Something must be done 
soon.” 

“Will you recommend the adoption of 
the New York plan?’’ 

*“*I shall make a report to Mayor Swift 
before the next meeting of the Council, rec- 
ommending that bids be asked for a five 
year contract to reduce the garbage. This 
company which has spent $300,000 in build- 
ing a reduction plant here will not take a 
shorter contract. 

“It is nonsense to talk about not being 
able to separate garbage and ashes. They 
have demonstrated here it can be done. I 
have talked with President Wilson of the 
Board of Health and other officials, who 
say when the new system went into effect 
Aug. 1 an ordinance requiring such 7 
arations also went into effect. At first 75 
per cent of the garbage and ashes were sep- 
arated, and now 90 per cent. They claim by 
the end of the month the law will be com- 
plied with universally.” 


ENGLAND’S CHIEF JUSTICE ARRIVES 


Lord Russell and His Party Reach 
New York Safely. 
New York, Aug. 15.—[{Special.}—The Rt.- 
Hon. Lord Russell of Killowen, Lord Chief 
Justice of England, three other distin- 
guished members of the English bar, Sir 
Francis Lockwood, and member of Parlia- 
ment Montague Crackenthrop, Charles Rus- 
sell Jr., Lady Russell and her daughter, the 
Hon. Miss Lilly Russell, and Lady Lock- 
wood, with her daughter, Miss Lucy Lock- 
wood, arrived on the steamship Umbria this 
morning. When the vessel was abreast of 
the Statue of Liberty J. Pierpont Morgan’s 
yacht Corsair steamed alongside and hearty 
greetings were exchanged between the En- 
glish visitors and the party who had come 
to meet them, and the committee from the 
American Bar Association, consisting of 
Francis Rawle of Philadelphia, James C. 
Carter and Austin Fox of New York, and J. 
Allen of St. Louis. 
When thé Umbria arrived at her dock the 
party from the Corsair went aboard and an 
informal reception was held upon the 
bridge. Mr. Villard said that he would im- 
mediately take the party to Thornwood, his 
country seat at Dobbs Ferry, where, on 
Monday night, he will give a big dinner 
party, to be followed by a dance, to which 
Gov. Morton has been invited. 
Lord Russell defended Mrs. Maybrick on 
her trial for the murder of her husband, 
and he was asked what prospect, if any, ex- 
isted of her securing the Queen’s pardon or 
commutation of her sentence in any form. 
“That is a subject on which I am forbid- 
den to speak,” he replied, “ but I may say 
that I am greatly disappointed that the 
strong representations made in her behalf 
have not been attended to. In fact, they 
have been ignored. I would like to speak 
etrongly of her case, but my office forbids my 
stating my opinions.”’ 
After speaking with evident pleasure of 
his former visit to this country in 1883, Lord 
— detailed the program for his present 
trip. 
** Today we go straight up to the residence 
of my friend, Henry Villard, and stay there 
until Thursday, when we leave for Saratoga, 
where I am to deliver an address to the Amer- 
ican Bar Association. My subjectis ‘ Inter- 
national Law,’ and I shall especially refer ; 
to the important matter of international ar- 
bitration. This is naturally a most interest- 
ing subject at the present time, and I may 
say that the universal feeling in England is 
in favor of arbitration in every instance with 
the United States. 
‘‘From Saratoga we shall go to Buffalo 
and Nigagra Falls, thence to Toronto, Mon- 
treal, Quebec, and possibly Ottawa. We ex- 
pect to spend three weeks visiting friends in 
Canada, and shall then return‘to New York 
and go to Boston, Philadelphia, and Wash- 
ington.”’

With his arrest and the confession of 
Frank Miller, also of Englewood, and his 
alleged accomplice, Kenosha and Chicago 
officers think they have discovered a 
“fence” and the ‘perpetrators of a long 

» series of burglaries in Southern Wisconsin. 

‘According to Miller the two men have been 
playing peddler and acting burglar for 

mearly a year, driving from town to town in 

Wisconsin, and living. like gypsies to avoid 
making undesirable acquaintances. 

The plunder is believed to have been 
shipped to Chicago..: 

_ Miller, after making his confession impli- 

cating Oliver P. Sackett, told all he knew 
about the alleged burglaries. Then he 
sawed out of the Kenosha jail and is still at 
large. 

Sackett was arrested entirely.on informa- 
tion given by Miller. 


- Start Out on a Tour, 

According to Miller he and Oliver Sackett 
left Chicago with a horse and buggy early 
in June for a tour of burglary in Wisconsin. 
They had a buggy and a bay broncho be- 
longing to Sackett, and familiar to the eyes 
of Englewood people, and had hired another 
broncho of one of their Englewood neighbors. 

On the way through Wisconsin the two 
men, according to Miller’s confession, 
steered clear of hotels, and made as few ac- 
quaiiitances as possible. They bought their 
provisions of dealers in out-of-the-way 
places, and lived in gypsy fashion in the 
woods. ° 

At night, according to Miller, they robbed 
the stores and resfGences which appeared 
most promising duririg the day. The two 
men are believed to have broken into resi- 
dences at Racine, Elkhorn, and Lake 
Geneva, besides committing scores of petty 
burglaries between those places. 

When Miller was arrested, after receiving 
two bullet wounds, there were found on him 

-. @ watch and other articles positively identi- 
fied as having been stolen from the home of 

E. Burback, No. 1534 College avenue, Racine. 
Miller said he helped Sackett rob the Bur- 
back residence. After several weeks of 
sweat-box experience he told the remainder 
of the story. 


Officers After Oliver P. Sackett. 
As soon as Miller confessed Under Sheriff 
Harkins came to Chicago to look for Oliver 
P.. Sackett. He shadowed the home of the 
two brothers in Englewood, while Officer De 
Roche of the Central Station watched Room 
No. 1231 in the Masonic Temple, L M. 
Sackett’s place of business. ‘i 

John Muenzer, a Kenosha barber, who 
shaved Miller a few hours before the alleged 
attempted murder of Officer O’Hara, and 
Officer O’Hara himself watched with Roche. 
# Oliver P. Sackett appeared in the Masonic 
Temple on Friday morning and was recog- 
nized at once. O’Hara declared he recog- 
nized him as the man who had tried to kill 
him, and Muenzer remembered shaving the 
man afew hours before the shooting. Roche 
made the arrest, and after a good deal of 
trouble with Chief Clerk Peters of the Sher-

Such, in brief, is the picture of the girl who 
will be compelled at the next term of court 
to face the serious charge of attempting to 
start at least sixteen incendiary fires. 

The trouble began on Feb. 9 last, when a 
bed in the boarding-house of William Stoltz, 
in Third. avenue, mysteriously broke into a 
blaze about 9 o’clock in €he morning. The 
fire wa® started in the mattress at the head 
of the bed. Other fires followed in rapid 
succession, as often as three times in one 
day, all similarly located in the various bed- 
rooms, the fires being started either in the 
mattressés or in the feather pillows. In- 
side of five days there was an even dozen of 
these mysterious fires. 

The boarders, some of whom were supersti- 
tious, became alarmed, and concluding that 
the house was haunted left in large numbers, 
while the proprietor and his wife, -who are 
thrifty Germans, were almost distracted 
with fear-and dismay. 


Police Are Completely Baffled. 


From the first the local police were busy 
endeavoring to locate the cause cf the mys- 
tery, and all sorts of theories were projected 
including spontaneous’ combustion. These 
were finally abandoned for that of incen- 
diarism. 

Finally Christ Larsen, a Dane, who was 
employed as watchman at thé Stoltz tlouse, 
was arresied on suspicion, largely on the 
testimony of Annie Peterson, who was em- 
ployed as domestic at the house, and who 
had informed Mrs. Stoltz that she had seen 
Larsen through the keyhole of the door act- 
ing as if he was setting fire to the bed. This 
Larsen stoutly dénied, and as there was no 
conclusive evidence he was discharged from 
custody. 

The fires then ceased as suddenly as they 
had begun, and the affair was allowed to die 
out. The Peterson girl soon afterward went 
to work for the family of D. D. Pottiger at 
Barstow, a small village seven miles east 
of Moline on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad. The Pottigers had pre- 
viously resided in this city, where they were 
neighbors of the Stoltzes, and, like them 
kept a boarding-house. : 

About a month ago Mr. Pottiger’s barn 
was consumed by fire, and some time later 
a woman's gossamer was found lying ona 
bedroom floor partly burned and with a hole 
burned in the floor below it. 

When, on Tuesday last, Mrs. Pottiger dis- 
covered the mattress of one of her beds on 
fire the recollection of the fires at the Stoltz 
House flashed upon her mind, and she ac- 
cused the girl of setting all the fires. 

Annie admitted it, as she did also to Mr. 
Pottiger, Mrs. Banks} a neighbor: May 
Cleavey, another domestic: and W. §s 
Warner, the agent with whom the property 
was insured. But she now denies having 
told this to any one except Mrs. Pottiger 
and the insurance agent, and says she was 
so excited at being accused of it she did not 
know what she was saying. 


Denies Former Confessions. 


To THE TRIBUNE reporter today she re- 
affirmed her innocence. She said: 

“Mrs. Pottiger told meI did it, to my face, 
and I got excited and told them ‘ Yes.’ 
An insurance man came up there, and I 
know I told him ‘ yes,’ but I was excited. It’s 
enough to make anyone crazy. What I 
want to start any fires for? Mrs. Pottiger 
liked me, and I like to work for her. What 
Il want to start any fires for?’ 

At the trial W. S. Warner tesfified to 
swearing out the complaint. He first met 
her at Barstow, where he went to inveeti- 
gate the fire at Mr. Pottiger’s. When he 
reached Barstow Mr. Pottiger showed him 
where the fire occurred. He saw the burned 
bedding and the burned footboard of the bed. 
Mrs. Pottiger pointed out Miss Peterson as 
the “ firebug.”’ Later he asked Miss Peter- 
son if she set it on fire, and she replied that 
she did. Mr. Warner then asked her why che 
set the bed on fire, and she replied:. “‘O, I 
don’t know.” She also stated that “ John 
Carison”’ told her to do it. According to Mr. 
Warner's story, she also confessed to start- 
ing the other fires at Pottiger’s, and also the 
numerous fires at Stoltz’s. On the train she 
denied that she had started any of the fires, 
and that the reason she admitted she had 
wes “‘ because she was afraid of Mrs. Pot- 
tiger.” She also denied admitting that she 
sem accused herself of starting the Stoltz 

res. 

Mrs. Pottiger testified to the girl being em- 
ployed by her. She told of being excited and 
going into the bedroom. “Anna, the de- 
fendant, acted in a nervous manner. T 
called her into the room and accused her of 
setting the bed on fire. She said: ‘ How do 
you know I did? I replied, ‘I know it’ 
Then Anna told me that she did start 
the fire and implored me not to tell 
Mr. Pottiger, promising to work and 
pay for the damage. She also confesded to 
starting the fires at the Stoltz place.” 

Mr. Pottiger also told the story of Anna 


admitting she started all the fires. He asked 
her why she set fire to his house and she 
said John Carlson, “a big Dutchman,” told 
her to do it, and she set it forfun. He did 
not believe the girl insane. The other wit- 
nesses corroborated the evidence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Pottiger as to the confession. There 
was no defense and the girl was released 
on a light bond, which was furnished by 
relatives. 
Suspicious Events Recalled. 

Today other reminiscences of a suspicious 
character were recalled. 

Mrs. Amos Woeber, for whom the Peter- 
son girl worked last summer, left her in the 


_kitchen troning while she (Mrs. Woeber) 
* went down-town. 


On her return she found 


that an outbuilding on the premises had 
mysteriously burst into flames, and that 


when the girl had been notified by a woman ; 


neighbor she had acted very suspiciously and 
— she could do nothing to help put out the 
re. 

Again it is recalled that at the time Anna 
was employed at the Stoltz house, but some 
weeks before the fires occurred there, three 
unaccountable fires were discovered in the 
neighboring house then occupied by the 
Pottigers, the last of which nearly destroyed 
the building. 

These nase are now naturally linked with 
the others, as the girl admits being a fre- 
quent visitor at the Pottiger house about 
that time. 

The strange case has awakened the sym- 
pathies of a large number of the girl’s ac- 
quaintances, for she has always been known 
as a hard-working, industrious girl. If she 
is guilty as charged she apparently is not 
fully impressed with the gravity of the situa- 
tion, which fact may be due, however, to her 
being a monomaniac upon the question of 
incendiarism, for it has not and it is be- 
lieved cannot be shown that there was any 
maliciousness in her acts. 

It may be stated in this connection that her 
attorney, Mr. J. B. Oakleaf of this city, is 
confident that Miss Peterson is entirely in- 
nocent, both in intent and act, and he is at 
work upon a theory that he believes will 
show her to be simply the victim of sus- 
picious but false and misleading circum- 
stances. 

In any event the case promises do be one 
of the most interesting in the local annals of 
crime, 


iDYLLIC LIFE IN FAR-AWAY JAPAN. 


Dainty Little Houses Set in a Rustic, 
Isolated Glen. 

August Century: There is an isolated, 
aristocratic quarter of the village in the 
ravine behind the temple, inhabited by 
priests and superior folk ;and the far ravine 
holds the Momiji, or maple-leaf, tea-house 
—most bewitching cluster of doll-houses in 
the most picturesque setting ever found in 
Japan. There is the usual large living-room, 
or office of the landlord, and a general 
“‘ food-preparing"’ room for the establish- 
ment opening on the roadway; but within 
the gates one finds a deep, green glen, an 
awful chasm some fifteen feet deep and 
twice as wide, all filled with delicate, airy 
branches of cut-leaf maples. A terrible tor- 
rent some two feet wide dashes madly down 
from the mountain-side, spreads out intoa 
lake the size of a large dinner-table, with 
a wooden sauce-boat moored at one side. 

Bach vantage-spot om the steep bank holds 
@ one, two, or three-roomed doll-house— 
such dainty, exquisite little toy dwellings, 
with such fairy balconies, such spotless 
screens and soft, shining mats, that one hesi- 
tates to desecrate them with the clumsy, de- 
filing, destructive appurtenances of the sim- 
plest foreign living; and as for himself fit- 
ting into one of these midget mansions, it is 
Gulliver alive among the Lilliputians. Our 
life in that glen of maple leaves was full of 
interest, from the moment of slipping back 
the screens in the morning with some anx!i- 
ety lest the mite of a glen and its midget 
lake were not there or real—rolled up over 
night, and some other charming Japanese 
drop-curtain put in its place—to the last 
banging of the amados, or wooden outer 
screens, at night. 

The deér were friends and neighbors from 
the moment of our arrival, coming to drink 
from the musical fountain-jet in our three- 
feet-square court of entrance, and then to the 
edge of our porch to bob their heads in well- 
mannered appeals for deer-cake. These pret- 
ty beggars, with their lovely eyea. their 
sharp muzzles, and delicate feet, seemed to 
know the value of their charms, and having 
no fear of man, had only to pose a few mo- 
ments to move the stoniest and most indolent 
heart to wait on them. It was even more 
idyllic in the early morning to find some an- 
tlered friend, or an equally fearless doe and 
her tiny fawn, waiting by the lakeside to 
share our breakfast. 

After Miyajima one may well boast of 
having lived in Arcadia, and each day, more 
idyllic than the other, puts one in better 
spirit for enjoying the rare Japanese charm 
of it all. The peace of the island is as per- 
fect as its piety, and few sounds but the 
gently dashing stream and the flutter of ma- 
ple leaves disturbed our enchanted little glen. 
One ‘spoke softly, as befitted a place of such 
perfect beauty. Neighbors came to the doll- 
houses across the chasm, but only the rat-tat 
of their pipes on the bamboo cups of the 
tobacco trays was evidence of their presence 
there. 

In that simple, intimate life there were no 
mysteries, not even of the menu. All the 
villagers who passed might stop and watch 
our cook making his highly-colored curry for 
our-midday meal, and the peddlers who came 
to tempt the tea-house maids with gay 
kimono patterns watched his strange con- 
coctions, and sought pretexts to watch our 
further play with the knife and fork as we 
sat at feast on our little veranda over the 
lake. The small boy of the tea-house added 
the comic element, and his morning pursuit 
of our dinner chicken was always a feature. 
He wvuld chase the angry hen around and 


around the lake ,and when it fled cackling 


up the bank, a swift movement of his palm 
across the lake would spurt such showers of 
water on the ruffled fowl as might soon empty 
the whole vast deep and rob the ravine of 
its choicest landscape ornament. When the 
tea-house staff had combined against the 
hen our majordomo would bring the captive 
to us in his arms and display the fine “ stew 
chicken.”’

DRUNKEN OFFICER NO. 3. 


POLICEMAN TIMOTHY DEVINE’S LOAD 
LANDS HIM IN A CELL. 


Found Intoxicated and Oblivious to 
the Whole World on a Sidewalk 
Near the Halsted Street Station— 
“Hot Footing” Fails to Arouse 
Him and a Ride in a Patrol Wagon 
Is Equally Barren of Results. 


Timothy Devine, a policeman who travels 
a day beat out of the West Lake Street Po-; 
lice Station, had more liquor aboard than he 
knew what to do with at 10 o’clock last 
night, and lay down on the sidewalk to give 
his ** load "’ a rest. 

When the police found him he was 80 
sound asleep that even “ hot footing "’ would 
not have roused him. He snored through an 
oblivious night in a cell at the East Chicago 
Avenue Station. He will have a chance to 
explain things this morning, if he is sober 
enough. 

Devine’s proceedings up to the time he 
“turned in” on the sidewalk about a block 
from the North Halsted Street Police Sta- 
tion were largely matters of conjecture last 
night, for he could not give-an account of 
himself even if he had wanted to tell how 
and where he got intoxicated. His brother 
policemen, however, infer that he went to 
drinking after he got off duty, because they 
could not find his club. 

Citizens were the first to discover Devine’s 
prostrate. form in his al fresco fddgings. 


OMAHA SWEPT BY WIND AND HAIL. 
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They nearly fell over him. Women drew | 
their skirts aside and hurried past in dis- 

gust. Small boys guyed the prostrate and 

unconscious representative of the law and 

made sport of his star, which still blazed on 

his coat, and played tag with his helmet, 

which rolled beside him on the walk.. 

The anly persons in the neighborhood of 
the North Halsted Street Station who didn't 
discover him were apparently the policemen 
whose posts were adjacent to the seene. 

Finally a citizen walked over to the station 
and reported the case to the desk sergeant. 
A patrol wagon with a detail of men was 
sent after Devine, but he was so stupidly 
and limply senseless from his potations 
it was with great difficulty he was finally 
loaded into the wagon and carted off to the 
East Chicago Avenue Station. 

Putting him into a cell was another hard 
job for the officers, but they managed it. 
Not once during the ride or after he was 


‘flung on the pallet in the lockup did he rouse 


from his stupor, and even at 1 o’clock this 
morning the most persistent efforts to waken 
him were absolutely futile. He was rolled 
and shaken and prodded by stalwart police- 
men, lifted up on his bed and allowed to fall 
heavily back again, but neither cuffs nor 
pokes nor any other severity of treatment 
had any more effect on him apparently than 
if he had been dead. 

The lockup-keeper at the East Chicago 
Avenue Station had no hesitancy in saying 
that for speed of acquisition and complete- 
ness of stupefied detail Devine’s “‘ jag’ was 
one of the moSt comprehensive and effective 
he had met with in a long and varied experi- 
ence. 

Devine’s is the third case of the kind that 
the West Lake Street detail has supplied 
within a few weeks. The other policemen 
were Richard Moloney, who was foundina 
drunken sleep in a fire engine house, and 
Thomas McCabe, who, while belligerently 
drunk last week, tried to drive citizens from 
the sidewalk and was only prevented from 
doing them bodily harm by the arrival of a 
detail of brother officers. 

Some of Devine’s friends said he got off 
duty at 7 p. m., and it was his intention to 
go to the Irish picnic at Ogden’s Grove. 

He has been on the force seven years. 


UNIQUE STYLE OF ENGLISH PRISON. 


Progressive Penal Settlement Belong- 
ing to Great Britain. 

Edinburg Scotsman: From the Andaman 
Islands, in the Bay of Bengal, comes re- 
markable news as to the progress of that 
great penal settlement for life convicts. 
These and the Nicobar Islands have now 
Maj. R. C. Temple, C. I. E., as their chief 
Commissioner. The primeval forests of fhe 
islands, with their magnificent trees, from 
which the rarest orchids depend in rich pro- 
fusion, have just been placed under a local 
forest department. Sawmills of the most 
improved and extensive kind were a few 
weeks ago opened on Chatham Island. They 
are driven by engines supplied from salt 
water by means of a surface condenser 
drawn through a tunnel which runs eighty 
feet out to sea. 

The whole department is worked by some 
600 convicts, so that the islands are sup- 
plied with the timber they need, while the 
rest is exported to many places in India 
and Europe. For forty yearsa community 
rarely below 10,000 convicts, of the worst 
type to begin with, have supported them- 
selves under strict discipline, leading to 
local freedom after ten years of good be- 
havior. What was primeval swamp and 
forest in a climate so deadly that it was 
abandoned by Lord Cornwailis a century 
ago has been made since the mutiny of 
1557-’58, a fertile isiand settlement. covering 
many square miles of gardens and consist- 
ing now of more that fifty villages of re- 
formed criminals, besides the convict Sta- 
tions and extensive government buildings. 

Never in the history of prison admini!s- 
tration and criminal reform has so suc- 
cessful an experiment been made on so 
vast a scale, the whole controlled by a 
company of a British regiment, who find 
the place an equatorial paradise, From 
these islands the Chinaman gets his edible 
birds’ nests, and the Calcutta clubs and the 
Governor-General their turtle. The botant- 
cal gardens, under Dr. King, are enriched 
by them with rare indigenous specimens of 
orchids and other plants. Cultivation has 
made the greater islands healthy. 

The only drawback of the region now is 
that it is a source of the cyclones which 
wafers 4 ravage the Bay of Bengal and 
ts coast districts.

Dubuque, Ia., Aug. 15.—A tornado swept 
the country district today, doing great dam- 
age to fruit and grain and blowing down a 
number of barns and other outbuildings. 
Lightning killed much stock in the country 
and heavy hail finished the work of the wind 
in the grain flelds. 

Mason City, Ia., Aug. 15.—[Special.]—Ma- 
son City and vicinity were visited this morn- 
ing by the most terrific electrical storm of 
the season, accompanied by heavy wind, 
hail, and four inches of rain. A number of 
houses in the city and throughout the coun- 
try were struck by lightning and a number 
of cattle killed.

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INSPECT WORK IN LAND TUNNEL, 


City Officials Find Fitz-Simons & 
Connell’s Construction Satisfactory. 
A report was made to Commissioner 

Downey yesterday that the work on Section 

1 of the new northwest land tunnel was not 

according to contract. The work is_ in 

charge of the Fitz-Simons & Connell com- 
pany, and extends from North Green street 
to the proposed crib in the lake, three miles 
from shore. Mr. Downey at once sent his 
confidential inspector, M. F. Powers, to 
make an investigation, and later in the after- 
noon he accompanied Mayor Swift, City 

Engineer Jackson, and Gen. Fitz-Simons on 

a personal inspection tour. 

The party first visited the shaft at On- 
tario and Kingsbury streets, whence the 
work is proceeding in both directions. The 
visitors were lowered into the tunnel, where 
Supt. McIsaac took them in charge. After 
the Mayor grew accustomed io his surround- 
ings he became much interested in the work 
and asked many questions. 

At a point 200 feet from the shaft in the 
east drift Commissioner Downey ordered a 
hole cut in the wall. The specifications call 
for four layers of brick.’ Four layers and a 
half were found laid in hard cement. The 
party went through the entire tunnel, mak- 
ing a careful inspection. All the city offi- 
cials expressed themselves as perfectly sat- 
isfied with the work. 

The party next visited the shaft at the 
foot of Oak street. They found the 12-foot 
shaft sunk to a depth of 106 feet, and the 
work all in good condition. 

Twelve hundred feet of the Duffy section 
of the new tunnel have been inspected by 
Mr. Downey and found to be in bad condi- 
tion. Mayor Swift says that the contractor 
will not be allowed to do any more wor 
until the condemned work is made to cun- 
form with the city specifications. Con- 
tractor Duffy has not yet agreed to do this. 
If he refuses to comply with the request of 
the authorities his bond may be forfeited 
and the contract given to another. 


GAELS LAUD THEIR CAUSE 


IRISHMEN HOLD PICNICS AT ELEC- 
TRIC PARK AND OGDEN’S GROVE. 


Capt. Condon Addresses the Confeder- 
ated Societies at the Former Meet- 
ing—Declares for Ireland’s Right 
to Be Free—John Devoy Prophesies 
the End of Dissension—Speaking 
and Fervent Patriotism Draw 

° Plaudits from the Gathering. 


“The dissensions between Irish-Amerti- 
cans can and will be healed, but not by the 
forgiveness of those who dipped their hands 
info the Irish treasury and appropriated to 
their own use the funds that the Irish peo- 
ple had contributed to secure the independ- 
ence of Ireland.”’ 

So said John Devoy in a speech last night 
at Electric Park at the picnic of the Con- 
federated Irish Societies. 

The crowd had been collecting all after- 
noon. The time after 2 p. m. had been given 
up entirely to the usual sports of the occa- 
sion and especially to the bicycle races, 
which lasted until sundown. AtS8o’clocka 
portion of the 3,000 people present assembled 
in the dancing pavilion to listen to the ora- 
tors of the occasion. Patrick McGarry, 
President of the Confederated Societies, 
called the meeting to order and introduced 
Charles M. Morse as the Chairman. 

Mr. Morse introduced as the first speaker 
Capt. Edward O’Meagher Condon of New 
York, who, he said, had seen thé inside of 
English prisons and know what it was to 
suffer for Ireland. Mr. Condon is the Super- 
intendent of Buildings in the Fire Depart- 
ment of New York City. 

Capt. Condon’s Address. 

Capt. Condon’s address was extemporane- 
ous, but fluent and graceful, and easily cap- 
tivated his audience. The Irish-Americans 
of this contry, he said, are not only the 
strongest element in its population, but 
stronger than all others put together. The 
Irish had always felt a sympathy for this 
country when in trouble. Their green flag 
had floated alongside the Stars and Stripes 
in the dark days of the rebellion. 

Irishmen had had no need to apologize for 
their flag, he continued. It represented no 
army nor navy now, but more blood had 
been shed.in its honor than for any other 
flag ever put together. ‘ Irishmen in this 
country were greatly pleased just now at the 
prospect of the release of the Fenian prison- 
ers, who had spent twelve years in English 
dungeons. These noble men had not only 
been starved, but their sufferings had in 
some cases brought them to the verge of in- 
sanity. 

Ireland had a right to be free, he said, and 
free it must be. He hoped that good results 
might follow from the approaching conven- 
tion to be held in Dublin, and yet he did not 
expect much good from parliamentary meth- 
ods. If Ireland was to be free Irishmen must 
emulate the virtues of Washington and Em- 
met. To do this all minor Interests must be 
resolutely sacrificed tothe paramount issues 


-of independence. 


Capt. Condon said when he was coming to 
the park he saw two columns of Irishmen, 
whose hopes and prayers were surely the 
same, and yet they were marching to widely 
remote points instead of the same point, as 
they should. He sincerely hoped that next 
year all the sons of Ireland inthis city would 
hold their picnic at the same park. 

Cheers for John Devoy. 

The Chairman introduced as the next 
speaker John Devoy of Chicago, whom the 
audience received with three rousing cheers. 
Mr. Devoy said he was compelled to admit 
that on the surface the Irish situation was 
worse than it had been for twenty-five years: 
But beneath the surface, he said, there were 
more elements of hope than had existed at 
any time during the nineteenth century. 

The country had known what it was to be 
led almost to victory by the peaceable meth- 
ods of Parnell, and subsequently it had seen 
Parnell’s parliamentary party rent into three 
warring factions. Moreover, the divisions 
in the‘old world had been reproduced here, 
Rut there never was division among brothers 
without a cause, and he did not believe this 
dissension could ever be healed by a hard- 
shaking match between those who had served 
Ireland with unselfish devotion and those 
who had espoused its cause only to betray 
it for their own selfish purposes. It was only 
by the removal off the specific wrongs done 
that union and harmony could ever be ef- 
fected, 

That the Irish could be reunited after hav- 
ing been estranged was abundantly taught 
by history, he declared. This had happened 
once in the time of Hugh O'Neill, and again 
in the time of Cromwell. Just before Par- 
nell rose to bless Ireland the Irish people 
were rent with dissension, and yet his genius 
had welded them together again and made 
them respected throughout the world. 
Therefore he believed the existing dissen- 
sions could and would be healed, but not 
by the forgiveness of those who had dipped 
their hands in the Irish Treasury and ap- 
propriated to their own use the funds con- 
tributed by Ireland's sons to effect her inde- 
pendence. 

Need of a Broad Policy. 

This unioh, he went on, could only be 
brought abewut by the adoption of a broad 
and statesmanlike policy. But both the 
Irish factions contained good men, and both 
were in asense honest. There was no reason 
why they could not get togetner. In fact, 
he believed there was a constant movement 
in this direction. There were no dissensions 
among the Irish In New York, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, Rochester, Scranton, or many 
other of the large Eastern cities. The 
trouble -existed mainly in Chicago, and he 
rejoiced to see that the feeling of union and 
brotherhood was distinctly moving weat- 
ward. He believed it would soon reach Chi- 
cago also. ) 

He said tn a few days the Fenian prisoners 
would be released,and there was already a 
dispute as to who should welcome and en- 
tertain them when they came to this country. 
But he thought that point could easily be 
settled, for obviously those were entitled to 
receive them who had the most to give them 
to relieve their deep distress. They had 
been starved nearly to death, and even their 
minds had been shattered. It was plain they 
could not work for a living, at least for 
some years to come. “Therefore they should 
be the pensioners of the Irish people. 

Foresees European War. 

In closing, Mr. Devoy referred to another 
reason for hoping that the delwerance of Ire- 
land drew near. He was p*rsuaded thatthe 
great European war, for which the Irish had 
so long wished was soon to break out. He 
expected it certainly within five years, and 
thought it might comeinone year. When it 
began one-half of Europe would be arrayed 
against the other half. One-half, of course, 
would be In the right and one-half in the 
wrong, but with Irishmen that side would 
be in the wrong which included England. 

England’s extremity, he declared, would be 
Jreland’sopportunity. There were 15,000,000 
of Irishmen in America, 4,000,000 in Canada, 
2,000,000 in Australia, and 2,000,000 in En- 
gland. He believed that it was pussible to 
weld together these bosts, and to hurl them 
at England with a torce that could not be 
withstood, 

At the closa of Mr. Devoy’s speech Edward 
McNamara sang ‘‘ God Save Ireland,” and 
then several other local Irish patriots ad- 
dressed the meeting. By that time the 
dancing had begun in the large pavilion, 
where it continued until midnight.

when the first speaker and Chairman of the 

afternoon meeting, Maurice F. Moloney, was 
introduced. Among other things Mr. Molo- 
ney said: 

‘‘Here today are assembled with their 
friends are the children of the Gael, to en- 
joy a day’s outing, to renew acquaintance- 
ship, and form new friendships, to extend 
kindly greetings to one another, and In addi- 
tion to renew and perpetuate that ennobling 
sentiment, ‘ of love for the country of one’s 
birth.’ Here beneath the aegis and within 
the fold of the great republic Irishmen can 
meet as free men, ana not feel that they are 
an inferior, dependent, or slavish racé. With 
a fair capacity for self-government, pos- 
sessed of keen intelligence and with minds 
inferior to none, they have had in the past 
a checkered career, a country, but no govern: 
ment—nothing to say in the management 
and administration of its affairs. Foreign- 
ers preside over the destinies of that nation, 
and for years and years have filched from 
the people the result of their honest toil 

Daty of Irishmen to America. 


‘“‘We who assemble here today, no longer 
able to bear the iron that had entered our 


souls, bade a long adieu to the country of our 
birth and came here to enjoy the blessings 
of liberty denied usathome. These thoughts 
suggest and furnish food for reflection. We 
should pause and seriously ponder them. 
In my humble opinion they should doubly 
stimulate every man of Irish birth to be- 
come a more worthy American citizen even 
than he who was born within the domain of 
the Republic. 

‘In this country we enjoy, equally with 
all the rest of our fellow-citizens, the bless- 
ings of the best government the world has 
ever known. The genius of our institutions, 
50 opposite to those we experienced in Ire- 
land—where every man, however humble his 
position, may aspire to the highest honors in 
the State, may select his own career, and 
carve out his own fortune, where the light 
of knowledge instead of being centered toa 
chosen few, is shed abroad like the light of 
day, to fall equally on the rich and poor— 
where the meeting of man with man in the 
busy walks of life awakens and generates a 
holy emulation that awakens latent talents 
and taxes the energy to the straining—where 
consciousness of independence gives a feel- 
ing of self-reliance unknown to the slavish 
subjects of despotisms—where, in a word, the 
government is made for man, and not, as in 
Ireland, where man is made only for the 
landlords and the English Government.” 

A telegram announcing Judge Tuthill’s 
inability to be present and deliver an ad- 
dress was read, and M. J. Doyle of Menomi- 
nee, Mich., made a short speech arousing 
the enthusiasm of the crowd and winning 
applause. 

Marcus Kavanagh, Colonel of the Seventh 
Regiment, spoke particularly upon the 
question of the injury done to the Trish 
cause by the Irish leaving Ireland. He 
urged that emigration from Ireland be dis- 
couraged, and showed by statistics and facts 
that it was the purpose of the British nation 
to depopulate Ireland of its native sons and 
daughters, and rid the green isle of liberty- 
loving subjects In that way. 


In Lieu of Resolutions. 


The following address, issued by the 
United Irish Societies, was read and adopted 
in Heu of resolutions: 

‘“‘On behalf of the Irish Nationalists of 
Chicago and the United Irish Socteties of 
Cook County, we extend to you, fellow-coun- 
trymen and fellow-countrywomen, and to our 
American friends assembled here today a 
hearty Cead Mille Failthe. 

‘For the twenty-first time, under the 
benign influence of free America you are 
called together from the cares and vicissi- 
tudes of life, to enjoy the pleasures and par- 
ticipate In the festivities of our splendid an- 
nual demonstration, as well as to celebrate 
in a befitting manner the anniversary of the 
glorious victories of the Yellow Ford and 
the Curlew Mountains. Although nearly 
800 years have rolled away since «hose mem- 
crable events in Ireland's checkered history 
were fought and won, yet the memory of the 
O’Neill and O’Donnell, through whose mill- 
tary genius and superb generalship they 
were accomplished, is as green and as fresh 
jn the loving hearts of their grateful country- 
men as the day when reposing confidence in 
the intercession and divine assistance of the 
Blessed Mother of God they joyously cele- 
brated her sacred festival by annihilating 
the foes of her religion and the enemies of 
human liberty and civilization—the brutal 
forces of bloody Elizabeth. Would to God 
that such brave, heroic, and unselfish lead- 
ers as the O’Nelll and O’Donnell would 
spring up in dear old Ireland today, so that 
the gloom and sorrow which now darken 
and wrinkle her charming brow might be 
transformed into a halo of glory from which 
would radiate as of old the light of HNberty 
and national independence. 


On Ireland’s Public Men. 


‘‘ Today Ireland is unfortunate in the char- 
acter of her public men who seek to guide the 
destinies of her political affairs. While her 
so-called leaders waste their strengih and 
humiliate their country by their personal 
bickerings and factional quarrels, her unre- 
lenting enemies and hereditary oppressors 
are as united as ever in their unholy efforts 
to exterminate her race and extinguish the 
ennobling aspirations of her liberty-loving 
sons at home and abroad. We appeal once 
more to our warring countrymen in Ireland 
with all the fervent love and sterling patri- 
otism begotten of a long and happy associa- 
tion in this free and peerless republic of the 
Western world, to heal the wounds of the 
past, so that with a united and determined 
voice they may be enabled to continue their 
country’s struggle with great success until 
the Goddess of Liberty smiles upon her as 
she sits enthroned among the nations of the 
earth. 

“We regret that the disunited and disor- 
ganized condition of public affairs in Ireland 
forbids us to participate in her National con- 
vention to be held in Dublin next September. 
We would cheerfully send a representative 
to that gathering of our race did we believe 
that it represented a united people, assem- 
bled together to proclaim to the world in no 
uncertain yolce their unchangeable devotion 
to the undying principles of human liberty, 
for which the O'Neill and the O’Donnell so 
successfully contended, and for which Wolfe 
Tone and Emmet fought and died. Asrepre- 
sentatives of the enlightened thought of the 
Irish race in America in mass-meeting as- 
sembled, we earnestly appeal to the fair, just, 
and liberty-loving people, not only in En- 
gland, but throughout the civilized world, 
to demand the immediate release of all the 
political prisoners, Irish and American, now 
confined in English dungeons for offenses 
which we believe they never committed. We 
highly commend thespirit and justiceand im- 
partiality that animated the public men of 
lilinots, who recently raised their eloquent 
voices at the amnesty meeting held at Bat- 
tery D in this city in behalf of the ill-treated 
and outraged prisoners. 

Tribute to the Dead. 

‘Since last we assembled in this historic 
grove death has removed from our midst 
one of the noblest patriots that ever enlisted 
in the cause of Irish liberty. Ever foremost 
among the men who stood by the cause of 
Ireland in the hour of trial, he cheerfully 
gave of his time, his energies, and his means 
for the attainment of her freedom. Today 
our hearts reverently turn in sorrow to the 
grave where repose the remains of our dear 
friend and comrade, Francis Agnew, whose 
soul we pray is now enjoying in the beatific 
presence of God the blessings of a pure and 
well spent life. 

‘* Believing as we doin the eternal princi- 
ples of liberty for all peoples, we cordially 
extend to the patriotic citizens of Cuba, who 
are bravely trying to establish a republican 
form of government In their native land, our 
earnest sympathy, and sincerely hope that 
success may crown their efforts. 

‘‘ Again reaffirming our loyalty and fidelity 
to the glorious institutions protected by the 
immortal Stars and Stripes, and anxiously 
awaiting the arrival of that happy day when 
we shall from this platform celebrate the 
victory of Ireland, ‘“‘a nation free and 
grand,’’ we have the honor of subscribing 
ourselves your friends and colleagues in the 
Irish cause until won,

There is not a sky from which the stars 
shine tonight that does not shelter millions 
of our race. We have no reason to blush for 
our cause. The old land its still green and 
Ireland is still there. No act of Parlia- 
ment can shut up the Irish Sea and the 
channel is as broad asit was seven centuries 
ago. God designed Ireland for a separate 
government. Ireland’s only curse {s British 
dominion—the curse that the American peo- 
ple shook off more than a hundred years 
ago. I have no use for a man like Thomas 
Bayard or a company like the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery of Boston, which was 
captured by the Prince of Wales. 

“The four men liberated from English 
dungeons the other day have suffered for 
Ireland's liberty. They entered twelve years 
ago young men and emerge today staggering 
and broken from solitary confinement. We 
honor them because they have the marks of 
English fetters on their limbs.” 

After singing ‘‘God Save Ireland” the 
crowd was favored with a display of fire- 
works. — 


LOSES SCHOONER AND FORTUNE, 


Adam Abrahamson of the Emmiline 
Tells of Misfortune, 

Adam Abrahamson, formerly master. of 
the achooner Emmiline, arrived in Chicago 
yesterday, and to his friends on the river re- 
lated a story of misfortune. The schooner 
he commanded was gone and he was penni- 
less, having spent his last cent for railroad 
fare to reach Chicago. An effort will be 
made to get him a position as master on one 
of the schooners sailing from Chicago. 

Abrahamson is a Scandinavian. On his 
arrival in America he sought the lakes as a 
means of livelihood.

WORTH FARMERS TRY IN VAIN TO 
ROUT CIRCUS TENT GAMBLING. 


They Go from Sheriff to State’s-Attor- 
ney 
President of the County Board, but 
Find No One Ready to Cut Out the 
Mount Greenwood Plague Spot— 
Hired Men Are’ Relieved of Cash— 
Fuaneral Parties Disturbed. 


Under the big white circus tent at Mount 
Greenwood a big crowd of sports, touts, and 
gamblers, driven from Clark street, Roby, 
and Whiting, won and lost big rolls of the 
“lang green” yesterday while the honest 
farmers of the neighborhood were running 
around Chicago trying to find some official 
whose place it was to stop the thing. 

The delegation from the Township -of 
Worth, in which Mount Greenwood is sit- 
uated, were referred from the Sheriff's office 
to the State’s-Attorney’s headquarters, and 
from there to the President of the County 
Board, but they could find no trace who had 
any jurisdiction over the sovereign Town of 
Mount Greenwood. 

Finally the good farmers gave up in de- 
spair and returned to their homes just in 
time to meet the triumphant crowd of sports 
returning to the city, while the hired men 
who labor on the farms within sight of the 
big white tent were sneaking across the 
fields to their homes with their pockets 
turned inside out and at least considerably 
sadder if not the wiser upon the question of 
horse racing. 


Disturbs the Funeral Parties. 


All yesterday afternoon the sport went on. 
Funeral parties on their way to and from 
quiet Mount Olivet and peaceful Mount Hope 
Cemeteries héard the exultant tones of the 
bookmakers in the tent proclaiming that 
Pinky Potter, entered in the Milwaukee race, 
was selling at 4to5 and was an easy thing 
Travelers on the Grand Trunk railroad who 
had been led to believe that there was no 
horse racing in Illinols were electrified when 
the trains stopped for a moment at Mount 
Greenwood. 

Confused shouts for “ Overflow, India, 
Ogden, or Ornament,”’ coupled with friendly 
warnings of * Just one more chance before 
they’re off”’ rent the quiet air. 

At first the uninitiated thought a full- 
fledged race track was in operation, but the 
clicking of telegraph instruments conveyed 
the information that it was only the pool- 
selling part of horse races. 

The sports had turned the peaceful little 
country hamlet into a Monte Carlo. 

The scandalized residents of the Township 
of Worth found their only consolation from 
President Healy of the County Board. Mr. 
Healy said: 

** In my opinion it is the duty of the Sheriff 
to raid the resort. There is a State law 
against gambling and the Sheriff has the 
power to act. Go and see him. If he does 
not take some action, send a communication 
to the County Board,and, if if has the power 
to act, something will be done. 

Referred to Worth Authorities. 

The delegation visited the Sheriff's office, 
but Sheriff Pease was notin. Chief Clerk 
Weber, who was in charge, said the Sheriff 
meree interfered in cases of the kind. He 
Said: 

“The Township of Worth has Constables 
and Justices of the Peace, and they have full 
power to arrest any violators of the law. 
The Sheriff’s duty is to execute rather than 
to .prosecute. We never make arrests in 
cases of the kind except upon order of the 
court. You might just as well ask this 
office to arrest persons on charges of disor- 
derly conduct. The matter rests entirely 
with the town officers.’’ 

The citizens went away angry, declaring 
that they would ask their town officers to en- 
force the law.

| BYSYER MYSTERY I$ STILL UNSOLVED. 


Companion of the Chambersburg 
Capitalist Arrested, but Denies 
Knowledge of His Death. | 


Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 15.—TSpectal.}—The 
mystery surrounding the supposed murder of 
W. F. Eyster, capitalist, of Chambersburg, 
Pa., last night has not yet been cleared. Cliff 
Hogey, the young man last seen with him, 
was captured today near Valparaiso, thirty 
miles east of nere, He was hiding ina brush 
heap on the farm ofa friend, but surrendered 
to Chief of Police Melck and Mayor Graham, 
and was brought back to Lincoln this 
evening. 

He expresses surprise over the death of 
Eyster, but denied all knowledge as to the 
cause or participation in the crime. He ad- 
mitted being With Eyster most of the after- 
noon and said they went together to a dis- 
orderly house, where he left him. He said 
the dead man was a chance acquaintance, 
which co.ui.uidd..» his story told friends yes- 
terday. 

At the inquest other witnesses were the 
women inmates of the disorderly house, who 
testified that Eyster bought beer for his 
friend, but seemed to have little money. In 
a saloon. an hour before visiting the nouse, 
Eyster displayed over $100. The women 
said he seemed to be suffering either from the 
effects of drink or an opiate. The inquest 
was not concluded. 

Hangers-on at saloons which the men vis- 
ited say Hogey attempted to rob hia com- 
panion, getting his pocket-book and drop- 
ping a roll of $85 in the sawdust when he saw 
he was discovered. Everything in connec- 
tion with the death of Eyster points to foul 
play. 

F. W. Bullard, living near the scene, says 
that about 5:30 he saw a man about his size 
dragging the limp body of a man from the 
rear door of the Clark house toward the rear 
ofethe Lincoln Paint and Color company’s 
building. 

Eyster was a widower, without children, 
and his only known relative is.a nephew of 
the same name at Chambersburg, Pa., who 
has wired to have the body sent to that place. 
Eyster was a director in the Baltimore and 
Cumberland Valley railroad. Among his ef- 
fects were certificates of mining stock in 
Colorado mines. An autopsy on the body 
was begun this evening, but was not finished. 


ANOTHER WARRANT FOR TAYLOR 


Victor Henshaw Declares He Depodsit- 
ed 8168 in the Bank Without Noti- 
fication of Its Insolvency. 


Victor Henshaw, Justice Miles Kehoe’s 
clerk at the Desplaines Street Station, swore 
out a warrant yesterday afternoon for the 
arrest of Louis B Taylor, banker, No. 059 
West Madison street, on a charge of embez- 
ziement. Henshaw says he deposited $168 
in the bank last Monday, the day before the 
failure, and was not told of its insolvency. 
The day the bank closed, Henshaw says, he 
gave a check for $1 to a friend, which came 
back to him dishonored. This was the first 
intimation Henshaw had that the bank was 
insolvent. 

The warrant was put itn the hands of two 
constables, who went to Taylor’s house. 
The banker was not home, but members of 
the family said he would appear without fail 
in Justice Eberhardt’s court tomorrow, 
when the warrant could be served. 

Taylor gave bonds in the sum of $2,000 at 
the Maxwell Street Police Station yesterday 
morning for his appearance for trial in 
Justice Eberhardt’s court tomorrow. 

Garfield G. LeFevre, No. 1299 West Madli- 
son street, who caused his arrest, appeared 
at the Maxwell Street Police Station and said 
he deposited $785 in the bank a few minutes 
before the doors were closed and the an- 
nouncement of the failure posted in the win- 
dows. Hé was not given any inkling that the 
institution was insolvent. 

The following day. he appeared before 
Justice Eberhardt and secured a warrant 
for the banker’s arrest. Taylor was con- 
fined at the Maxwell Street Police Station 
all Friday night, and yesterday morning 
Thomas Clancy, a grocer, signed his bonds.

CORBETT REASSERTS HIS BELIEF. 


Peter Maher Couldn’t Whip Choynski 
in San Francisco, 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. iv.—[Special.]— 
James J. Corbett was the ** knocker ”’ in the 
Maher-Choynski fight, which was to have 
been decided in this city. The Irish cham- 
pion came here from Pittsburg with the in- 
tention of boxing the Californian before the 
National Athletic club for a purse of $6,000. 
Shortly after his arrival, however, Maher 
refused to listen to propositions made by 
either Manager Groom of the National, 
Mitchell of the Occidental, or Gibbs of the 
Colwa club. After the failure of the Na- 
tionals to secure a permit for the mill, the 
Occidental clubmen agreed to give 65 per 
cent of the net or 85 per cent of the gross 
receipts of the house to the boxers. Maher 
was broke, and, although badly in need of 
coin, spurned the offer. 

A few days later the National club was 
granted a permit for a boxing entertain- 
ment and expressed its willingness to stand 
by its original proposition of a $6,000 purse. 
Maher became alarmed at the prospect ol 
having to face the music, and the next day 
started for Pittsburg. Before he went, how- 
ever, he called on young Mitchell and in the 
presence of William Daly informed the 
lightweight that the reason he had declined 
to fight Choynski was because Corbett had 
sent him a letter advising him not to meet 
Choynski even if a purse of $10,000 was 
offered. ‘‘ You cannot get a square deai in 
San Francisco,’’ wrote the champion, “as 
Choynski has friends who have influence 
enough with the police to have the mill 
stopped if it is going against him.’’ Maher 
pretended to be anxious for a go with Joe, 
but said that with such a warning before 
him he would not consent to enter into an 
engagement. 


When Corbett, who is at the Great North- 
ern, was shown the above he grew indig- 
nant. ‘* This does me the usual injustice. I[ 
said nothing about police interference. This 
is injected by some story teller, who bused 
his remark on the fact Mose Gunz, a friend 
of Choynski’s, is Police Commissioner, and 
with whom I have not been friendly for 
some time. But there is much truth in the 
story. When I found that Maher was going 
to fight Choynski I told him that he could 
not whip Choynski in San Francisco with a 
baseball bat. I still say that. 1 said it then 
and I say it now, merely in the interest of 
fair play. Besides when Maher went there 
he was to fight for a purse of $6,000, but he 
was offered much less. 

‘*Choynski agreed to come East and fight 
Maher. I will bet several hundred that he 
will never come East for that purpose. The 
fact he has on a match with Joe McAuliffe is 
proof to methat he won't. McAuliffe stands 
a little better chance to whip Choynski in 
San Francisco than Maher, but Choynski 
has friends who manipulate the machinery 
of affairs.”’ @

ILLINOIS CYCLISTS BEAT OAK PARK. 


Two Innings of Weak Pitching Cesta 
Decisive Game. 

Two innings of weak pitching and loose 
fielding cost the Oak Park club the deciding 
game in their series with the Illinois Cycling 
club yesterday afternoon. The disastrous 
innings were the second and third, in which 
the Cyclists made eight runs and an equal 
number of hits, thereby securing a lead 
which was never in danger of being over- 
come. Nearly 6,000 persons passed through 
the gates’to see the contest, and almost 
half o4 these were favoring the wheelmen. 

As Y been the case in the previous con- 
tests between the two teams, the battery 
work was the prominent feature. Murphy 
pitched a magnificent game, keeping the 
suburbanites’ hits well scattered and show- 
ing steadiness at critical points. Gertenrich 
started to twirl for Oak Park, but in two 
and one-half innings his delivery had been 
connected with for four singles, three dou- 
bles, and a triple. This was too much for 
him, so he retired in favor of O’Connor, who 
pitched a creditable game throughout, al- 
lowing only four hits for the rest of the 
game. 

Ih the first the Illinois men secured one 
on Eber’s hit by pitcher, Hendricks’ pass to 
first, Dahmke’s single, and Ruggles’ muff of 
a long fly. In the next singles by Sauter and 
Eber a gift to Hawkins, and doubles by 
Hendricks and Dahmke added four more 
to the total. Another bunch of four came In 
the next when two bases on balls, a double, 
two singles, and a triple, together with a 
stupid play by Seng, gave the rooters a 
chance to use their lungs. At this point of 
the game the Oak Parks chapged pitchers 
and the side was speedily retired. For the 
next three innings they failed to send a man 
across the plate.

OGDEN IS A FAST COLT. 


DEFEATS ORNAMENT IN FUTURITY 
AND BREAKS THE RECORD. 


Marcus Daly’s Unheard-Of 2-Year-01d 
Lands the Rich Sheepshead Bay 
Stake, Making the Course in 1:10— 
Ornament, the Favorite, Beaten by 
a Length, Although He Han a 
Great Race—Winmer a Rank Out- 
sider—Not Considered in Betting.. 


New York, Aug. 15.—[(Special.]—Ogden, 
brown 2-year-old colt, owned by Montana’s 
copper king, Marcus Daly, won the Futurity 
at Sheepshead Bay today in 1:10 flat, thus 
beating the record for this rich annual event. 
The ninth Futurity was worth $48,000 to the 
winner, the aggregate value being about 
$60,000, and was contested for by a field of 
ten. The stake was less valuable to the 
owner than the fortune snatched from the 
betting ring. Western plungers, with odds 
starting at 12 to 1, forced them down until 
at the post it was almost impossible to get 
a bet. Ornament, the favorite in the betting, 
ran a game race, but was a length and a half 
to the bad at the finish, with Rodermond

did not prevent a steady support, which kept 
his price to8to5throughout. Rhodesia was 
@ well supported second favorite at threes, 
but the feature of the betting was the great 
peenen on Ogden and Scottish Chieftain, 

arcus Daly’s pair, which brought their 
price with a rattle to 9 to 2. The average 
price in the early market had been about 
8 to 1, but some few players offered 12 and 
even 15 to 1. These prices were quickly 
snapped up, as can be readily imagined when 
it is stated that Mr. Daly’s great friend, 
Shelley Tuttle, alone bet $20,000 on the 
Stable. Challenger had consistent support 
at 6 to 1, but 20 or 30 to 1 was offered against 
all the others. 

Ogden’s head was loose as he came home, 
but he had lots in hand, and it was impossi- 
ble not to feel sympathy with the little West- 
ern lad who rode him as he flourished his 
whip exultantly over his head just as the 
post was reached. The time—1:10—was very 
good apart from the fact that it a full second 
faster than the previous record for the race, 
for the track was by no means fast. 

Finish of the Others. 

Ornament, ridden out, only got home half 
a length in front of Rodermond, who was 
going surprisingly strong in the last fur- 
long But then there was a great gap, tor 
poor, pretty Rhodesia only struggled home 
a head before Scottish Chieftain. Chal- 
lenger was sixth, after refusing to do any- 
thing like his best at any stage of the game, 
and the rest struggled home, with News 
Gatherer a distant last. 

The victory was not received with any 
degree of acclamation, not that Mr. Daly’s 
colors: are not popular, but because, firstly,

third. The time beats the best previous rec- 
ord, that of The Butterflies, one second. 

But the story of the race. A path of soft 
soil, half golden in the afternoon sun, stretch- 
ing away in a curve over six furlongs, beside 
one mass that writhes and swings and sways 
and yells, a human mass in intense excite- 
ment; off there, where the path passes into 
nethingness, a bunch of mingling color, and 
you have the stage setting of the Futurity. 
It isfa great race, this Futurity—great in its 
reward and great in its speculative oppor- 
tunities. 

Futurity’s Rich Purse., 

Down there in front of the grand stand, on 
that imaginary line which swings between 
the two posts on opposite sides of the track, 
hangs $35,000 for that horse which shall fin- 
ish in front of the other nine gathered with 
him up there at the starting post. There is 
the fascination of it. One never loses sight 
of that $35,000. All the hysterical screams 


of women, all the tigerish yells of men, all 


the tossing of heads, the swinging of canes, 
and the flashing of handkerchiefs, all that 
race-track enthusiasm is directed at the 
$35,000, with the heartbreaking struggle of 
the horses as a counter melody to the tumult- 
uous refrain. 

It is a dramatic thing, this horse racing, 
and they do it with all its dramatic effects. 
Two or three races of mediocre horses are 
run off, and an almost apathetic crowd turns 
half-hearted attention to them. By and by 
the clock swings around and somebody says, 
“It’s the Futurity.”” Down on the green 
which surrounds the saddling path men 
stand and discuss the proDabilities and pos- 
Somewhere up in 
the crowd a bugle blows and the jockeys 
come tumbling out to mount. One by one 
through the gate and on to'the track they 
solemnly file. They come up by the grand 
stand, breaking into a gentle canter. There 
are Roderniond, Challenger, Scottish Chief- 
tain—somebody cheers—Panmure, Box, 
Rhodesia—more cheers—News Gatherer—a 
subdued yell—Bastion, Ornament—another 
yell—and Ogden—vuriously regarded—and 
that is the field. Out of that lot must come 
the winner. 

Waiting at the Post. 

It’s a long way from the grand stand to 
where they mass up there at the head of 
the Futurity course. Behind them is a 
white-washed fence, and against that bagk- 
ground the colors mingle, disintegrate, and 
mingle again, indistinct and scarcely dis- 
cernible. Over to one side you can get just 
a glimpse of a patch of red. 

It's a long, long wait, twenty-two minutes 
actually, but an hour seemingly. The big 
crowd is nervous and uneasy. It drops into 
gentle talk, watching always the color 
scheme off there against the whitewashed 
fence. The color shifts and shifts again, and 
then of a sudden the patch of red drops out 
of sight. The color mass seems to bend to- 
ward you, and up goes the roar of * They’re 
off! ”’ 

The sound dies as quickly as it was born, 
and in its stead comes a hoarse tone like 
the throat growl of a mastiff. 

The dust is rising up the stretch and the 
colors become distinct. Right’in the middle 
of the bunch is a spotted white jacket. 
Rhodesia is leading. Over by the inside 
fence is a green jacket with brilliant red 
sleeves—Ornament, the favorite. Outside 
the pair is a copper, silver-sleeved jacket, 
and! Ogden is there. Back of them is just a 
swirl of hues—the field. Bright, chestnut 
Ornament is running easily. Rhodesia is 
going from side to side as If already beaten. 
Ogden, the brown, is running straight and 
true, and the boy is sitting perfectly still. 
The field closes up to them somewhat, and 
over half the distance is run. The crowd 
shouts: “It’s Ornament!” “ Rhodesia! ”’ 
* Daly’s colt will win! ” 


Turning Into the Stretch. 

The horses swing out from the half turn 
and point their noses straight home. The 
dust has obscured some of the field behind 
them, but just as they straighten out of the 
cloud flashes a brilliant crimson jacket, and 
Rodermond is there, too. The boy on the 
chestnut looks across the track and sees 
Rhodesia falter, but he looks bevond her 
and sees brown Ogden running true with 
the boy yet sitting still upon him. 

The chestnut ts a game horse, and he gets 
the prick of the spur in his side. He draws 
away a bit. Rhodesia falters again and 
drops slowly back, Rodermonrnd climbs up 
under his crimson jacket,but on the outside 
brown Ogden is still on even terms with Or- 
nament and will not be shaken off. The 
chestnut makes another desperate effort, 
but the boy on Brown swings his whip once, 
twice, and the challenge is met. 


Ogden Is the Winner. 

From there on all others are fergotten. It 
is the chestnut or the brown—Ornament or 
Ogden. A hundred yards from the finish the 
roar is so great that any single effort of 
sound is dead. Down there the brown and the 
chestnut are fighting it out. Slowly the 
brown goes out in front; the blows are rain- 
ing on the chestnut. The boy on the brown 
is riding and gaining. It is but forty yards 
to the wire. Rodermond ts almost up to the 
chestnut’s heels. There is a final great roar. 
The brown is home first, with a length of 
open daylight behind him. The chestnut is 
second. Another length away is Roder- 
mond. The rest of them came out of the 
cloud of dust unseen by the crowd. 

The boy gives a whirl of the whip over his 
head and pulls brown Ogden up short. When 
he rides back to the judges’ stand his face is 
white, his whole body trembles visibly, and 
there is moisture in his eyes when they put 
a floral wreath over his shoulders and he 
knows that the Futurity has been run and 
won. 

The East was not “one, two.’’ The win- 
ner was an almost unheard of imported 
horse, representing a Western stable and 
ridden by a Western jockey, having his first 
mount in the East. The second horse was 
also an out-and-out Westerner, though not 
so strange as the son of Kilworlin, with 
whom Johnny Campbell came down like a 
wolf on the fold. 

Betting on the Race. 

The positions at the post were: Ornament 
on the inside, then Ogden, Challenger, Box, 
Panmure, Newsgatherer, Rodermond, Scot- 
tish Chieftain, Rhodesia, and Bastian in the 
order named; Ornament’s inside position was 
rot thought very favorable to him if 
he showed the usual disposition to get away 
badly, as he would be apt to be shut off. This 


the horse was such a stranger to the public, 
and, secondly, the judges managed to tangle 
things up and astonished ana mystified the 
public by having Scottish Chieftain’s num- 
ber and Taral’s name hoisted by mistake. 
This was soon straightened out, and Tuber- 
ville’s name went up as winner of the Futur- 
ity—the first race he has ever ridden in the 
Kast. 

The value of the various divisions of the 
stake was: To the winner, $44,490: to sec- 
ond, $3,666.66; to third, $1,833.34: to the 
breecers of the placed horses, $4,000, $2,500, 
and $1,000 respectively. And hereby hangs 
a tale, for not even Mr. Marcus Daly him- 
self knows who was the owner of Ogden’s 
dam, Oriole, at the time Ogden was bred, 
though he owns her now. Doubtless, Mr. 
Daly’s English agent, Mr. McCraig, and the 
stud book will straighten the matter, but 
meanwhile somebody in the British Ieles had 
won $4,000 without knowing it. 


Marcus Daly’s Great Coup. 

To have seen Mr. Daly at his stable after 
the race one would have thought the win- 
ning of a Futurity only an ordinary occur- 
rence. And yet the stable undoubtedly ef- 
fected the biggest coup in the history of 
American racing. Estimates vary as to the 
amount of,the stable commission. Conserva- 
tive judges place it at $20,000. As this big 
amount went on at odds ranging from 12 tol 
down to 4 to 1 it Is evident that the stable 
must have made an extraordinary winning. 
Half a dozen or more men placed the com- 
mission. A portion of it was intrusted to 
Bob Rose. 

Apart from the stable a big crowd of West- 
erners who had come on expressly to back 
the colt deluged the layers of odds with 
money. Shelly Tuttle, George Rose, Barney 
Schreiber, and other well-known men from 
the West were accredited with big plunges. 
As a matter of fact, the show of Western 
money was so strong that at post time it 
was almost impossible to get a bet on atany 
price 

The Winner’s History. 

Ogden is a rangy, powerfully built brown 
colt, with black points and black mane and 
tail He was foaled in England April 10, 
1894, and together with the mare was pur- 
chased by James McCaig, Mr. Daly’s Lon- 
don agent, and shipped here in the fall of 
that year. He is by Kilwarlin out of Oriole, 
she by Bend Or out of Fenella, by Cambus- 
can out of La Favorite, who was by the 
French horse, Flageolet, sire of August Bel- 
mont’s stallion Rayon d’Or, who died re- 
cently in Kentucky. Oriole has a filly foal 
now at Bitter Root stud, by Royal Hampton, 
the mare having been bred before shipment. 

Fully 18,000 persons were on the grounds. 
The two boxes that attracted the most at- 
tention were near the center of the stand. 
The central figure in one was Mrs. Leslie 
Carter, the other Lillian Russell.

Millais’ End Peaceful. 

Sir John Millais’ end was peaceful, after a 
long struggle borne with fortitude. When 
the operation.of tracheotomy was performed 
one of his friends told him he ought to be 
grateful to the scientific surgeons attending 
him. He wrote on the slate: *‘ They are far 
too clever. They will not let me die.’ So 
he lived under the shadow of death for many 
weeks, with perhaps only one compensation 
for the hopeless strugglie—the knowledge 
that the Queen had honored his wife, who 
had been divorced from Ruskin, by sending 
an invitation to have her go to Windsor. 
Every possible honor is paid to his memory 
as the foremost English painter, and a 
worthy successor of Reynolds, West, East- 
lake, and Leighton in the Presidency of the 
Academy. | 

Of the group of three pre-Raphaelite lead- 
ers whose early work Ruskin brought into 
public notice neither Rossetti nor Holman 
Hunt entered the Academy, while Millais 
became Associate, Academician, and Presi- 
dent. Allied with them at the outset, he 
was always distinctly English, and found his 
rightful place as a leader of national art 
rather than a pre-Raphaelite separatist. 
His art had a literary side, which adapted it 
to the popular taste. 

Copyrights of the engravings of his most 
famous pictures. were a great source of his 
wealth, yielding much larger returns than 
the paintings themselves. A courtier, like 
Lord Leighton, he was aman of the world, 
with bluff; homely, hearty manners which 
endeared him to his friends. 

Mr. Watts is too old to serve as his suc- 
cessor; Sir Edward Burne-Jones is not con- 
nected with the Academy, and Alma Tadema 
is not an Englishman but a Dutchman. 
Thechoice seems to lie among Field, Orchard- 
son, Poynter, Prinsep, and Richmond, with 
personal popularity among fellow acade- 
micians a strong factor in the problem.

While the weather has been fine in En- 
gland, crops of all kinds have suffered from 
lack of rain. The meadows everywhere are 
burned up so that there is no late hay har- 
vest. The pasturage hardly Keeps cattle and 
sheep alive, and, with the exception of 
wheat and potatoes, all crops are a failure, 
and farmers and graziers are unhappler than 
usual. While the wheat crop !s an averages 
one, prices are lower than they have been in 
four years. 

The water famine in the east end of Lon- 
don and elsewhere in England is also serious.

Romance of Millais’ Marriage. 

It is a curious fact that not the slightest 
reference has been made in any obituary 
of Sir John Millais published here of his 
marriage with Ruskin’s divorced wife, al- 
though it was the sensation of the time. 
Lady Millais still retains much of the great 
beauty which made her the delight of the 
pre-Raphaelites, when her husband was 
most enthusiastically supported by that new 
movement. In the '60’s Ruskin and Millais 
were the most devoted friends, and 1 am 
told that, outwardly at least, they were so 
to the moment of the great painter’s death. 
Ruskin, the story goes, himself appre- 
cited his wife’s affection for his friend, and 
suggested the divorce, although neither one 
had even hinted that the relations with 
Millais had been other than pure. The 
court, in fact, declared the marriage with 
Ruskin null and void abinitio. 
At her marriage with Millais shortly after- 
wards Ruskin was one of the two guests 
present, and gave the bride away. The eld- 
est son of Millais, who succeeds to the Bar- 
onecy, seems to have no special talent, ex- 
cept as one of tte most successful breeders 
of basset houndsin England. “ Heis looked 
up to as the greatest living authority onthe 
breed,”’ itis written of him, ‘‘ and has from 
time to time contributed to the press most 
interesting articles on the basset hound and 
his value as a eporting dog.”’ 


THEOSOPHISTS STARTLE ENGLAND. 


Prophesy That Ireland Is to Become 
the Ruler of Europe. 

London, Aug. 15.—The little band of Amer- 
ican crusaders for theosophy is receiving 
considerable attention in the columns of 
the English newspapers, and has given the 
Irish press an entirely néw theme for discus- 
sion. Shortly after landing the Americans 
uttered a prophecy that Ireland was soon to 
become the ruler of Europe, and that the an- 
cient glories of thht mystic island would be 
restored. Also that the theosophists pro- 
posed to establish a branch of the proposed 
American college of occultism there. 
The Irish newspapers are evidently pleased 
with the idea, and some of the principal pa- 
pers of Dublin and elsewhere have thrown 
open their columns for its discussion. 
The crusaders have certainly proved a sur- 
prise. When it was at first announced that 
eight Americans were going to institute a 
crusade which would not stop until the 
globe had been circled it was not received 


seriously. But what the party lacks in 
numbers it makes up in _  theosophical 
strength. 


Arrived at London the little party en- 
gaged the Queen’s Hall and held a meeting. 
The women sat on the stage in flowing white 
robes and the men in evening dress. 

This was followed by an invention called 
a *‘ brotherhood supper,” held in the slums. 
Socialists, Anarchists, dock laborers, out- 
casts, and the poor generally were served 
with a hearty meal—the first many of them 
had partaken of in months—and then were 
afterwards given €@ talk on “ brotherhood.” 
The same thing was done in the slums of 
Liverpool. 

The Rev. W. Williams, a chaplain in the 
British army, joined the “ crusade.” 

In Dublin a cenvention of the whole 
theosophical society in Europe was called. 
The society in Europe, it appears, boasts of 
some distinguished adherents, among 
them being Prof. Crooke, the English chemist 
who invented the Crooke “X”’ ray tube; 
Camille Flammarion. the French astrono- 
mer; and Mrs. Benson, wife of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, who, with her 
two sons, it is stated, joined the theosophists 
recently. In a few days the party will leave 
Ireland for Amsterdam, Berlin, and Paris. 
The intention {s to visit every European 
capital, and Rome itself is to be “ stormed.” 
Leaving Europe the crusaders will go to 
Yalta and Egypt. Then will follow Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, and Asia. The return 
is to be by way of San Francisco in about 
March. : 


BARON FAVA URGES SPEEDY ACTION. 


Italian Minister Discusses the New Or- 
leans Lynching at State Department. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—Baron Fava, 
the Italian Minister, had a long interview 
with Acting Secretary Rockhill today rec 
garding the lynching of the Italians at New 
Orleans. The Baron supplemented his note 
some days ago, and yrged that speedy steps 
be taken to secure the punishment of the 
lynchers, and that redress be made to the 
families of the men killed. He presented a 
memorandum of a report he had received 
from the Italian Consul at New Orleans, 
stating that the men lynched were Italian 
citizens. It is understood that the Consul 
hag furnished the Louisiana State author- 
ities the same information. 

Baron Fava was assured by Mr. Rockhill 
that the United States Government was do- 
ing all it could to forward the investigation, 
and was now awaiting a report from the 
Governor of Louisiana.

Vaccination Commission Reports, 


After seven years of examination, during 
which three of the original members died, 
probably of old age, the Royal Commission 
on Vaccination is at last ready to report. It 
accepts the vaccination principle as right, as 
of course was inevitable, but will advise that 
vaccination no longer be compulsory where 
parents object to it, and will suggest that a 
Statutory declaration of objection by such 
parents be accepted ds a reason for im- 
~ munity. This report, it is to be feared, will 
be hailed with fervent enthusiasm aby a 
large. class of people who confound vaccina- 
tion itself with the vaccination law, and who 
hold it responsible for the effects produced 
by the vaccination of infants who do not re- 
ceive proper care, either from those who per- 
form. the operation or from their parents 
after it has been performed. There is hard- 
ly arty other law which causes such a vehe- 
ment and bitter feeling among the poor as 
does that one which enforces the vaccination 
of their children before they are three 
months old. With many of these children 
the chances whether they will live or die 
are pretty even at that period, and vaccina- 
tion,»among people dependent on the often 
careless dispensing officials, sometimes tips 
the balance toward death. In such cases the 
funerals of the little unfortunates become 
public demonstrations in which whole slum 
districts participate. Banners are carried 
and speeches are made cursing the govern- 
ment as a murderer of innocents. 

In many large towns this sentiment is so 
strong and the class of ignorant people who 
hold it is so numerous that the local officials 
have allowed the law to become a dead letter, 
a thing which in England fs almost un- 
heard of. The terrible effect of this was re- 
cently seen at Gloucester in the shape of an 
epidemic of #mallpox that carried off hun- 
dreds of victims. 

The entire hopelessness of Sir John Millais’ 
ecase had been known so long that his death 
created no sensation. He will be buried in 
St. Paul's, probably at Lord Leighton’s feet, 
but the funeral will be no such solemn state 
affair as was that of the other.

The War Minister’s difference with the 
Empéror regarding the long planned mili- 
tary trial reform has been a topic for discus- 
sion for a long time past, and it was known 
that unless his Majesty acquiesced to Gen. 
von Schellendorf’s view in the matter, which 
wasalsothe view of the Imperial Chancellor, 
Prince Hohenlohe, both intended to resign. 
But it was thought that the crisis would be 
tided over until after the Czar’s visit to Ber- 
lin, and it appears that the true reason 
which induced the Emperor to abandon his 
projected trip to the Rhine provinces was 
not physical indisposition, but the fact that 
Prince Hohenlohe and Gen. von Schellendorf 
had intimated to his Majesty that they 
would resign unless he agreed to thé mili- 
tary trial reform, to which the Ministers 
were publicly pledged, and which, owing to 
the influence of the Emperor’s private mill- 
tary Cabinet, especially that of Gen. von 
Hahnke, the Aide-de-Camp General, has 
been deferred repeatedly. 

The interviews between Emperor William 
and Prince Hohenlohe on the subject were 
not satisfactory, as the Chanceéllor insisted 
upon his point, also alleging that the bur- 
dens of office were more onerous than his 
No definite un- 
derstanding was reached, but it is under- 
stood that the matter was postponed, so far 
as Prince Hohenlohe is concerned for the 
time being, and he will remain in office un- 
less new and sudden complications arise 
until the fall at least. 

Von Schellendorf Case Different. 

The case of Gen. von Schellendorf was dif- 
ferent. He has been anxious to retire for 
some time, and insisted upon resigning forth- 
with unless his Majesty agreed that the 
trial bill should be introduced in _ the 
Reichstag during the autumn. The an- 
nouncement that the General has been re- 
lieved from the office is the Emperor’s re- 
ply. Gen. von Schellendorf’s leave of ab- 
sence expired on July 381. 

The Emperor's reason for objecting to the 
reform of the military trials is that he fears 
that publicity in the trials would weaken 
army discipline. But Gen. von Schellendorf 
was also nettled on account of the recent 
removal of Gen. von Haberling from the 
head of the central section of the general 
staff to ordinary service without his con-

NEARLY FIFTY YEARS A RULER. 


Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria 
and His Coming Birthday. 

Vienna, Aug. 15.—The Bmperor Francis 
Joseph will be 66 years of age next Tues- 
day. The people wil] make it the orcasion 
for a great demonstration of loyalty. He 
was born Aug. 18. 1830, and was proclaimed 
Emperor of Austria after the abdication of 
his uncle, Ferdinand I., Dec. 2, 1848. He was 
crowned King of Hungary on June 8S, 1867. 
He married in 1854 Elizabeth, a daughter of 
Duke Maximilian of Bavaria. The Emperor 
is the son of the Archduke Charlies. I¢ was 
the revolution of 1848 that compelled Ferdi- 
nand to abdicate. The tragic death of the 
Archduke Rudolph left the Emperor with- 
out a son, so tha& the throne passes to a 
nephew. The Empé€ror is popular with his 
people, which is largely due té his abllity to 
speak all the languages and dialects of his 
heterogeneous empire. Next to Queen Vic- 
toria, who ascended the throne in 1837 
Francis Joseph has ‘held the scepter longer 
than any other Christian sovereign,

London, Aug. 15.—The Marquis of Salis- 
bury was today formally installed at Dover 
as Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports, in suc- 
cession toh long line of distinguished men. 

The Marquis of Salisbury drove to the 
castle in a four-horse carriage from Wal- 
mer at 11:30, and the quaint ceremony of the 
installation was performed by the Barons of 
the ports in the banqueting hall. The Mar- 
quis then went to St. Mary’s Church, where 
he attended divine service, and was after- 
ward present at an imposing military and 
civil procession.

Dead River fish haf¢hery no doubt shortened 
his days. Zeb’s liking for Rutherford was 
of an uncommon kind, even in these days of 
erratic and erotic affections. The tender 
and pink steaks, which make most salmon 
precious:as well.as palatable, were never 
taken into the account when Zeb made an in- 
ventory of Rutherford’s assets. A fish that 
could keep a large spring of water free from 
frogs and insects for twenty years and earn 
in the same time $52.06 in cold cash was 
something uncommon, even in Maine, where 
the natural and supernatural walk hand in 
hand. It was obvious te everybody who 
knew the circumstances that Zeb prized 
Rutherford as a money winner and confiden- 
tial companion, and liked him so well that 
no epicurean thought crossed his mind, 
a case of live salmon and regular income 
against boiled salmon and green peas Zeb 
espoused the unpopular side, and Rutherford 
survived two decades. 
Farmer and Fisher. 

Zeb is a farmer, who follows fishing for an 
avocation, preferring the joys of the gentle 
art to anything he can find around the loaf- 
ers’ bench at the grocery. Late in May, 
1876, when his neighbors were saving their 
dollars to go to Philadelphia, he took his 
dip net and went down toward the bay, 
hoping to catch a few smelts. The second 
sweep of the net brought him in a gilded 
and vermilion-spotted salmon that weighed 
eigPReen pounds. -By soaking his net oc- 
casionally in fresh water he got the fish 
home alive. He put it into the great boiling 
spring back of his house. In a few weeks 
it had devoured all the swimming and creep- 
‘ling things that madé their home in the 
spring, and began to look to Zeb for sus- 
tenance. By carrying out chopped micat 
and scraps from the table whenever he went 
after a pail of water Zeb soon tamed the 
fish so it would come and take the food from 
his hands. When .the Republican National 
convention met and nominated Goy. Hayes 
for President Zeb named his fish Rutherford 
in honor of the winning candidate. After 
that the salmon was regarded as a member 
of the family and no longer was mentioncd 

Bag Fy 

The pinch of hard times, which was felt 
all over Maine in 1876, fell upon Web with 
the rest. One day when he was feeling 
unusually poor a neighbor asked him why 
he did not sell Rutherford to the fish hate “d 
ery. Zeb could not endure the thought of 
parting with his fish. Then he received a 
letter from a lawyer asking for immediate 
payment on a small bill that was long over- 
due. That night Rutherford was taken in 
a tub to the hatchery and Zeb went home 
with $3.96 in his pocket. He was very sad 
all through haying. In August, when his 
grass was in the barn, he went after berries. 
In his travels he came to the great pond 
where the hatchery fish are confined. He 
was picking berries and whistling an oWM 
tune when he heard a splash in the water. 
This was followed by another and another 
until a great shining salmon dashed against 
the beach right at his feet. Zeb knew at 
once that it was Rutherford. He fed his pet 
with a few berries ‘from his pail and went 
home to passa bad night. Though he fought 
bravely, the temptation was too strong, 
and the next day Rutherford was stolen 
from the pond and put back in the spring. 

Fortune Smiles on Him. 

Fortune was kind to Zeb for three years, 
but in 1879 a fever broke out in his family 
that took his last cent and left. him in debt. 
In his straits he again took Rutherford to 
the hatchery and offered him forsale. Mr. 
Bucy looked the fish over, and, turning up 
the back of its dorsal fin, showed a tiny 
bronze tag which was attached to Ruther- 
ford’s back witha platinum wire. 

‘‘ This fish has been here before,” said Mr. 
Buck. “ There is my tag, No. 623. Wait 
a minute while I look up his record.”’ 

Zeb’s knees knocked together with fear 
while Mr. Buck went toa book and read that 
No. 623 had been purchased on July 21, 1876, 
and that he weighed eighteen poundsat that 


time. Zeb managed to ask him if the name 
of the seller was on this book, and when 
Mr. Buck said such records were unneccs- 


sary his heart turned somersets of glai- 
ness inside of his ribs. Rutherford had 
gained considerably in the time, and now 
weighed twenty-three pounds. Zeb _ got 
$4.60 for the fish, live weight, and received 
$1 extra as bounty on the tag, and went home 
feeling uncommonly well. 

‘If you ever catch him again,” said Mr. 
Buck, “ and the tagis still on him, bring him 
here, and I'll give you the highest market 
price and another dollar in bounty.” 

The boiling spring above the barn was 
empty until December. By this time Zeb 
and his wife grew so lonesome that he made 
oe. unlawful journey to the hatchery 

. For two years Rutherford was un- 
Rieturbed. In June, 1881, Zeb’ felt the need 


In , 


three cents on the pound. This gave Zeb 
great hopes for the future. Fish were long 
lived, and it was possible that Rutherford, 
having reached the turning point, would now 
fat up and earn more money. He was 
doomed to bitter disappointment, for when 
he sold him in 1804 the scales could not be 
induced to tip beyond the nine-pound notch. 
Tempting foods were brought to him during 
the winter of 1894-'95, and for a month or 
more he seemed to rally, but with the advent 
of warm weather came a relapse that re- 
duced his weight to eight pounds when Mr. 
Buck bought him for the thirteenth time. 

Zeb allowed Rutherford to remain in the 
pond until the day previous to turning all 
the old fish loose .nto the sea before he took 
him home in the autumn of 1885, hoping that 
the change would chéér him up and prolong 
his days. For awhile he seemed better, 
although his appetite'was gone and dainty 
frogs brought from other springs at the 
mountain’s base disported themsélves about 
him daily, apparently knowing that Ruther- 
ford could do them no harm. During the 
cold of winter he stirred about very little. 
Selecting a spot where the water c onstantly 
bubbled up he lay in a shower of golden mica 
scales, seemingly oblivious to everything. 
Toward summer, when the early mosquitoes 
laid their boatloads of fresh eggs, he fed 
sparingly upon the tender wigglers, and then 
moved away to the shade of an overhanging 
elm root, as if the sunlight made him weary. 
For a month he remained here, refusing to 
come when Zeb called him, and taking no 
heed of the throbbing new life which June 

had engendered. Thencametheend. Early 
in July Zeb went to the spring to get water 
for his morning coffee and saw Rutherford 
floating on top of the water. Zeb picked him 
up carefully and found he had been dead sev- 
eral hours. 

Zeb put the body on the scales for the last 
time and discovered that Rutherford had 
shrunk away to less than three pounds. 
Then -he wrapped him in a cloth and buried 
him in the garden among the sweet peas. 
Later, with the aid of chalk and shingle, he 
added up Rutherford’s earnings, and learned 
that by selling him thirteen times to the 
same man he had obtained $52.06, which is 
probably a larger amount than ever was 
paid for any other salmon, 


AIRSHIP IS BUILDING IN INDIANA 


Cusab Bros. of Walkerton Think They 
Have Solved the Problem of Suc- 
cessfully Navigating the Air.

Ligonier, Ind., Aug. 15.—[Special.J—Cusab 
brothers, aeronauts of Walkerton, are con- 
structing an airship. The ship consists of 
a cigar-shaped balloon with a car under- 
neath. The balloon will be fifteen feet long 
and four feet in diameter. It will be made 
of oiled silk. The car will be five feet long. 
A battery for the manufacture of gas will 
be placed in the car, which. will supply the 
ship with acontinuous stream of gas.

DECLARES SHE KNOWS THE THUGS. | 


Mrs. Mary Ball Is Relied On te Help 
Clear Clarence White. | 


Among the names of proposed witnesses 
given out by the attorneys for the defense in 
the White murder trial yesterday was that | 
of Mrs. Mary Ball, No. 459 Ninety-fifth | 
street, South Chicago. The lawyers quoted 
Mrs. Ball to the effect that she had said she 
knew of three persons who had planned the | 
first three of the startling West Side holdups. | 
These three men, Mrs. Ball declared, lived 
with her at No. 12 Campbell avenue. 

Mrs. Ball’s statement is that P. T. Collins, 
an ex-member of the Chicago police force, 
a man whose sirname is Purlet, but whose 
first name she does not know, and a young 
man whom she knows only as Glen, or Ben, 
were associated last winter and that on 
Nov. 18 she heard them plan the robberies 
at Bowman’s shoe store in West Twejfth 
street and at Klein’s store, while at the 
same time they discovered a project of rob- 
bing Marshall's store. 

According to the statement of Mrs. Ball 
Collins is about 50 years old and of medium 
height. Purlet is 23 years old and came to 
Chicago from Harvard, Ill. Mrs. Ball says 
he is a young man ef excellent education 
apparently. ‘*‘ Ben” is about 22 years old 
and had eruptions on his face. Mrs. Ball 
does not know what became of the men. 

White's attorney, Mr. Green, first heard of 
Mrs. Ball through a letter which White re- 
ceived at the jail several weeks ago, re- 
questing him to send one of his attarneys to 
her at South Chicago. 

State’s-Attorney Pedrson placed no faith 
whatever in the statement made. 

** In the first place,” he said, “ if the state- 
ment is true the police would have known of 
the matter monthsago. Then, if the woman 
is law-abiding, it was her duty to tell what 
she knew to the State’s-Attorney. The 
State’s-Attorney is here only to convict 
guilty persons, not innocent ones. The pur- 
pose of the defense is clear to prejudice peo- 
ple by suggesting possible circumstances go- 
ing to show that some one else did the mur- 
der.”’ 

Inspector Shea pronounced the story of 
Mrs. Ball absurd on its face. He said he 
never heard of the Policeman Collins men- 
tioned.

The other question is whether 
in levying duties or taxes on imported goods 
we should only consider the revenue re- 
“quired, or whether while raising the needed 
revenue we should seek also to protect and 
encourage domestic industries; the one is 
called revenue tariff and the other a protec- 
tive #ariff. Both the silver and tariff are 
vital questions of domestic policy of equal 
, importance, but I propose on this occasion 
to confine my remarks mainly to what is 
known as the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 parts of silver to 1 of gold, 
This issue is thrust upon us by the Demo- 
cratic party, or rather by the fopulistic 
branch of the Democratic party. Gold and 
silver coins are recognized by all commer- 
cial nations of the world as the best stand- 
ards of vilue, as the measure of every arti- 
cle of desire, of everything that is bought 
or sold. These two metals not only measure 
all other things, but they measure each 
other. Their relative value constantly 
changes. Twenty-three years ago sixteen 
ounces of silver were worth more than one 
ounce of gold. Now thirty-one ounces of 
silver can be bought by one ounce of 
gold. This fluctuation of value can- 
not be prevented by law. It is beyond the 
reach of legislation. It is caused by the 
changing demands for and the increasing 
supply .of these metals from the mines. 
‘Both are necessary as money, silver to sup- 
ply the daily wants of life and gold to meas- 
ure the larger transactions of business, 
especially in exchanges with foreign nations. 
liow to maintain the parity of the two 
metals at a fixed ratio jas been, is, and al- 
ways will be a difficult problem, not only in 
“the United States but in the civilized world. 
It was one of the first questions to occupy 
the attention of American statesmen after 
the adoption of the Constitution, and is now 
one of the most pressing, after more than 
one hundred years of national growth. In 
1792 silver and gold were made the com- 
mon standards of value in the Unjted States 
at the ratio of 15 to1, but this was because 
that them the actual market value of fifteen 
ounces of silver was equal to the 
actual market’ value of one ounce of 
gold. “The greatest care was taken to ascer- 
tain this ratio .by Thomas Jefferson, then 
Secretary of, State, and Alexander Hamil- 
ton, then Secretary of the Treasury. These 
two distinguished statesmen, who disagreed 
upon nearly all other questions, did agree 
upon the then relative value of the two 
metals and that both should, be coined into 
‘money at that ratio. ; 


Fofeign Coins Legal Tender.

When the new American céins were is- 
sued it was found that the abraded and 
worn .coins of other countries filled the 
channels of circulation and the new and 
bright dollars of the United States were 
exported. This led to the discontinuance, 
in 1808, by President Jefferson, of the coin- 
- age of the silver dollar and after that date 
_ none were coined for more than thirty 
years. This order of Jefferson, I suppose, 
would be called by our Populistic friends 
“the crime of 1806.”’ In the meantime 
France--and other countries adopted the 
ratio of 15% ounces of silver as the equi- 
valent of one ounce of gold. To avoid these 
embarrassing changes England, in 1818, 
adopted gold as the single standard tn tiat 
country and silver as subsidiary coin. 

In 1834, during the administration of 
President Jackson and under the leadership 
of Daniel Webster and Thomas H. Benton, 
Congress adopted the ratio of 16 of silver to 
1 of gold, by reducing the number of grains 
in the gold coin. As silver was thus slightly 
undervalued, it was not largely coined. 

Silver could be coined in France at the ratio 
of 154% to 1 and the owner of silver bullion 
could senil it to France and have it con- 
‘verted into coin at that ratio, thus receiving 
about 3 per cent more for his bullion than if 
coined at the American ratio of 16 to 1. Gold 
became the only American coin in cirenla- 
tion and the avowed purpose of the passage 
of the law of 1834 was to make gold the 
Etandard. This was declared by the com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives who

“Criminal in Chief.” 


THis has been called the “ crime of 1873 ”’ 
and as the bill was under my charge in the 
Senate I was held to be the chief criminal. 
It was, in fact, a wise measure of public 
policy, carefuly discussed and considered 
during three years. . 

When we test the outcry against this act 
with the sober facts shown by official rec- 
ords it appears simply ludicrous. t 
number of silver dollars coined from 1792 
to 1878 was 8,031,238, while the number of 
trade dollars issued under the coinage act 
of 1873 containing seven and a half grains 
more silver than the old dollar was 35,96o,- 
924, and the number of standard silver dol- 
s coined under the Bland-Allison act of 
1878 was 43%:790,041, or fifty-four times the 
number issved before 1873.

It was hoped that this enor- 
mous purchase would arrest the decline of 
silver, but in spite of it silver steadliy de- 
clined in market value and at the present 
price the loss to the government von the 
purchase of silver under this act amounts to 
over $100,000,000, 

No Stopping the Decline. 


When Congress met in December, 1889, 
there was a strong desire in both Houses 
to utilize silver as legal tender money under 
conditions that would not demonetize gold. 
As the result of long discussions in both 
Houses and after a conference between 
them a bill was passed July 14, 1890, by 
which the Secretary of the Treasury was 
directed to purchase from time to time silver 
bullicn to the aggregate of 4,500,000 ounces 
a month at the market price and to issue 
in payment of such purchases Treasury 
notes of the United States, which were made 
a legal tender. in payment of all debts, pub- 
| lic and private, and were redeemable by the 
Secretary of the Treasury in gold or silver 
coin at his discretion. This measure, it was 
thought, would arrest the decline in the 
market value of silver and enable the Secre- 
tary to maintain the two metals on a parity 
with each other at the ratio of 16tol1. But 
the market value.of silver continued to de- 
cline. The government purchased under the 
act of July 14, 1890, 168,000,000 ounces ata 
cost of $156,000,000.. This proved to be an 
expensive experiment and the act was re- 
pealed Noy. 1, 1883. This repeal was accom- 
panied by thé following declaration, made a 
part of the repealing act. 

‘‘ And it is hereby declared to be the policy 
of the United States to continue the use of 
both gold and silver as standard money 
and to coin both gold and silver into money 
of equal intrinsic and exchangeable value, 
such equality to be secured through interna- 
tional agreement, or by such safeguards of 
legislation as will insure the maintenance 
of the parity in value of the coins of the two 
metals and the equal power of every dollar 
at all times in the markets and in the pay- 
ment of debts. And it is further declared 
that the efforts of the government should be 
Steadily directed to the establishment of 
such a safe system of bimetallism as will 
maintain at all times the equal power of 
every dollar coined or issued by the United 
States, in the markets and’in the payment 
of debts.” 


Majority for That Policy. 

This declaration, made by Congress and 
approved by the President at'a time when 
the public mind was centered upon the silver 
question, is a wise statement of public policy 
that ought to be acted upon without regard 
to party divisions. This bill passed a Huuse 
of Representatives fresh from the people by 
the vote of 239 yeas and 118 nays, and the 
Senate by the vote of 43 yeas against 32 nays. 
This act was not a party vote, but it fs, I 
believe, the expression of opinion of a ma- 
jority of the.two great parties of the country. 
And here, fellow-citizens, we ought to 
stand. I appeal to Democrats and Repub- 
licans alike. We are all interested in hav- 
_ing a sound and stable currency founded 
upon gold and silver. We cannot by law 
fix the Value of either metal or coin or of any 
= the articles that enter into the wants of 
ife. 
The great law of demand and supply 
affects the value as it does iron, copper, or 
zinc. AH have fallen in market value by 
means of new discoveries and improved 
methods of production. I have here a state-

When we contemplate the great amount 
of debt and credit that is unavoidable in 
a vast but new country like ours, we natur- 
ally shrink from any measure that will 
either rob’ the lender or do injustice to the 
borrower. "It is impossible to estimate the 
wrong and injustice that will be done to 
creditors by the scaling of nearly one-half 
of debts due them. The very threat to do it 
will lead to the prompt and harsh collection 
of debts before free coinage can become & 
law. I am advised that already debts that 
would have remained uncalled for have, 
in fear of such a law, been enforced. It 
is certain that before a free coinage Dill 
can become a law the wide distrust caused 
by the pending of such a measure will lead 
to the rapid collection of debts, the sacrifice 
of property, and deepen existing financial 
difficulties growing out of insufficient rev- 
enues for the national, as well as for many 
State Governments. 

It is sometimes said of creditors that they 


| 


are bloodthirsty Shylocks, aristocrats, 
blood-suckers, extortioners. It may be 
that there. are among money-lenders 
some men who merit these epithets, 


but the great body of the creditors of our 
country are among the thrifty, industrious, 
and intelligent men and women of every 
community. One great body of creditors 
here is the 970,000 Union soldiers, their 
widows and orphans, who are creditors of 
the I’nited States to the amount of over 
$140,000,000 a year for services and sacrifices 
in the Union army. It would be an act of 
perfidy and meanness beyond expression 
fot this country to pay them with money of 
less purchasing power than gold coin merely 
because the over-production of silver in 
the United States has reduced the market 
value of silver bullion contained in a silver 
dollar. To take advantage of this <deciine 
in order to reduce the value of the pittance 
to these pensioners is worse than to rob tb 
graves of the dead. 
There is another class of creditors that the 
free coinage of silver will greatly injure. It 
is the depositors in savings institutions and 
kindred organizations, who, according to offi- 
cial statistics, number nearly 5,000,000 people 
and whose deposits amount to more than 
eighteen hundred million dollars. Will you 
cheat them by redycing the value and pur- 
chasing power of the dollars they have de- 
posited? ; 
Insurance Values Drop. 


Free coinage will also wipe out nearly one 
half the value of life-insurance, which prov- 
ident people of the United States have paid 
to secure in case of their death some support 
and protection to wife and children. It will 
affect injuriously the multitude of clerks and 
employés’who depend upon monthly pay and 
will reduce the purchasing power of all sal- 
aries of officers and employés in the public 
service of the United States and of every 
State, county, city, or township in this broad 
land. But by far the greatest injury result- 
ing from the free coinage of silver will fall 
upon the workingman. Their wages are now 
based upon money of the highest value, upon 
gold coin wf standard value. Under free 
coinage of silver the value of the silver dollar 
will fall to 53 cents in gold, or as I have al- 
ready said, the 100 cents of the gold dollar 
will be worth 194 cents of the silver dollar. 
With free coinage of silver every working- 
man can and ought to demand enough silver 
‘for his dally wages to be equal to the pur- 
chasing power of his present wages in gold. 
The struggle between the workingman and 
employer will then commence and no one 
knows better than the workingman how diffi- 
cult it is to get an advance of pay. We have 
strikes and strife enough now, when the work- 
ingman gets his pay in gold coin or its equiva- 
lent, but what will be the condition when he 
is paid in cheaper money of the same nomi- 
nal amount, but of Jess purchasing power? 
Every sentiment of justice will be on the 
side of the workingman in his struggle for 
good money or increased wages in cheap 


can inflict none can be greater than cheap 
money, whether of coin or paper. That dol- 
lar is the best dollar that buys the largest 
quantity of food and clothing. That dollar 
is the gold dollar, for it buys more food and 
clothing than any other dollar and will also 
buy a silver dollar for 53 cents, if the coin- 
age of silver is made free at the ratio of 16 to 
1 of gold. Experience has shown that the 
United States can make the silver dollar buy 
as much as the gold dollar, but it can only 
be done by the government buying silver 
bullion as needed and coining it into dollars 
on government account. This has been 
tried. Every country of Europe, except pos- 
sibly Russia, republics and .monarchies 
alike, maintains the gold standard and silver 
coins at parity with gold at even a less ratio 
than the United States, and now Russia has 
hoarded over $400,000,000 of gold in prepa- 
ration for the gold standard which she will 
adopt.

not only to American miners but to all min- 
ers or holders of silver in the world to de- 
posit their silver in the mints of the United 
States and to receive in exchange therefor a 
silver dollar for every 412% guains of stand- 
ard silver deposited. But that silver is worth 
in the market only 53 cents. Why should 
we receive this bullion from the owners of 
silver mines at nearly double its market 
value when we have such a vast hoard in the 
Treasury, which we hold with difficulty at 
par with gold?

BRYAN IS NO ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


Charles A. Dana’s Personal Estimate 
of the Boy Orator. 

New York Sun: For séveral weeks Mr. 
Bryan had been hard at work upon an ora- 
tion especially designed to convince the peo- 
ple of the East that he was something more 
than a boy orator and a mouther of borrowed 
metaphors. The laborious preparation be- 
Stowed upon the speech of acceptance Is 
evident to the eritical feader, and not less 
cbvious is the Thespian self-consciousness 
behind every period and every phrase. 

The key to the candidate’s character has 
been furnished by himself during the last 
week of speechmaking. He is, first of all, 
an actor, an intellectual mimic, a player of 
parts dérived from his reading or observa- 
tion. A nature of that particular sort can 
make itself agreeable and even impressive 
at times, and during a few changes of cos- 
tume can seem to be not only versatile but 
also genuine. On the present occasion Mr. 
Bryan’s chosen réle was that of Abraham 
Lincoln introducing himself to the Bast 
through his fanmious Cooper Institute speech 
of February, 1860,

His | 
speech on Federal control as to slavery in | 
the Federal Territories was dispassionate, | 
earnest, closely reasoned, and destitute of 
the tawdrier ornaments of campaign rhe- 
toric. It was a model of’patient research, 
plain statement, and restrained and impres- 
sive eloquence. 

The effect of Lincoln's speech on the 
curious and somewhat critical New-Yorkers 
who went to hear it was immediate and sig- 
nal. His opening sentences won for him the 
respect of his audience. They followed him 
throughout .with close attention. There its 
no record that half of his hearers, or any 
number of them, expressed their verdict 
upon his merits as an orator by. tramping 
out of the hall in a steady procession while 
he was speaking. The next morning the 
leading newspapers of New York bore wit- 
ness that Lincoln’s first appearance in this 
town was a success. ‘“ He is one of nature’s 
orators,’’. said the Tribune, “ using his rare | 
powers solely to elucidate and convince, 
though their inevitable effect is to delight 
and electrify, as well. No man ever before | 
made such an impression on his first appeal 
to a New York audience.” 

Such was the part which Mr. Bryan as- 
signed to himself for Aug. 12. The Cooper 
Institute effect Was to be repeated. He was 
to be the new Lincoln out of the West, sur- 
prising the New-Yorkers by sobriety of dic- 
tion where they had expected mere floridity 
of phrase, astonishing them by his powers of 
elucidation and the calm reServe of his 
rhetoric, and impressing them at once as 
aman with a capacity for serious statesman- 
ship. The temptation to duplicate the Chi- 
cago sensation was delibegately rejected for 
the sake of this greate triumph. . Mr. 
Bryan’s speech of acceptance was assiduous- 
ly prepared and pruned with this object in 
view. 

If William J. Bryan were another Abra- 
ham Lincoln, or the tenth part of another 
Lincoln, he would have succeeded, for the 
conditions were favorable for his’ expert- 
ment. As it was he failed, dismally and 
notoriously. Even as ‘an actor hes not up 
-to the réle he tried to play. There never 
was a mere disheartening, humiliating 
failure on the part of a mimetic politician; 
and considering Mr. Bryan as a‘human 
creature with lofty political aspirations and 
a good share of personal vanity, the spectacle 
in the Madison Square Garden on Wednes- 
day night was both pathetic and diverting.

FAILURE AS YIEWED IN WASHINGTON. 


Bryan’s Fiasco Disappoints Popocrats, 
Delights Republicans, as Shown 
by Expressions of Opinion, 


Washington Special to New York Sun: 
Candidate Bryan’s palpable failure to score 
a hit at the Madison Square Garden in New 
York on Wednesday night was the topic 
of discussion in Washington on Thurs- 
day. There was a& great demand 
for copies of the néwspapers publish- 
ing the speech in full, and it was read with 
the utmost eagerness by both Republicans 
and Democrats, for all expected a rare 
treat. That the disappointment was genera] 
is putting the case mildlys The Republicans 
were delighted and the Democrats were dis- 
appointed, but all were surprised, for they 
had been led to expect something at least 
outside of the eommonplace, It had been re- 
ported in Washington for several days that 
the Boy Orator would read from manuscript 
instead of attempting another flight of 
crowd-catching rhetoric, and when it was 
learned further that he had lost nature’s 
greatest gift to him—his voice—his critics 
as well as his admirers prepared themselves 
to make allowances for these drawbacks. 
But they were not prepared to learn of the 
utter failure of the candidate to strike a re- 
sponsive chord in the minds and hearts of 
his restless auditors. Nor were they pre- 
pared to learn of the absolute enmity shown 
him by the Democracy of the City and State 
of New York. The absence of Democrats 
from the Madison Square Garden meeting, 
the utter lack of interest and enthusiasm 
as soon as it was discovered that there was 
to be no display of stage oratory, as shown 
by the hurried departure of the crowds from 
the hall, and the commonplace character 
of the candidate’s speech itself, unmarked 
by an original or striking thought or epi- 
om. all combined to shock and pain the 

emocrats of Washington, and the candid 
ones among them do not hesitate to speak 
their minds freely.

CHAIRMAN HANNA SAYS FREE COIN- 
AGE SENTIMENT IS FADING. 


Honest Money and Protection Rapidly 
Coming to the Front—McKinley’s 
Bpigram Made a Campaign Motto— 
National Manager Leaves for New 
York to O11 Up the Republican Ma- 
chinery There—Delighted with the 
Situation in Illinois. 


“This free silver Wave has about run its 
course and is gradually'disappearing. Hon- 
est money and protection are rapidly coming 
to the.front. We are now gaining ground 
every day. All things considered, the .out- 
look is most favorable’’. 

This, in brief, and after a week spent at 
Republican national headquarters, is Chair- 
man Harna’s view.of the general situation 
He gave it out last evening just before leav- 
{ng for his home in Cleveland, where he will 
spend Sunday with Maj. and Mrs. McKinley 
as his guests. 

‘I have spent the week,” said Mr. Hanna, 
*“jooking after details. Everything seems 
to be in the best possible condition. This I 
learn from conversation with people from 
many places. I am entirely satisfied with 
the work that has been done. We have an 
efficient and effective corps of men in charge 
here, and we are: well equipped to conduct 
the most vigorous campaign this country 
has ever witnessed.”’ 

Army of Stump Speakers to Work. 

Now that the machinery is in complete op- 
eration and running smoothly Chairman 
Hanna was asked to give an outline of the 
policy that will be pursued in battling against 
the enemy. His reply was to the effect that 
the educational work will be continued until 
Sept. 1, when it is proposed to open up all 
along the line with an army of the best 
stump speakers in the Repwtblican party. 

“I fully believe that all the Middle West- 
ern States are perfectly safe for McKinley 
and Hobart, but we are going to fight just 
as hard as if there were great danger of 
losing them. We will give the people ex- 
actly the kind of a campaign they want. 
Our platform is the text from which speakers 
will draw their inspiration. We not only 
expect to hold all the Republicans in line, 
but to-win thousands of converts from the 
Democratic party. I believe the third ticket 
will do us a great deal of good in some 
places and harm in others. Scores of Demo- 
' erats who have repudiated the Chicago 
platform and ticket will vote for McKinley, 
anyway. I have been asked a good many 
times what the dominant sentiment of this 
campaign would be. 


Quotes McKinley’s Famous Epigram.

paign. 
' Mr. Hanna will go to New York on Monday 
and devote himself all this week to the head- 
quarters in that city. There is nothing, ‘soe 
he said, in the Eastern situation that causes 
any alarm, *but the machinery at that end 
of the line needs some regulation which can 
only be given to it by yy! in person. It is 
understood the factional differences in New 
York State have not been entirely harmon- 
ized, although the National committee and 
the Platt. machine are working together 
right along in 
ments made between Mr. Hanna and Thom- 
as C. Platt ten days ago. Mr. Hanna de- 
clined to discuss this matter, but intimated 
strongly that no change would be made in 
the plans agreed upon then. 

Not Worried Over Popocratic Plans. 


Nothing of a disturbing nature that might 
have been caused by the reports that the 
Popocratic headquarters are’ to be located 
in C could be detected among the Re- 
publican committeemen. Mr. Hanna said 
it made no difference where the Popocrats 
weht or what they did.

Silver Craze Surely on the Wane. 


A good many people are inclined to enter- 
tain doubts as to the genuineness of the re- 
ports that the silver craze has started on the 
down grade.

lication the best information in its posses- 
sion with reference to this condition. When 
a man like Chairman Goudy of the Indiana 
State Central committee writes that the sil- 
ver sentiment is on the wane, those in charge 
at national headquarters unhesitatingly take 
it for granted that he knows what he is 
writing about.

GENERAL BETTERMENT OF CONDI- 
TIONS IS IN THE WIND. 


When the Presidential Campaign Is 
Over and McKinley Has Been Elect- 
ed America Will Enjoy a Business 
‘Revival Such as Has Not Been Ex- 
periencedinaDozen Years—All the 
Bankers, Who Are Now Looking 
Blue, Agree on the Outlook. 


New York, Aug. 15.—{Special.]—The stock 
market this week has been influenced almost 
exclusively by Candidate Bryan and his pro- 
gram of speechmaking. Before Mr. Bryan 
made his bow at Madison Square Garden 
Wall street nervously apprehended that he 
might say something which would increase 
his chances for success. But the hippodrome 
proved to be such a fiasco that all the ap- 
prehension on this aceount has been thor- 
oughly dissipated. 

We have had as a sequel to this speech a 
really buoyant feeling in the stock market. 
Active stocks on an average jumped up five 
or six points on the disclosure of his mass- 
meeting frost. For some time to come, there- 
fore, it can be reckoned safely that Mr. 
Bryan as a bugaboo will not play much of 
a part, though before the end of the cam- 
paign we are of course likely to have other 
hippodromes much like that which has just 
been disposed of. 

Meanwhile prices for securities wlil be 
governed by other things than politics. In 
the highest banking circles of Wall street 
it is.generally anticipated that our markets 
will for the next two months be rather 
featureless waiting markets. If in Novem- 
ber there be the sweeping victory for Mr. 
McKinley and honest money which sane 
men generally expect there ought to be lit- 
tle doubt as to the establishment of a new 
range of market values, reflecting the bet- 
ter times which will be assured, 


Finances Paramount New. 


The most potent factor in the financial sit- 
uation, that which may be for the time help- 
ful to the bear speculators, has to do with 
the money market. Money is tight even 
beyond what is yet disclosed in ordinary 
ways. The market for commercial paper 
has been practically extinguished. The most 
gilt-edged paper goes begging. Merchants 
and manufacturers are on the defensive on 
this account. Obligations maturing must be 
met. Extensions are almost as hard to 
command as new loans are difficult to nego- 
tiate. Primarily the reason for allthisisa 
scare on the part of the ordinary banker. 
The bankers can cure tne situation them- 
selves if they choose to act sensibly and in 
concert, but it is by no means certain that 
any such relief as this can be relied upon. 

Much is still heard in New York banking 
circles of the Diamond Match smash in Chi- 
cago. That collapse had relations here of 
consequence beyond anything that has been 
hinted, and sufficient to warrant New York 
bankers, they say, In taking a stand conserva- 
tive in the extreme as to all forms of collat- 
eral not quoted regularly on the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Avaricious games played here have had 
sequels far from encouraging to bankers 
who have been inclined to join money lend- 
ing and speculation. One result is shown 
in what practically is in some circles a boy- 
cott of Chicago commercial paper. This is 
rankly unjust, but it is none the less the fact. 
In some instances the anti-Chicago feeling 
has gone far enough even to incite money- 
lenders not only to refuse ordinary accommo- 
dation, but they have gone out of the way 
far enough almost to carry on a crusade 
against the Western city’s business in- 
terests. 

Bankers Are Talking Blue. 


Bankers as a rule are talking blue.” Yet 
every one of them agrees that as soon as the 
election campaign is over we shall have bet- 
ter times, easy money markets, and oppor- 
tunities for business profit beyond any we 
have known in a dozen years. General trade 
returns show dullness. Railroad earnings, 
however, are better than have been antici- 
pated. All bear predictions on that account 
have been wrong. The bears were confident 
a’ week “ago that the Burlington dividend 
was to be cut down. Yet this week the regu- 
lar rate has been declared. This 1s signifi- 
cant. It reflects conditions that exist in 
many other similar quarters. The business 
world really has not come to an end.

Tour of the “ Enemy’s Country ” Rade- 
ly Interrupted and His Managers 
Are Dismayed at Its Failure. 


New York Sun: The Hon. William Jen- 
nings Bryan declared at Chicago immediate- 
ly after his nomination that he proposed to 
force the fighting, and that he would “ enter 
the enemy’s country ’’ by having the noti- 
fication ceremonies held in Madison Square 
Garden, New York. Senator Pitchfork Till- 
man at the time said that Bryan was an 
ass. The Hon. -Pitchfork’s statement was 
not well received by Senator James K. Jones, 
Chairman of the Popocratic committee, and 
at a meeting in the Clifton Hotel in Chicago 
the Hon. Pitchfork was roundly denounced 
for his utterances concerning the Boy Ora- 
tor of the Platte. The Hon, Pitchfork left 
in a huff. He left New York yesterday 
morning with the consciousness that his 
first utterances in Chicago might better 
have been heeded by Bryan’s friends. 

All of the Democrats who have been the 
leading spirits in that party through disaster 
and prosperity for the last score of years 
absented themselves from the Madison 
Square celebration. It has been printed that 
Senator Gorman was at the meeting. He 
was not. All day long Senator Jones, Gov. 
Stone, and others talked with Bryan over 
the results’ of the Madison Square celebra- 
tion and attempted to convince him that he 
should not continue his Eastern trip. He 
told them, and he told Arthur Sewall, the 
Popocratio candidate for Vice-President, 
that he had accepted Mr. Sewall’s invita- 
ton to go on to Maine, and he had also prom- 
ised some Connecticut and Massachusetts 
Popocrats that he would make speeches on 
the way. Senator Jones and his friends 
listened, and then they returned to the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel and consulted with Sen- 
ator German. Senator Jones and Senator 
Gorman visited Mr. Bryan at Mr. 8t. John’s 
house afterward and told him that it was an 
utter mistake for him to continye his East- 
ern trip. Senator Tillman heard all about 
what was going on, but he quickly climbed 
out of the town in utter disgust. Finally it 
was deterimned to have a conference at the 
Windsor Hotel last night and to discuss for 
the last time with Bryan whether or net his 
Eastern trip should be continued. 

There were present at this conference Sen- 
ators Jones and Gorman, Gov. Stone of Mis- 
sourl, ex-Gov. Hogg of Texas, and Arthur 
Sewall. After a lengthy discussion Mr. 8t. 
John, who is Treasurer of the Hotel Bar- 
tholdi Bureau, handed out astatement. Re- 
fore going any further, Mr. St. John desires 
a correction. He says that his friends from 
other States address him as Mr. St. John. 
He declares that his name is pronounced 
‘* Sinjun,”’ and he ‘desires to be so addressed. 
Here Is Mr. Sinjun’s statement, which he 
said was indors~d by Chairman Jones of the 
Popocratic National committee: 

‘It has been decided that Mr. Bryan will 
enter actively into the campaign about Sept. 
j.and continue on the stump until the elec- 
tion. In order to obtain needed rest and pre- 
pare his letter of acceptance before his 
speechmaking begins, he will spend the next 
two weeks at some quiet place not yet de- 
cided upon. The visit to Bath will therefore 
be postponed until the latter part of Septem- 
ber, when Mr. Bryan will make a number of 
speeches in New England.” 

Mr. Bryan did not wish to subscribe to this 
statement. He was persuaded to by the ad- 
vice of Senator Jones and his friends, who 
recognize fully that Bryan’s tramp into “ the 
enemy’s country ” had proved an utter fail- 
ure. Immediately after this statement was 
handed out a number of hotel keepers on the 
Jersey shore offered Mr. Bryan the hospital- 
ity of their hostelries. They believed that 
Mr. Bryan would be a good drawing card. 
They looked upon him very much as the or- 
dinary citizen looks upon a freak. They be- 
lieved that if they could get him to accept 
their hospitality they could find a way to 
make it profitable to themselves and pleas- 
ant to the guests already corralled at these 
various hotels. 

The Popocratic candidate for Vice-Presi- 
dent, Arthur Sewall, said in explanation of 
the change in Bryan’s plans: 

‘‘Our State election is held in September, 
and possibly it will be better for Bryan to 
visit the Pine Tree State at that time.” 

Senator Gorman had very littletosay. He 
is sphinxlike and maintained his reputa- 
tion for marked reticence. He said, however, 
that he believed that Bryan would do better 
by waiting before prosecuting further his 
Eastern campaign. Senator Stewart and 
Senator John P. Jones of Nevada were at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel last night. They 
were greatly nettled over the change in 
Bryan's plans. The declaration made .in 
Mr. Sinjun’s statement that Bryan needs 
rest to prepare his letter of acceptance was 
said by those fully acquainted with the facts 
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‘Turner Societies Take Steps to Make

to be only a subterfuge, usual in cases of 
political disaster. Bryan has madea failure 
‘‘{in the enemy’s country,” and while heis 
not ready to admit it himself, his advisers 
have taken it upon their shoulders to prac- 
tically admit it themselves. Notwith- 
standing all the objections of Bryan to the 
change in his plans, he was overruled by his 
counsellors, and he was compelled to accept 
their version of the situation.

GULF ROADS MAKING A FIGHT ” 
THE GRAIN TRAFFIO. 


They Havé Lost Much of the Corn B 


Wheat Get Away from Them—Mak 

a Low Rate as an Early Bid for 
Trade—The Two Cereals Likely tg 
Be Put on the Same Basis. : 


Gulf roads are making a bitter fight for tye» 
grain traffic from the Missouri River terri- 
tory. They have lost much of the corn traf- 
fic on account of the low rates lately made 
by the Missouri River-Chicago lines, and 
they are not willing to let the wheat. busi- 
ness come this way if they can help it. 

A week or so ago the Missouri Pacific made 
& rate of 10 cents per 100 pounds on corn 
from the Missouri River and Kansas points 
to New Orleans in order to stop the heavy 
movement to Chicago and the East. Yes- 
terday the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
railroad issued a new tariff, making a rate 
of 10 cents on wheat from the Missouri 
River to Galveston. This is the lowest rate 
ever made on wheat from the Missouri River 
to tidewater. 

The rate on wheat by the gulf roads 
heretofore has been 20 cents, and the Chica- 
g0-Missouri River lines are now making a 
higher rate on wheat to Chicago than on 
corn. The Chicago-News York lines are also 
charging 5 cents per 100 pounds more on 
wheat than on corn. To meet the competi- 
tion of the gulf roads the lines betweén the 
Missouri River and the Eastern seaboard 
will have to make a decided reduction in the 
rate on wheat if they mean to get a fair 
share of the business. 

There is little wheat being shipped from 
the Missouri River country for export. The 
new wheat crop of Kansas and other trans- 
Missouri territory has not yet commenced 
to move, but will come forward before long. 
The 10-cent rate just announced by the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas is an early bid 
for the business when it commences to move.

Southern Roads Want Injunction 
Against Cut Rates Removed. 


Greenville, 8. C., Aug. 15.—Argument was 
begun today in the United States Circuit 
Court, Judge S. H. Simonton presiding, in 
the injunction case to prevent the Seaboard 
Air Line from cutting rates. The case is 
docketed under the title the Port Royal and 
Augusta railway against the Southern and 
other roads.

QUINTET OF BUSINESS CONCERNS 
GOES UNDER IN AN HOUR. 


Henry M. Hosick, Chicago and West- 
” ern Soap Works, Chicago Consoli- 
dated Iron and Steel Company, 
Louis Sievers & Sons, and George 
Oberne & Co. Succumb to Trade 
Conditions—Total Assets Pat at 
€825,000—Expectation of Resuming. 


Five business concerns, with assets ag- 
gregating $825,000, made assignments in the 
County: Court within an hour yesterday 
morning. None of the clerks in the court 
can remember a similar instance of compre- 


hensive commercial collapse. 

Of the quintet of concerns which went to 
the wall, two were somewhat involved to- 
gether. These are Henry M. Hosick, wool 
dealer, No. 193 Michigan street, and the 
Chicago and Western soap works, Kings- 
bury and Superior streets. The assets of 
Mr. Hosick were placed at $200,000 and the 
liabilities at $125,000. ‘The soap company 
was said to owe and own $60,000 and $100,000 
respectively. William B. Hubbard was ap- 
pointed assignee of the Hosick estate and 
Fred S. Goshorn took charge of the affairs 
of ths Chicago and Western soap works. 
-. The other concerns were the Chicago Con- 
eolidated Iron and Steel company of Harvey, 
which assigned to the Chicago Title and 
Trust company, with assets of $300,000 and 
liabilities somewhat less; Louis Sievers & 
Sons, wholesale liquor dealers, No. 312 Fifth 
avenue, who assigned to Frank C. Altman, 
with assets of $25,000 and Habilities of $30,- 
000; and George Oberne & Co., tanners and 
hide and leather dealers, No. 401 North Hal- 
sted street, who assigned to William L. 
Grey, with assets of $200,000 and liabilities 
@geregating $125,000. : 

Oberne & Co. Failure. 

The first assignment made was that of 
George Oberne & Co. This concern has been 
in business since 1868, when the business was 
started by George Oberne, the senior mem- 
ber of the present firm, which consists of 
bimself and his son, George N. Oberne. It 
¢mployed 100 men, dealt largely in hides, and 
alsotannedthisproduct. George Oberne was 
interested in the Chicago and Western Soap 
works. The assets of this concern consist 
largely of real estate and the good will and 
ogee The creditors are mostly bayks hold- 
ng collateral security, among the principal 
creditors being the Hide. and Leather Na- 
tional Bank and the Union National Bank. 
It is said the affairs of the firm arein good 
condition. 

The failure cf the’ Chicago and Western 
Soap works was precipitated by the financial 
difficultiesof Henry W. Hosick & Co. George 
Oberne, George N. Oberne, and H. W. Hosick 
are the principal owners. The works have 
employed a large number of men and have 
been in successful operation for the last 
seven years. The assets consist largely 
of paper over the country and some mier- 
chandise. ° 


Blames Tight Money Market. 


Frank S. Weigley, the attorney for Henry 
“W. Hosick, the Chicago and Western Soap 
company, and George Oberne & Co., said: 

“This tight and unyielding money mar- 
ket is at the bottom of all three failures, 
which have been put in my hands. The 
assets in these instances consist of accounts, 
stock on hand, stock manufactured, stock 
in the process of manufacture, and the real 
estate where the plant is lochted. I think 
the difficulty is only temporary.”’ 

Mr. Hosick is a director of the Bankers’ 
National Bank. William B. Hubbard, the 
assignee, is chief accauntant in the com- 
pany. The business had been up to a few 
years ago conducted by Oberne & Hosick, 
when the senior partner withdrew, and the 
business has since been conducted by Mr. 
Hosick alone. 

Attorney Weigley was unable yesterday 
to-give the amount of the liabilities for the 
insolvent Chicago Iron and Steel company. 

“They are, however, only a fraction of 
the assets, and the firm I{s entirely solvent,”’ 
he said. *“‘The company is simply com- 
pelled by reason of the present stringency 
of the money market to close its doors 
temporarilly in order to prevent creditors 
from levying. When the money market 
eases up the plant will again fire up its 
furnaces and put its men to work.”

The Bank of France. 

Chicago, Aug. 12.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—It has been stated by the free coinage 
men that the Bank of France pays its de 
positors and noteholders in either gold or 
silver indiscriminately at its own option and 
regardless of the wishes of the depositor or 
noteholder, and that this method of making 
payments does not exert any disturbing influ- 
ence upon the business of the country. Can 
you tell me what the facts are in regard to 
the matter? INQUIRER. 

Though the gevernor of the Bank of France 
is appointed by the government it is nota 
public institution any more than one of the 
national banks of this country. The iatter 
can redeem their notes in any kind of lawful 
money they see fit, and it will not make the 
least. difference what kind of money they use 
for that purpose. The Bank of France is 
compelled to receive silver on deposit, and 
it pays out silver. Whena person goes to it 
with some of its notesin order to get gold for 
exportation the custom of the bank Is to 
give him half silver and half gold. If he 
wants all gold he is required to pay a small 
premium. The Bank of France is not re- 
sponsible for the currency and is under no 
obligation to maintain the parity of the 
silver money of France, of which there is 
much less as compared with gold than in 
the United States. 


Free Coinage and the Tariff. 

Richmond, Ind., Aug. 12.--[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—One feature of the free coinage 
of siwer to which I do not remember to have 
seen attention called is that it would result 
in cutting in two our protective tariff. If 
the first effect of the proposed change to sil- 
ver monometallism would be a.sharp ad- 
vance in silver, followed by the inevitable 
slump to 50 cents under the pressure of the 
world’s supply, our tariff would then be pay- 
able in 50-cent dollars. The English shipper 
would buy silver bullion at one-half of the 
fictitious stamped value of the American 
dollar, pay his duty in the same, and thus 
get the benefit of a 50 per cent horizontal re- 
duction of our entire schedule of tariffs. 
The free silver proposition, therefore, has, 
as an annex to it, the most radical free trade 
measure that has yet been suggested. It 
resurrects the Morrison bill and adds it to 
the Wilson bill. Every manufacturer and 
workingman should clearly understand that 
the Democratic party, among other things, 
has declared in favor of a 50 per cent re- 
duction of our tariff. As one example of the 
effect of such legislation there is a present 
profit in tin plate of not to exceed 25 cents 
per box. The duty is $1.20 per box. A reduc- 
tion of 60 cents would, beyond question, 
close every mill in the country. There are 
10,000 men employed in this industry with 
estimated wages of $9,000,000 per year. The 
present price of plate ts $3.25 per box as 
against $5.80 per box before the McKinley 
bill became a law. Qur annual consumption 
is 6,500,000 boxes. The saving to consumers 
in this country Is $15,300,000 per year. In 
addition to this the government derives an 
annual income of $1,800,000 from imports 
for the Pacific coast, aggregating about 
1,500,000 boxes. 

What is true of this industry is true of all. 
There is no difference in effect between direct 
legislation reducing the tariff 50 per cent 
and indirect legislation which permits a for- 
eign manufacturer to pay duty in 50-cent dol- 
lars. 

We are told by every advocate of free sil- 
ver that its effect will be to raise prices. 
Granting the truth of this, it must follow 
that the rise in prices Will be exactly propor- 
tioned to the extent of the depreciation of 
the new dollar as compared to the dollar 
now in circulation. It also follows, the tar- 
iff being payable in the new dollar, that, as 
prices advance, the protective tariff must 
fall, point for point. The American work- 
ingman would thus he placed in the unen- 
viable position of seeing his wages drop in 
like degree with the advance in his bread 
and meat and clothes. 

Where the farmer would come in, with his 
home market destroyed and selling his prod- 
ucts in the world’s markets, may safely 
be left for him to say when he shall have

The Interests of the Workingman. 
Chicago, Aug. 13.—[Editor of the Tribune. } 
—That this shall be a campaign of education 


importance than to the wage-earner. . It is 
not a refléction upon the intelligence of the 
average workingman to say that he does 
not understand the question of coinage. The 
question has arisen so suddenly—at least in 
its present form—that very many well in- 
formed persons regarding other issues do 
not understand this. The great danger of 
relying upon the patriotism and integrity 
of tHe people to settle aright this question 
of the free coinage of silver lies in the fact 
that the great labor element being so dis- 
satisfied (and without knowing its griev- 
ance) seems to have arisen en masse to 
support any principle or anybody so long 
as it means a fight against capital. Being 
one of their number my sympathies are 
naturally with the laboring classes and I 
would incline to a prejudice in their favor 
in matters of legitimate interest to them. 
But I am thoroughly convinced that their 
interest lies not in a fight against capital, 
but in a united effort for its protection. 

It- is of vital importance to the laboring 
classes that there shall be work for all ut 
good wages, and that this shall be paid to 
them in money the purchasing power of 
which shall be equal to that of any other 
country. I repeat that it ought to be the 
study of every workingman to know what 
shall be for his best interests before joining 
the dissatisfied multitude who are blindly 
following and shouting for dangerous lead- 
ers. 

Before considering the interests of any 
particular class it is our duty to act as citi- 
zens and patriots to defend the honor and 
credit of our country. This cannot be done 
except we are willing to pay every dollar 
which we owe as a nation in as good money 
as that which we have borrowed. 

Regarding the interests of labor, what will 
we do for work when we shall have won our 
fight against capital and have driven it 
from circulation to be hoarded by the ones 
who alone can afford to do without work? 
It ought to be very easily understood that 
capital can and always will be able to take 
care of itself. If it cannot be profitably in- 
vested where it can afford to employ labor 
then by its hoarding and in the consequent 
searcity of money it can command a high 
rate of interest on mortgages and other 
loans, and there will be plenty of these to 
negotiate if the principle of free coinage and 
free trade are indorsed. 

What the wage-earner needs most 
know is that capital protected from foreign 
competition will be freely invested in home 
industries and will also bring outside capital 
to be invested, that this protection to capital 
will also protect the laborer from foreign 
pauper wages, that good wages can only be 
paid to the laborer when a profit is realized 
on the investment of capital, and that with 
every $1 paid to him for his labor at the 
present time he can buy 100 cents worth of 
provisions, whereas, with $1 under free coin- 
age he will be able to buy but 53 cents 
worth of provisidns, 

Let us remember that principles of right 
will ultimately triumph, and are eternal. 
It is not a question whether our country is 
safe, and if our free institutions shall live. 
We are to decide whether we can afford to 
retard for an indefinite period ‘certain pros- 
perity such as we have had under Repub- 
lican administration by adopting principles 
of dishonesty and dangerous experiments. 
Let us for a moment consider the principles 
involved in the coming election from a nove! 
standpoint—that of looking at the candi- 
dates representing the two great parties. 
The greatness of'a man can be estimated 
best at the time of his defeat. If Mr. Mce- 
Kinley is defeated everybody knows that 
he will continue to represent the same great 
principles of honest money, protection, and 
true Americanism. He will show his grea*- 
ness by a steadfast devotion to principle. 
If Mr. Bryan is defeated he will be foufid 
ready to accept a calling to any politica] 
party, representing amy principle, which 
will promise him most for the future. The 
principles which he professes such devotion 
for before election if rejected by the peo- 
‘ple will be abandoned for others which may 
promise better success.

| HILL OPENS A NEW LEAD. 


TO RENEW WAREHOUSE FIGHT BE- 
FORE INTER-STATE COMMISSION. 


Will Likely Champion the Cause eof 
the Receivers and Shippers—Meth- 
od of Attack Suggested by the Tes- 
timony Recently Given by, A. B. 
Stickney—Leader in the Movement 
Thinks It a Great Opportunity— 
Will Have Good Backing ia Fight. 


When John Hill Jr. withdrew from the 
directory of the Board of Trade a month 
or so ago, and in a fiery letter of resignation 
made all sorts of covert charges against his 
colleagues who did not think along the same 


ters that the elevator controversy would, at 
least temporarily, be dropped and the board 
have peace. Mr. Hill has been recognized as 
the leader of the anti-elevator faction in all 
the fights in the board, before the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission, and in the 
courts, and it will not surprise any of his 
associates to learn that he is thinking seri- 
ously of opening a new lead with the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission. 

iis latest effort was to limit the amount of 
regular storage in Chicago to 12,000,000 bush- 
els. A majority of the directors failed to 
see the wisdom of any such action, and not 
only rejected the report of the special com- 
mittee of which he was Chairman, but went 
ahead and niade regular three times as 
much room as suggested, {ncluding certain 
houses particularly obnoxious to the special 
committee. 

The resignation of all the members of the 
committee and the publication of Mr. Hill's 
fiery letter followed. Mr. Hill not only 
washed his hands of responsibility for the 
directory’s action, but stated emphatically 
that he was done with the elevator fight for 
alltime. The people who know his penchant 
for a row with the proprietors of ware- 
houses took this latter statement in a Pick- 
wickian sense. 


Method of Attack Suggested. 


The evidence brought out in the sparring 
between prominent railroad officials at the 
recent hearing before the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission suggested to the anti- 
elevator men a new method of attack, and it 
is intimated that Mr. Hill will appear before 


_this body as a champion of the cause of the 


receivers and shippers. 

The directory of the Board of Trade will 
scarcely favor opening up a campaign 
against the elevator men, particularly as the 
expensive proceedings before the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission and in the 
courts have not netted any satisfactory re- 
sults. 

If any commercial body is needed to stand 
sponsor for the prosecution of charges 
against the warehouse men it will be the 
Receivers’ and Shippers’ Association, of 
which Mr. Hill is President. At the time of 
the hearing before the commission the Chaltir- 
man openly asserted that he was not satis- 
fied with the evidence brought out, and said 
that at some future time the question of the 
relation of the elevators to rate cutting would 
be inquired into. The investigation of rate 
cutting will be continued at Kansas City 
sometime between Sept. 1 and 15, and later 
on the commission may convene at Chicago 
and take up the elevator phase of the ques- 
tion. 

Glad of the Opportunity. 


‘**We consider this our opportunity,” said 
John Hill yesterday afternoon, *‘ and recog- 
nized it as soon as A. B. Stickney volun- 
teered information to the commission about 
private deals of railroads with elevator pro- 
prietors. No definite action has been taken, 
however, and I have had no communication 
with the commission in any form. Nosteps 
have so far been taken either by me or by 
the Receivers’ Association, and what has 
been.published as *the text of an appeal to 
be indorsed by the association is really an 
appeal which was made two years ago di- 
rectly to the railroads in order to secure 
their coédperation in our efforts to prevent 
incroachments on our rights by the elevator 
men. 

‘We are particularly pleased that this 
movement has started, not with the anti- 
elevator people on the Board of Trade, but 
with the commission itself. We will be only 
too glad to secofid any movement started by 
the commission, and.to furnish any evidence 
which we have collected in the cases made 
before the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mission and in the courts.”’ 

While no arrangements have yet been 
made for lodging complaints no one will 
doubt for a minute that the Receivers’ As- 
sociation will lend itself to the movement. 
This association includes most of the people 
who have been radical in their opposition to 
the elevator people. 


Has Backed Mr. Hill. 


It has backed up Mr. Hill on propositions 
which the directory, most of the members of 
which were elected on an anti-elevator plat- 
form, failed to indorse. 

The latest issue to be raised was the 
through lake and rail rate. The Receivers’ 
Association opposed it, while a majority of 
the directors were brought over to favor it. 
Enormous quantities of grain have been 
moved on this tariff, and the receivers have 
felt that they have not had theirshare of the 
business. The whole matter hinges on the 
right of public warehousemen to deal in 
grain while storing grain for other owners. 

The cases brought by the Attorney-General 
at the instance of the Board of Trade, and 
those which grew out of the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission hearing are down 
to that issue now, and will come to final 
hearing before the matter could possibly be 
reached in the courts as a result of an in- 


' vestigation begun now by the Inter-State 


Commerce Commission.

Hahn accounts for this on the theory that 
the location of the headquarters in Chicago 
makes the ‘campaign: throughout the State 
much more: active than it. would other- 
wise be. 


Speakers Get Little Pay. 


Not much money is expended for speakers. 
A large per cent of those who travel through- 
out the State explaining the currency ques- 
tion and other. issues of the campaign do so 
for their actual expenses. Where, for any 
reason, it is necessary te take a man 
away from his reguan business the loss thus 
entailed on the speaker is made up to him 
by the National committee, through which 
he is indirectly employed. Mr. Hahn’s mail 
averages 200 letters daily, each one of which 
is answered. 

While the speakers for this campaign are 
nominally employed by Mr. Hahn’s bureau, 
their direct engagement comes through the 
State Central committee, to which body they 
are recommended by Mr. Hahn. Tbe de- 
mand is for speakers of national reputa- 
tion, but these cannot always be secured. 
Of course, before a man goes out it is known 
that he is fully acquainted with his subject. 
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In the present issue these do not cover a wide 
range of subjects, the only important points 
being protection and sound money.

Horde of Advice-Givers. 


The speakers’ bureau is one which more 
than any other at headquarters comes in 
direct contact with the people of every State, 
and naturally Mr. Hahn is a shining mark 
for the thousands of men from all over the 
country who know exactly how the cam- 
paign should be conducted. Not a day 
passes that he does not receive from one to 
a dozen letters containing advice as to what 
speakers should be recommended to the 
State committee and indicating the subjects 
on whieh they should address the people. 

Almost daily, too, Mr. Hahn reccives a 
speech of anywhere from sixteen to 101 
pages in length which he is asked to read 
and return; but his engagements at head- 
quarters in the legitimate conduct of his 
work are such that he rarely has time to do 
either one. He files them away in a pigeon- 
hole and promises himself the pleasure of 
their perusal after election. 

Not a few of Mr. Hahn’s callers are of the 
crank order who come loaded with the wild- 
est kind of ideas. Even these men are 
treated gently, because Mr. Hahn believes 
they may be sincere, and itis plainly evident 
they are deeply interested in the success of 
the Republican ticket. Mr. Hahn is a com- 
fortable-appearing man, with a well-filled 
vest. He wears his hair short, has a clear 
blue eye, a heavy brown mustache, and 
talks concisely and to the point. 

One of Mr. Hahn's right-hand men is Maj. 
Henry C. Hedges, who comes from Mansfield,

Summit County Republican Executive com- 
mittee, and has three times conducted suc- 
cessful campaigns as its Chairman: He is 
the leader of his party in Summit County 
Republican work, and when he stood for del- 
egate to the Republican State convention he 
received every vote in the county.

York properties Have contributed a gem 
worth a fortune to the royal bride, but 
the circumstance that the gift was not re- 
turned, that is significant. It will be hard 
for Americans to understand how much this 
really means, and it is this that has set 
London agog. It is the tacit recognition of 
the renegade American on the plane of a 
British nobleman of the first rank. 

Astor, with his millions of New York 
rents, has been stalking high game.. To 
every one who has taken the trouble to 
observe the cautious, deliberate course 
adopted by the American millionaire, it has 
been apparent from the very outset that he 
had in view some definite’ aim, some object 
upon which his ambition was centered, and 
to which everything—his newspapers, his 
magazines, and his vast wealth—was sub- 
ordinate. 

Went to Work Cautiously. 


After having during the first few years of 
his sojourn here maintained a most reserved 
demeanor, that in fact of a social chrysalis, 
he has, this year, burst forth as a full-fledged 
butterfly of the most gorgeous and magnifi- 
cent species, a butterfly indeed who mani- 
fests a supreme disdain for all but the very 
choicest flowers of England’s aristocracy. 

At one moment it was reported that he had 
in view a marriage with Lady Randolph 
Churchill, and many even went so far as to 
question her sons as to the date fixed for the 
wedding. But it has since become apparent 
that W. W. Astor files at far higher game, 
that he aims at a matrimonial alliance 
grander than any that has ever fallen to the 
lot of any American, nothing less, in fact, 
than a match with British royalty in the 
person of the Princess Victoria, the only un- 
married daughter of the Prince and Princess 
of Wales. 

Insensate as it may appear at first sight, 
the possibility of Mr. Astor’s becoming a 
grandson-in-law of Queen Victoria, the mat- 
ter is very seriously discussed as a not atall 
unlikely project in the drawing-rooms of 


.err ae in clubdom, and in court circles. 


And, let it be understood right here at the 
very outset that there is nothing whatso- 
ever in the English Gonstitution or law to 
stand in the way of such an alliance. 


Royalty Has Married Commoners, 


One of Queen Victoria’s daughters, the 
charming Princess Louise, is married to a 
commoner, her husband, Lord Lorne, being 
only accorded the title of Marquis by cour- 
tesy, and being nothing more than mere 
John Campbell Esq. in the eyes of the law. 

Indeed, in every official document on which 
his name figures he is always, described as 
‘* John Campbell, commonly called the Mar- 
quis of Lorne.’”” Moreover, the husband of 
the eldest daughter of the Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales, although he is now a noble- 
man by reason of the Dukedom of Fife, con- 
ferred upon him by the Queen on his wed- 
ding day, can searcely be considered an 
aristocrat, since he figures in the peerage as 
@ greatrgrandson of that Mrs. Jordan who 
was the “ fair friend ” of King William IV., 
after having, as ‘*‘ Dolly Bland,”’ been one of 
the most notorious women In London. 

The most eminent genealogical authort+ 
ties in Great Britain have proved beyonda 
doubt that the founder of the family of his 
Grace of Fife was Adam Duff, a Scotch 
peddiler, at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century. 

The family of W. W. Astor was founded 
some eighty years later by the German 
peddier, Jacob Astor, so that after all there 
is really not so much difference between 
the two. 

\e both the Duke of Fife ond the Amer- 
ican millionaire are descended from ped@lers 
of the eighteenth century and the British 
Nation has accepted the Duke of Fife asa 
mate of royalty, there is no reason why it 
should not view with equanimity an alliance 
between Princess Victoria and Mr. Astor, 
which would at least have the advantage 
of relieving the junior branches of the reign- 
ing house of Great Britain from 1ts chronic 
impecuniosity. 

In marrying Princess Victoria, Mr. Astor, 
who would probably, like his future brother- 
in-law, receive the title of Duke on his wed- 
ding day, might become as much a factor 
in the history of Great Britain as the 
lamented husband of Queen Victoria, known 
by the title of Prince Consort. 

Sixth from the Crown. 

For:Princess Victoria of Wales stands at 
the present moment sixth in the line of suc- 
cession to the throne. Between her and the 
crown there are the precarious lives of her 
puny and delicate brother, the Duke of York, 
and his two frail children; her eldest sister, 
the Duchess of Fife, and her two equally 
tlelicate babies, no further family being ex- 
pected in the ducal household by reason of the 
Duke’s ever steadily failing health, for his 
spine is seriously affected. 

It must be remembered that King George 
Iii. had an enormous family, yet that it is 
the daughter of his sixth son, the Duke of 
Kent who now occupies the throne of Great 
Britain and Ireland. It is, therefore, quite 


may succeed to the throne as Queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland and Empress of India, 
in which event Mr. William Waldorf Astor 
would ipse facto become Prince Consort, 
would occupy the chair of state to the left 
of the sovereign’s throne, while his son by 
the Princess, should he happen to have one, 
would become the Prince of Wales. 

Prince Albert, the husband of Queen Vic- 
toria, was, after all, a German of non-royal 
birth, and only naturalized as an English- 
man shortly before his marriage. Why, 
then, should the English object to a Prince 
Consort who at least has the merit of being 
able to speak English without a Teuton ac- 
cent, the Yankee twang having long since 
been obliterated by careful culture from the 
phraseology and oratory of “ Prince’ Wil- 
lie Waldorf, ** Duke ’’ of Cliveden! ** Prince 
Consort-elect of Great Britain, Ireland, and 
of the Empire of India!’’ 


Duchess Helps Astor. 


It is to be presumed that a number of the 
leaders of the British aristocracy are aware 
of what is in store for them and are resolved 
to put a good face on the matter. 

The Duchess of Buccleuch, for instance, 
who has until the present season been 
known as the president, organizer, and 
moving spirit of the so-called anti-American 
League, the object of which was to counter- 
act the social countenance given by the 
Prince of Wales and his set to transatlantic 
visitors, has been a frequent guest of Mr. 
Astor's Cliveden this summer and has fig- 
ured, too, at all the entertainments which he 
has given at his town mansion in Carlton 
House Terrace. Yet it was but a year ago 
that she was deriding the Prince of Wales’ 
American proclivities, describing Marl- 
borough House as the * White House,” and 
boasting loudly that no American had ever 
crossed her own threshold. 

The same may be said of the Countess Cow- 
per, who is an Austrian Princess as well, 
and of the Marchioness of Londonderry, who 
stands in just as great a position of in- 
timacy with the Princess of Wales as does 
the Duchess of Buccleuch to the Queen, 
whose grand mistress of the household she is.

TROLLEY CARS FOR “ BLACK MARIAS.” 


Another Use to Which the Omnipres- 
emt Vehicle Is to Be Put— 
What Next? 


The hold which the trolley car has taken 
upon the public is well illustrated by the 
variety of uses to which it has already been 
put, and the new services which it is pro- 
posed to make it render, Cars for the pur- 
pose of carrying mail were, it is believed, the 
first departure from what custom has caused 
to be considered the legitimate function of 
a street car. Mail cars are now 80 common 
as to attract hardly as much attention asa 
bobtail. Party cars, sumptuously furnished, 
gorgeously lighted, and supplied with every- 
thing in the way of refreshment that the 
heart of man—or his stomach—can desire 
are a part of the equipment of every im- 
portant road. Instead of the heavy wagon 


, “ rattling o’er the stony street,”’ or the pant- 


ing surbanite struggling homeward, laden 
with the numerous parcels which shall pres- 
ently make up his Sunday dinner, or array 
his family in new attire, the trolley express 
picks up its load at convenient stations and 
whisks it away to another convenient sta- 
tion, at which the owner of the parcels, cool 
and smiling, receives them in an atmosphere 
untainted by the sulphurous fumes raised 
by the profanity of overworked expressmen. 
If a citizen is run over in the street what re- 
mains of life within him is not jolted out by 
a lumbering ambulance, but an ambulance 
car may roll him gently home, or to a hos- 
pital, and provide means for proper attention 
on the way. If he dies, as all must, his last 
hours are not poisoned by the thought that 
his family may be impoverished by the pro- 
vision of carriages necessary to convey the 
friends who wish to follow his mortal remains 


.to their last resting place, but the funeral 


car furnishes means for the carrying out of 
the demands of sentiment without straining 
the conditions of fact. 

But yet another use has been found for the 
ever-obedient trolley car. In a presentment 
condemning the prison vans—commonly 
known as“ Black Marias "—in which prison- 
ers are conveyed from Coney Island to the 
county jail, the grand jury of King’s County, 
N. Y., recommended that the City of Brook- 
lyn enter into a contract with the trolley 
companies for the transfer of prisoners in 
special cars, constructed on sanitary princi- 
ples, and so that there might be no possibility 
of escape. This would appear to be a move 
in the interests of humanity, economy, and 
estheticism, for, from the outside at least, 
the ordinary prison van suggests the famous 
black hole of Calcutta. No one on the staff 
of the Review is able to report as to the in- 
terior. Its appearance is an abomination 
to ane imbued with the first principles of 
esthetics, and the expense of maintenance 
something considerable. 

Let us have the prison cars by all means, 
but before the contract for their construc- 
tion is made we might inquire if there ie not 
some other means to which the same type 
of car may be put in order that it may not 
be forced to run empty from the jail?

CUP WITH NOTABLE ASSOCIATIONS. 


Sought by Those Who Crushed Each 
Other to Death at the Recent 
Russian Coronation. 


The dreadful calamity on the Khodinskoe 
plain, marring the magnificent pageants ar- 
ranged upon the occasion of the crowning 
of the Czar of Russia and costing upwards 
of 6,000 lives in the short space of a few 
hours, is still fresh in the memory of every ¢ 
one. 

The origin of this appalling disaster 4s 
to be traced to an ancient Russian custom. 
Among other curious tsages it has been 
usual to distribute among the many thou- 
sands congregating from all parts of the 
great empire to witness the imposing cere- 
monies of the coronation a present, to be 
kept as a remembrance of the great event. 

At the last coronation a drinking cup had 
been selected for this purpose, which was to 
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be given away with a parcel of edibles, cakes, 
Sweets, etc., to every comer. Of course 
every one Was anxious to bring home one of 
these mementos. 

The memorable cup is made of white 
enameled metal, covered with curious Rus- 
sian ornamentations. A broad line of gold 
runs around the top and bottom. There are 
narrow dark lines of brick red and broader 
lines of pale blue and yellow. A shield on 
one side bears the Russian coat of arms, 
while the other shows the initials of the 
Czar and Czarina in Russian characters, 
with the date, 1896, below. . The effect of the 
whole is curious. 

These cups were furnished by one of the 
largest establishmentsin Austria. This firm 
laid down 600,000 pieces in eight weeks. The 
fact will be of interest that twenty-six rall- 
way cars were necessary to transport these 
GUU,00U Cups.

SENATOR SHERMAN’S SPEECH.” 
In the speech delivered by Senator Sher- 
eman at the McKinley mass-meeting at Co- 
lumbus, O., yesterday he stated that there 
were two important questions to be voted 
on by the people in November. One of 


them is: 

Whether any holder of silver bullion may de- 
posit it at the mints of the United States and have 
it coined for his benefit and without cost to him 
into silver dollars, each of the weight of 412% 
grains of standard silver, nine-tenths fine, and 
may tender them for any debt, public or private. 

The other question is: 

Whether in levying duties or taxes on imported 
geods one.should only consider the revenue re- 
quired, or whether, while raising the needed rev- 
enue, we should seek also to protect and encourage 
domestic industries. 


sively to the former of these questions. 

He reviewed concisely the coinage legis- 
lation of Congress, commencing with 1792, 
and showed that Congress had at all times 
been anxious to give the people honest dol- 
lars, equal in debt-paying and in purchasing 
power. That was what Hamilton and Jef- 
ferson, Jackson, Webster, and Benton en 
deavored to secure. 

In this portion of his speech the Senator 
refuted the charge that the silver dollar was 
dropped surreptitiously from the list of coins 
in 1873. Sixteen months after the coinage 
act of that year was passed Senator Jones 
of Nevada declared: “I believe the sooner 
we come down to a purely gold standard 
the better it will be for the country.” At 
the same time Senator Stewart observed: 
“There have been a great many battles 
fought against gold, but gold has won every 
time. Gold has made the world respect it 
all the time.” 

The silver purchase act of 1878, the Sen- 
ator observed, had. added greatly to the 
difficulties of resumption, but the decline in 
the value of silver had not been arrested by 
the heavy purchases under that act and tho 
one of 1890. The loss on those purchases 
amounted now to 145 millions. 

In 1893 Congress had declared, the Sen- 
ator stated, that the parity in value of the 
coins of the two metals must be main- 
tained. By that declaration he believed the 
people should stand, and not, by voting for 
the free cognage of silver, reduce by one-half 
the value of 1,200 millions of money which 
has thus far been kept at par with gold. 

The Senator declared that free coinage 
would make silver the sole standard of value 
for all debts and credits, for the wages of 
labor, and for the purchase and sale of

The evil consequences of free coinage 
were portrayed forcibly by the Senator. It 
would violate every contract for the pay- 
ment of money made since Jan. 1,1879, It 
would deprive creditors of nearly half the 
debts due them. It would rob the pension- 
ers and the savings bank depositors. It 
would wipe out nearly one-half the value 
of life inshrance. 

‘The greatest injury, the Senator observed, 
would falj upon the workingmen. Free 
coinage wpuld cut in two the purchasing 
power of their wages.

WHAT BRYAN CALLS SOME PRIVILEGES. 

Mr. Bryan asserts that— 

When we ask that our mints be open to the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver into full legal 
tender money we are simply asking that the same 
mint privileges be accorded to silver that are now 
accorded to gold. 

The “ privilege accorded to gold ” is that 
a man who has 231-5 grains of gold can 
take them to the mint and have them made 
into a dollar for him. Any creditor any- 
where on the face of the earth or any man 
who has goods to sell will accept that dol- 
lar unhesitatingly. 

The “ privilege” asked for silver is that 
a man who has 371% grains of silver may 
take them to the mint and have them coined 
into a dollar, which his creditors will be 
compelled to take. 

The “ privilege” which Bryan desires 
to accord to silver is far greater than that 
which is accorded to gold. For at this time 
371% grains of silver are worth only about 
half as much as 23 1-5 grains of gold, yet it 
is proposed that the holder of the silver 
shall have a dollar made for him which the 
government is to declare is identical in 
value with the dollar made for the holder 
of the gold. 

The government is called on to certify 
that 371% grains of one metal mrke as 
good a dollar as 23 1-5 grains of the other. 
That would be certifying to a lie.

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BRYAN’S DREAD OF CONTRACTION. 

Mr. Bryan had something to say in his 
New York speech about the direful conse- 
guencés of an international agreement for 
free coinage on the basis of thepresent com- 
merciai ratio. That would make it neces- 
sary, he stated, to recoin 4,000 millions of 
silver money into 2,000 millions. Individ- 
uals or governments would lose thereby, he 
alleged, 2,000 millions—but this would be 
the least of the injury.

such a gloomy outlook. It will require 
from his followers considerable strength of 
character and purpose to resist the depress- 
ing tendency of such pessimistic preaching. 
There is a bright side and a hopeful mean- 
ing to all events and circumstances, how- 
ever unpromising they may appear on the 
surface; it is the part of the Christian 
teacher to seek for these, in order to cheer 
the faltering and help the faint along the 
way of life. 

The fact is that the gospel of pessimism 
has had too many preachers in this genera- 
tion, the only comfort being that,their day, 
in most cases, has been shortlived. A year 
ago no voice was louder than Max Nordau’s 
and no book more discussed than his “ De- 
generation’; today it is sinking into the 
obscurity it deserves. The book professed 
to be a work of science and literary criti- 
cism; but the science was unsound and the 
criticism lacking in the chief critical quali- 
ties: insight, delicacy of touch, and self- 
restraint. A gift for stating half truths 
with’a certain brilliancy and force, joined 
with a rare capacity for scolding, captured 
the public ear for awhile, since they who 
love to have their contemporaries berated 
mre always legion. Posing as an apostle 
of sanity and as a critic of abnormality, 
Nordau’s own books—for his earlier work 
on the “ Conventional Lies of Civilization ” 
was even more sensational and hysterical— 
are admirable examples of the mental de- 
ficiencies which the self-constituted censor 
had set himself to discover in others. The 
book did harm during its “ fad ” existence, 
end was rolled as a sweet morsel under the 
tongue of the uneritical for its little day, 
deadening the taste for finer viands while it 
lasted. 

The new researches in the study of 
criminology have doubtless had their in- 
fluence in developing the pessimistic atti- 
tude of mind. While it is not to be denied 
that criminology is a science of the utmost 
importance to society, in order that pen- 
ology may be molded in accordance with its 
deliverances, the conclusion that all men 
are born evil and that the world is going 
to the bad in consequence is an inference 
to be guarded against. Such a doctrine 
would be absolutely without inspiration in 
the conduct of life. To be cast down and 
given over to"morbid reflection and alarm- 
ing conclusions at every little reverse or 
discouragement is to rob life of its meaning 
and to show a lack of faith in the power 
that makes for righteousness. While 
flowers bloom, and birds sing, and sunsets 
glow for all, why shall men not feel that 
brightness and beauty are the prevailing 
notes in the world? More inspiring than 
all the preachings of pessimism, however 
brilliant and erudite, is the bit of wisdom 
from one of Miss Alice Brown's grizzled 
mariners of Cloveliy: “ Well,” said one of 
these weather-beaten seadogs to his con- 
gregation in the village street at twilight,

FLOOD OF BOOKS ON CURRENCY. 

If any new proof were needed to show 
that the currency is the paramount issue in 
the present campaign it could easily be 
furnished by the book trade. The flood of 
books on this subject during the last year 
is astonishing. The present campaign is 
absolutely unique in the number of printed 
volumes which it has produced on a single 
subject in so brief a time. Entirely apart 
from the daily deluge of newspaper argu- 
ment on the silver heresy there has been 
produced, chiefly in the last six months, a 
whole library of bound volumes on the 
financial issue. And these books are rgad. 
The circulation of some of them runs ¢far 
up into the hundreds of thousands, accord- 
ing to the skill and persistency of the pub- 
lishers in pushing and advertising them. 
The state of the popular mind that has pro- 
duced the unusual spectacle of curbstone 
debates along the Chicago streets is no less 
interesting and significant when seen in its 
literary phase, 

The Baker & Taylor company of New 
York has just thrown some interesting light 
on the matter by printing a list of all the 
books on the currency question issued! by 
American publishers up to Aug. 1. It 
shows a total of ninety-six books, but the 
number might now easily be extended be- 
yond 100. This list includes the books 
and pamphlets on both sides of the silver 
question, and the publishers have obliging- 
ly labeled each book according to the nature 
of its contents.. The result is both interest- 
ing and encouraging for the cause of honest 
money. Of the 96 books named, 57 are 
for sound money, 27 for free silver or fiat 
paper, ten for bimetallism on a more or less 
logical international basis, and two aim to 
present both sides of the question.

were clearly proven guilty of brutality 
towards inexperienced juniors. The Prest- 
dent does not mince words in his indorse- 
ment of the court’s action. He says: “ The 
offense of maltreating and abusing new 
cadets is so mean and cowardly and so op- 
posed to every trait that should charac- 
terize a gentleman and a true soldier that 
severe sentence should not be necessary to 
its prevention.”

to St. Louis. That seems comparatively | 
very near, and it seems a pity that, with | 
no tangible obstacle before him, he should 
not have pressed on a few days’ journey | 
farther and have realized the dream of | 
his life, placing his name forever beyond 
eclipse by subsequent explorers, 

But the rest of Nansen’s story proves his 
wisdom in doing just what be did. He had 
reached the farthest end of the tether that 
bound him to life. Asit was, he barely es- 


caped by sacrificing almost all his dogs. 


mysterious waste that stretched on tempt- 
ingly to the north was jagged ice, “ hum- 
mock on hummock to the horizon, like a sea 
of frozen breakers.” It must not only be 
held in mind that he and his companion 
were daily resisting a temperature that 
averaged 40 degrees below zero and that at 
times reached 65 below. More important 
than these coldé facts was the growing lack 
of food for his dogs. But most discourag- 
ing of all was the fact that the ice pack on 
which he was traveling was rapidly and con- 
stantly drifting 10 the south, so that progress 
toward the pole was like the struggle of a 
spent swimmer against a relentless current. 
No wonder he turned about in his tracks 
when he did, preferring to reach Norway 
alive rather than to reach the pole dead. 

In nursery parlance, Peary’s nose is out 
of joint, and Nansen is the hero of the hour. 
Where the Fram and the rest of its heroic 
crew are drifting is still a secret of the silent 
North, but the successful return of the 
leader himself leaves little doubt that the 
rest of the party will be forthcoming in due 
time. In the meanwhile Dr. Nansen will 
undoubtedly be asked to lecture at an early 
date before the Royal Geographical Society 
of England, and the valuable scientific data 
gained in his remarkable expedition will 
become a part of the polar knowledge of 
the world. 

Though Nansen’s fundamental theory— 
that there was a reliable current setting off 
the coast beyond the Kara Sea straight 
across the pole—has proved to be worthless, 
yet his expedition can by no means be called 
a failure. Though the I’ram, when moored 
to an ice pack, merely succeeded in drifting 
a few hundred leagues into the polar sea 
and then probably drifting back, the sci- 
entific results gained are by no means con- 
temptible. In the first place, the old the- 
ory that the Arctic Ocean was a shallow 
sea has been dissipated by Nansen’s sound- 
ings, which showed a maximum of 1,900 
fathoms beyond 79 degrees north. His dis- 
covery of a warmer but more saline stratum

United States. Forty-two million silver 
dollars are the equivalent of 82% million 
ounces, out of an annual product of 1C€6 
million. 

The coinage of 821% millions or of double 
that quantity would not double the gold 
price. The price fell and the production in- 
creased during those years when the United 
States was a heavy purchaser. Since the 
price fell while the United States was buy- 
ing 54 million ounces a year, why should 
the price rise when it allows that number of 
ounces to be coined free for private parties? 

Bryan does not show how the mone- 
tary needs of the United States alone can 
create such an increased demand for silver 
as to advance the price materially. No 
other nation will make a more liberal use of 
silver because the United States does. The 
tendency will be to use less, for American 
gold will go to them. If the world’s de- 
mand for silver is not greater the world’s 
price will not be higher. 

If the price does rise then those mines 
which are not profitable when silver is 68 
cents an ounce, but which it pays to work 
when silver is 71 or.75 cents an ounce, will 
be reopened. Then, the production being 
increased, the price will tend to deciine. 

That the production will be greater if the 
price rises Bryan does not deny, but he 
states that if there should be overproduction 
then “we confidently hope the intelligence 
of the people will be sufficient to devise and 
enact any legislation necessary for the pro- 
tection of the people.” 

This is silly talk, but what Bryan asserts 
on this point is of no consequence’ for he has 
not made it clear that there will be any ma- 
terial advance in price as the result of free 
coinage. While claiming that silver will 
become worth 129 cents an ounce, he has 
not given one reason why it should be worth 
even 10 cents an ounce more than it is now.

NEW BICYCLE TRACK IN GARFIELD 
PARK ALMOST COMPLETED. 


Work Will Be Done in About a Week 
| and a Formal Dedication Is Already 
Being Plaaned—New Speedway One 
of the Finest in the United States— 
Built on Scientific Principles and 
Figered Out with Mathematical 


Accuracy: §. 


West Side cycledom is fairly holding its 
breath, waiting with impatience for the 
opening of the new bicycle track in Garfield 
Park. 

It is nearly done—so nearly that plans are 
being hurriedly matured for the grand*open- 
ing, to take place In less than two weeks. 

John Siman, Chairman of the West Side 
Recing committee of the Associated Cycling 
Clubs, has: been asked by the West Park 
Board of Commissioners to see thata fitting 
demonstration is made for the opening of the 
speedway, and is now interesting thecyclists 
in the proposed dedication. The date and de- 


tails have not been decided upon as yet, but 


certain, however, the track will be 
brilliantly lighted at night and will be in 
use until late. The poor riders, as well as 
the cracks, will be allowed the use of the 
course, and possibly some hours each day 
will be set aside for races. A grand stand 
is talked about and will doubtless be built, 
and tn that case another subway will also 
be dug under the homestretch. But the 
present cost has been in the neighborhood 
of $20,000 each for both track and subway, 
and funds are not just now plentiful for the 
-ork. 

“This new cycling track in the West Park 
system is a distinct advance for wheeling 
in this city. When the plans for the im- 
provement of the southern part of Jackson 
Park are finally revised for actual use the 
Eouth Park Commissioners can scarcely 
fail to changé their scheme for a bicycle 
“ride” or parade” into a speeding track. 
With the South and West boards acting in 
the right way, it is only a question of time 
when the North parks also will fall in line. 
Then with race courses in alPthe parks the 
greater part of the boulevard fast riding 
will be done away with, and thus one of the 
most serious problems tn the increasing pop- 
ularity of the wheel will be solved. More 
than this, the new track shows that the 
park guardians appreciate itis not a class or 
a club which rides wheels, but the people.

hese alterations will be completed in seven 
or cight days. 

This new bicycle track is one of the most 
radical departures ever undertaken by a park 
board, and the devotees of wheeling are de- 
lighted in consequence. The undertaking is 
the more surprising, and, in the wheelmen’'s 
opinion, the more meritorious, because it 
originated with the Commissioners them- 
selves, instead of being.the outgrowth of 
numerous demands by the cyclists, and’it 
tends more than any other action could to 
demonstrate the attitude of the Park Com- 
missioners of this city toward the riders of 
the bicycle. : 

The idea of building a bicycle track in the 

rk occurred to the Commissioners as the 
est possible solution of the “ scorching” 
and the road racing problem, which has be- 
come such a momentous one in Chicago. 
It is the hope and confident belief of the 
poard fhat the cessation of boulevard speed- 
ing will be simultaneous with the completion 
of the track, the Commissioners taking the 
philosophicai view that there is inherent in 
every. rightly constituted man or boy a cer- 
tain amount of superfluous energy which 


must find an outlet, and if the opportunity | 


to work off that excessive vitality is provid- 
ed, it will be eagerly seized upon, resulting 
to good of the community. For this reason 
the track was built. 


Seientific Cycle Track Construction. 


When ‘the West Park Board decided to at- 
tempt thé construction of a bicycle track 
in Garfield Park the matter was turned over 
to Chief Engineer A. C. Schrader. Instead 
of proceeding as the ordinary men usually 
doin such circumstanées—by visiting a num- 
ber of prominent tracks and then building 
one like the others, he set to work to figure 

. the matter out scientifically. Deciding ona 
speed of a mile in two minutes as the proper 
maximum gait, he calculated the curves so 
that a rider going at that speed would stand 
at opeey right angles to the surface of the 
track. The result of his figuring, combined 
with the rest of the construction employed, 
is expeated to prove the finest track in the 
United States. 

A detailed description of the new speed- 
way shows how first-class in every respect 
it is. The track is located in that part of 
Garfield "Park bounded by Madison street, 
Central Park, Coldrado and Hamlin avenues, 
on the line of Jackson boulevard. This 
area contains about sixty acres, and the 
West. Park Commissioners are this year 
making extensive improvements in it besides 
those for wheeling devotees. 

Eighteen inches from’ the pole the new 
track is exactly one-half mile in length. It 
is nearly in the form of a circle, and in con- 
sequence there is but a short distance of 
straightaway riding in it.. The two stretch- 
es are, in fact, so short that they look like 


-. gmall dips in the surface of the otherwise 


symmetrical slants. But it is on account of 
this rounded form that experienced wheel- 
men say the new speedway will prove the 
‘more Valuable. 

Blue clay, selected for‘its tenacity and 
endurance, was used for the first foundation 
and banking of the track. Above it was put 
@ particular grade of cinders thought to be 
the best for the work. These were packed 
down with a ten-ton steam roller, and when 
all the grades and inclinations were just 
right the concrete was added. The latter 
consists of crushed granite of just the right 
fineness mixed with imported German Port- 
land cement. The top dressing is made of 
pure cement- 

- Perhaps the most thoughtful and novel 
feature of the new scorching ground for the 
West Side cyclists is the subway under the 


‘track, affording admission to the athletio

NEW ATTACHMENTS FOR A WHEEL. 
Mirror and Torch Devices for the Han- 
| dle Bars. _ 

Two new attachments for handle bars are 
attracting the attention of cyclists. One is 
the bicycle torch and the other is a mirror. 
The torch has been devised for the especial 
benefit of cyglists in the coming. political 
‘campaign. The bicycle is going to take a 
leading part in all rallies and demonstra- 
tions and over 350,000 torches are said to 
have been sold in one month. The torch 
weighs only seven ounces and can be adjust- 
ed on a standard clamped to the handle bars.. 

The mirror is attached to a support clamped 
to the handle bars and is meant to enable 
the rider to see any one approaching in the 
rear. The standard is made in three sec- 
tions, so that it may be folded up and easily 
carried.. A great number have already been 
sold, mostly to women cyclists, which would 
seem to indicate that the device appeals to 
vanity as well as usefulness. 


BICYCLE THAT WILL DOUBLE SPEED. 
Dyer Williams Has Some New Ideas 
' in Pedals. 

Dyer Williams, whose patent car coupler 
is known among railroad men, has turned 
his attention to bicycle invention. The re- 
sult is a new wheel, for which the inventor 
claims abundant advantages over the pres- 
ent standard wheel. Mr. Williams has one 
of his new wheels on exhibition fn his office 
in the Monadnock Building, and will ride it 
for exhibition purposes in Lincoln Park this 
afternoon. 

The departure from the present safety is 
in the pedals and sprocket wheels. The 
sprocket wheel on Mr. Williams’ machine is 
ten inches in diameter and has. thirty-three 
teeth, one inch pitch. Inside the sprocket 
wheel there is another five inches in di- 
ameter. This is operated by rotary friction

Nor is the single championships the only 
tennis event of importance scheduled for 
Newport next week.

in doubles. 


The interscholastic representa- 
tives of a number of the more prominent in- 
stitutions of learning will also hold a small 
tournament. 

Chicago has never before possessed such 
an opportunity to win tennis laurels in the 
Kast as at present. Never before has she 
been so largely or well represented as she 
will be next week at the national champion- 
ships at Newport.

PUTS THE WHEEL ON RUNNERS. 


New Device for Cycling on Ice Put on 
the Market. 


A device has been made which will enable 


roads, and hard saddles a little less 
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come from experience in the game will soon 
make up for present shortcomings. 

The first thing to delight the spectator !s 
the number of times racers pass the stand 
as compared with the large outdoor tracks. 
Then the fact they are comparatively close 
to the riders all the time adds to the enjoy- 
ment, and enables them at all times to pick 
out their favorites in the moving bunch. 
While the actual speed is not so great as it 
would be on a large track, still the impres- 
sion is given the riders are traveling much 
faster than is actually true. This is due to 
the smallness of the track and the closeness 
of the spectators. For some unaccountable 
reason the excitement of an audience seems 
more easily worked up indoors than in the 
open air. The warmth, the light, and many 
causes combine to make this true, and no 
racing man ever got such applause on an 
outdoor track as was vouchsafed the win- 
ners at the indoor races at Nashville. 


European Tracks Are Small. 

* In Europe they have tracks so perfectly 
banked ihat it is possible to use trip- 
lets and quads on them. In one case at least 
—that of the Olympia track in London—the 
circumference of the track is small, be- 
ing nine laps to the mile, and yet the large 
machines have no difficulty in holding the 
turns at a high rate of speed, as has been 
shown in Little Michael's recent record 
trials. : 

Lut though there are eight-lap tracks in 
this country there are none that would be 
able toaccommodate a quad, oreven a triplet, 
going at sucha rate as this. The banking is 
not high enough, and there is not enough of 
the washbow! about them to make it safe 
for any multicycle to race upon them. In 
the old world they do not understand these 
things any better than we do, but they make 
allowances for such contingencies and wedo 
not. It is said when American riders look 
for the first time upon the cliffs of the five- 
lap track at Paris they invariably shake 
their heads and declare it is impossible to 
ride them properly. And yet the time made 
and the manner in which the larger ma- 
chines have held the turns js proof positive 
they have not been banked too much. 

The present indoor tracks in this country 
are not properly lighted. Arce lights are well 
in their way, but a system of reflectors that 
would leave no possibility of shadows being 
cast must be invented before the plan can 
be said to be perfected. The shadows ona 
track before a swiftly moving rider are dis- 
tinctly dangerous, making his. course uncer- 
tain and unsteady, unless he be an old hand 
at the game. Another thing they do isto rob 
the game of its fairness in that they warn 
the rider ahead of another who is making a 
jump. If the lights were hung at certain 
distances so that each would act with the 
other and refilectofs placed upon them so 
that all the light would be projected down- 
ward towards the track then the game would 
not be one-half as dangerous as it now is 


Tracks Not Properly Lighted. 
As the lights are now Gistributed it {is a 


matter of no small difficulty to follow pace. 


on the indoor tracks, the shadows shifting 
before the riders in the most maddening 
manner. He glues himself to the leader's 
rear wheel and wonders profanely how a man 
who has been riding so long can ride so un- 
steadily. A system of lighting the stages 
in theaters has been’ perfected so that no 
shadows are thrown, and something of a cor- 
responding nature can be applied to the in- 
door bicycle tracks. Until the lighting of a 
track is properly arranged the success of 
this branch of the sport is in danger. 

If these improvements are made there is 
no doubt of the future success of indoor rac- 
ing. The entire satisfaction it has already 
given is an indication of what may be ex- 
pected in the times to come. 

A scheme is now on foot to form a circuit 
in the South that shall embrace six of the 
largest cities of that section. At all these 
places coliseums will be built, with all the 
improvements that the experience gained 
can suggest. The track at Nashville wil] be 
remodeled so that the turns are higher and 
the safety of the track is greater, and the 
important business of the lighting will be 
attended to carefully in all cases. The six 
cities having announced their intention of 
forming this circuit are Memphis, Tenn., Mo- 
bile, Ala., Birmingham, Ala., Atlanta, Ga., 
Little Rock, Ark., and. Nashville, Tenn., will 
be the headquarters for the circult. Money 
for the tracks has already been subscribed 
and it is only a matter@f a few months when 
they will be completed and the indoor circuit 
will be tn full blast. 

If this idea proves to be a successful one 
there is little doubt but that it will be largely 
copied throughout the country. If indoor 
tracks are used there need be no anxiety 
about the state of the weather, for heating 
apparatus will do away with the cold and 
the roof will protect from the rain. 


GOOD SEASON FOR THE HUNTERS.

ace There was no bad crust in Northern 
Wisconsin last winter and sleet storms 
were almost wholly absent. Asa result the 
deer winteréd well and will afford a good 
share of sport this fall. There is more 
water in the lakes and pond holes in all 
arts of the West this season than there has 
een since 1882. This makes it certain that 
water fowl shooting will be unusually good. 

“The association of which I am President 
has been active this year in the endeavor to 
instill the game protective feeling into peo- 
ple who live where game abounds. As a 
result of this work a large number of local 
clubs have been formed whose members 
have pledged themselves to the observance 
of the game laws and to the prosecution of 
violators. Kansas papers are demanding a 
law which shall provide for the appointment 
of a State Game Warden,”’ ! 

The game law in Kansas is a curious thing. 
According to a sportsman’s paper published 
in that State and just received the law was 
passed by a Populist Legislature and signed 
by a Populist Governor. It allows a land-. 
owner to.kill any and all kinds of game at 
any and all times of the year on his own 
property. It forbids the man who is nota 
land-owner from killing game at any time. 
The non-landholder is not allowed by law 
to shoot on another man’s property, even if 
that man gives him permission so to do. 

In a nutshell it is this: If you own land 
you can shoot all you want to, and if you 
don’t own land you can’t shoot atall. The 
sportsmen say this is class legislation of the 
worst kind.. Of course in connection with 
the appointing of a game warden-the Kansas 
shooters want the present law amended. 

The Illinois law pfovides for the appoint- 
ment of a game warden in each of the three 
largest cities of the State. For some reason 
Gov. Altgeld has seen fit to appoint but one. 
As a result Game Warden Charles H. Blow 
has the protection of the game of the whole 
State on his hands. There should be war- 
dens in Peoria and Quincy to help him in his 
labors. Mr. Blow has been traveling all over 
the State since the birds began their nesting, 
has investigated dozens of reports of law 
violations, has discovered a good many him- 
self, and has secured a numlLer of conviec- 
tions. A report reached him a few days ago 
that meén near North Dixon, IIl., were 
butchering young prairie chickens, which 
were scarcely able to fly. Mr. Blow went 
there and found a dozen people engaged in 
the “sport” of knocking over half-fledged 
birds. Arrests followed and the chances are 
convictions will be secured. 

A number of woodcock have been killed this 
year along the Skokie, west of Wilmette and 
Highland Park. The birds, however, are be- 
coming less numerous year by year. If the 
early season shooting of them should be 
stopped they might increase. It is certain 
that it would be a good thing for other game 
birds if hunters were not allowed to go afield 
in August. When. hunting woodcock the 
temptation to kill a ruffed grouse or a quail 
which may get up is too hard for many gun- 
ners to resist. 


TWO MOTHERS IN LINCOLN PARK 200. 


Each Has Twins to Care For—One Is a 
Leopardess, the Other a Mount- 
ain Lioness. 


There are two mothers at Lincoln Park 
and each has twins tocare for. The mothers 
are neighbors, but their natures are antipo- 
dal. One iS a leopardess and the other a 
mountain Honess. There is not a trace of 
difference in the actions of their cubs. They 
play all day long, run rough shod over their 
mothers, and do not always puil their claws 
within the velvet when they slap each other 
with their paws. 

The leopard mother’s conduct is that of 
constant protest. ‘Her ears are always 
back, her teeth are ever showing, and her 
growl is ceaseless. She will sit on hier 
haunches while both cubs run up her body 
as a jumper runs up a springboard, to leap 
from. her head to catch the leaves which 
have found their way into the top of the 
cage from an overhanging bough. The 
youngsters invariably fall back square upon 
their mother’s back, sorely testing the 
strength of her spine. She will allow this 
rough play for half an hour, never for an 
instant ceasing her snarling. When the 
cubs turn attention to the maternal tail for 
a plaything she lies down and growls at 
the spectators. 

Occasionally the mother, with ears still 
back and a savage light in her eyes, will 
completely encircle the neck of one of her 
offspring with her great jaws, but she never 
closes down hard. She appears to think: 
‘If I did my duty by you I would end the 
misery of captivity for you, but maternal 
love is too strong.”’ 

This mother never by any chance is be- 
trayed into showing affection for her young 
in the presefice of any one beyond an ever 
watchful eye and threatening air for those 
humans who would approach too near. When 
she wishes to give the cubs a tongue bath 
she leads them into the darker den behind. 
The creature’s manifest hatred for the peo- 
ple who visit her narrow home daily may be 
accounted for on the ground that she holds 
mankind responsible for her children’s heri- 
tage of slavery. For this mother was born 
in the freedom of the forest. 

The mountain lNoness in the Rext cage 
takes the rough usage of her offspring with 
a meekness of expression which is the more 
striking by its forcible contrast with the 
countenance of her neighbor. Her ears are 
bitten, her tail pulled, and her sides 
scratched by her young, and she returns the 
ill usage with a caress. The lioness has the 
characteristic hatred of the cat family for 
water, yet smilingly she lies quiet while the 
cubs, one on either side of the drinking 
place, dash the water from the pan with 
their paws until her hide is soaked with the 
flying shower. The operation is precisely 
similar t6 that in which boys indulge when 
in swimming. 

The mountain lioness regards the throngs 
of humanity which daily press against the 
railing with a.look in which lurks no malice. 
For this mother was born in captivity.

The Lincoln Park “ Palace” apartment 
building will be completed by the Ast of 
September, after an eventful history extend- 
ing over a period of several years.

Mr. Edwards had 
just completed arrangements for a building 
loan when the hard times of 1898 came on, 
and the holders of the fund, growing timid 
at the business outlook, withdrew from the 
arrangement. This caused another delay, 


which lasted until the funds for continuing 
the work were secured. 

A year ago, after overseetng the placing 
of some fireproofing and on his way to the 
ladder to descend, Mr. Edwards stepped on 
a board which was not Properly secured and 


, Was precipitated into the court in the center 


of the building and killed. His estate was 
in the hands of the Probate Court for six 
months. Work on the building was sus- 
pended during that time, but was resumed 
the first of this year. 

This handsome structure now practically 
completed is built of pink jasper. This 
stone was selected on account of Its richness, 
beauty, and everlasting qualities: being fire- 
proof, waterproof, and at all times pleasing 
in appearance. The building presents a 
front of 207 feet, ornamented with twelve 
bays, also constructed of jasper granite. 
The east entrance of pink jasper presents a 
fine polished surface. The south entrance 
is of polished maroon jasper. With the 
walls of Jasper granite, the floors of cement, 
the partitions of fireproofing, the building 
is rendered absolutely fireproof. 

The ground floor contains office, res- 

taurant, drug stofe, physician and mes- 
senger quarters. Telephones connect each 
apartment with the office. Two ‘elevators 
serve the eight floors. The entire interior 
construction surrounding the elevators and 
avenues of exit is of iron and prismatic 
lights. Mahogany, oak, and red birch con- 
stitute the wood finish of the various floors. 
. All oe improvements have been 
adopted to Tender the building convenient 
and practical. Electric, as well as gas lights, 
are in all parts of the building. One feature, 
which is probably original, is the spacious 
hall and reception-room on:the ground floor. 
The rotunda is floored with ceramic mosaic 
tile, wainscoted with mottled Tennessee mar- 
ble. Opening toward the rotunda is a ladies’ 
waiting-room and a sitting-room for gentle- 
men.

HE IS THE STAR LAWYER OF LONDON. 


Lerd Chief Justice Russell of England, 
Whe Is to Visit Saratega 
This Month, 


Lord Chief Justice Russell of England, 
who is to attend a meeting of the American 
Bar Association at Saratoga this month, is 
London’s star lawyer. Lord Russell's last 
visit to the United States was with his cele- 
brated predecessor, Chief Justice Coleridge, 
in 1888. Lord Russell is an Irishman, 
He was born in 1833. The mother of 
Lord Russell was a Belfast woman 
of remarkable strength of character. A 
devoted Catholic, she brought up her five 
children to love and reverence the faith of 
her country and antestors. Sir Charles was 
named after his reverend uncle, C. W. Rus- 
sell, the President of Maynooth College, and 
a man of great literary ability. 

Sir Charles entered Parliament as a mem- 
ber from Dundalk, and served ip the Liberal 
interest from 1880 to 1885. He returned the 
following year as a member from South 
Hackney. A stanch Gladstonian, Russell 
valiantly supported his chief in the home 
rule movement. He served as Attorney-Gen- 
eral in both Gladstone administrations, and

was knighted In 1886. On the death of Lord | 
Bowen, in 1894, Russell was appointed Lord 
of Appeal tn Ordinary, with a life peerage, 
and in July of the same year succeeded Cole 
ridge as Chief Justice. But, while success- 
ful in Parliament, it is mainly as a barrister 
that Lord Russell has gained and earned his 
marvelous reputation, and in that capacity 
he is without a rival in the English courts. 
A sound lawyer, a masterly cross-examiner, 
a persuasive and weighty pleader before 
juries, the Chief Justice has been connected 
with the side of plaintiff or defendant tn al- 
most every case of legal prominence which 
has been tried in England during his resi- 
dence. Lord Russell is not a spectalist, and 
in a patent litigation would be no match for 
his famous rival in the Parnell trial, Sir 
Richard Webster. His strength centers in 
the manifold variety of his powers. He pos- 
sesses an extensive general knowledge of 
law, coupled with the ability te convert it 
into special knowledge at any point at any 
moment. He is an effective speaker, a clear 
reasoner, an unrivaled master of legal tac- 
tics, and the greatest living cross-examiner. 
Possessing marvelous insight into motives 
and character, hts power over a witness is 
supreme, and, without bullying, he never 
fails to gain his point, and to gain it artis- 
tically and dramatically. 

Russell was English counsel in the United 
States fisheries arbitration settlement in 
Paris. He also represented Clement Scott in 
his action against Sampson of the Referee. 
He defended Mrs. Maybrick itn the trial of 
August, 1889, reluctantly renouncing his 
plans for rest after the exhaustive labors of 
the Parnell Commission. In the Colin Camp- 
bell divorce suit Russell displayed his powers 
as a forensic tactician of unequaled ability. 
But the greatest triumph in a career filled 
with triumphs was the masterly vindication 
6f the Irish leaders in the trial of Parnell and 
his associates against the London Times. 
Not since the days of Burke’s arraignment 
of Warren Hastings had public interest been 
so centered in a court of justice. The small 
room was crowded daily with the most dis- 


tinguished men and women not only of Lon- 
don but of America. The greatest jurists

. The Latest System. 


The latest is-what is known as the Luh- 
rig system, which is propelled by compressed 
gas. Despite the rather clumsy-looking car, 
the new system is described as quite simple 
and easy to manipulate As in the com- 
pressed air motors, each car ts independent 
and self-contained as to power—that is. to 
say, it runs by virtue of the power stored 
up in the car itself. 

The gas‘ used is ordinary town gas, and is 
compressed to about the degree at which 
compressed air is used: Two gas engines, 
very ‘small and compact, of the ordinary 
“Otto type, are used, being placed opposite 
each other, and underneath one side of the 
ea@r.+ The gas is distributed in long, seam- 
less steel flasks or reservoirs, technically 


known as Mannesmann tubes, and sufficiert | 


quantity is carried in each car to make a 
run of from ten to fifteen miles. : 

The new system wasrfirst tried in Dres- 
‘den, Germany, and later in Dessau, and 
about a year ago was introduced fnto Paris. 
Just recently an improved type of the Luhrig 
motor has been introduced into England, on 
the Blackpool, St. Anne, and Lytham rail- 
se The latter road is six or seven miles 

ong. 

At a low rate of speed the motor is said to 
be practically noiseless, and even when run 
rapidly does not make much more buzz or 
noise than an ordinary cable or trolley car 
in operation. The car starts and stops easi- 
ly, the gas’is so consumed as to produce no 
appreciable odor, and does not seem to de- 
- Velop any special heat so as to make thecar 
uncomfortable in the summer time. 

Aside from all this, the great point claimed 
for the new motor is the extreme economy of 
its operation. In Dresden, where the price 
of town: gas is about SO cents per 1,000 feet, 
the cost of operation of each car per mile ts 
1.23 pence, or roughly about 2% cents... In 
Dessau, where the price of gas is only about 
70 cents per 1,000 feet, the cost of operation 
is only about .9 pence, or less than twocents 
per. car mile. In some of the English cities, 
where the cost of gas is sometimes as low as 
50 cents per 1,000 feet, the cost of operation 
is, of course, still less.

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HE latest and most promising modifi- 

cation of the vacation camp has found 

a place in Chicago. Within fifty 

miles of the city there has been es- 
tablished a Junior Republic, a_ self- 
governed though not wholly inde- 
pendent State. The new State, however, 
is so far from menacing Uncle Sam’s sov- 
éreignty as to tend to quite the contrary ef- 
fect. . 


For a considerable time the advantage of 


summer camps in the country for city chil- 
dren has been strongly appreciated. To the 
children of the well-to-do the summer in the 
country comes asa matter of course. Tothe 
tenement-house child and the street arab 
such an outing is now and then allowed by 
means of fresh air funds or similar philan- 
thropic schemes. The effect of any experi- 
ence of the sort must ‘of necessity be good, 
but until very recently nearly the whole en- 
ergy of those at the head of such methods 
has been devoted to the, gathering and dis- 
tributing of the ehildren, the bare getting 
them from the crowded city to the country. 
Little real effort had been devoted to an un- 
derstanding study of the means of develop- 
ing them physically, morally, and socially 
during their brief stay away from the evil 


Influences of the city, and the methed prom- 
ising the most perfect solution of the prob- 
lem is of such recent growth that the Junior 
Republic now started for the poor boys of 


’ Chicago is believed to be the second of its 


kind established. : 

As yet the republic is in its infancy. For 
@ number of reasons, principally inexperience 
and lack of funds, it was necessary to begin 


- the work’in a small way. There was no 


trouble about boys. Chicago can furnish 
newsboys and street.arabs galore. But there 
was at the beginning some doubt as to how 
the boys would take to such an order of 


things. Yet, though the start was made in 


a small way, the experience of the few weeks 
which bave already passed has been such as 
to -~warrant the highest hope on the part of 
those interested. Without attempting rival- 
ry of Uncle Sam the republic is working well, 
and promises immense success. 

Situated at Lake Villa, Ill. 

The Junior Republic is located at Lake 
‘Ville, Ill., a little over fifty miles from the 
center of Chicago. In its workings it is for 
the greater part modeled on the George 
Junior Republic, near Freeville, N. Y., the 
The head of the 
Chicago scheme is E. L. Bradley, and it is 
through his personal efforts as director that 
the republic has been:so swimmingly started. 

Mr. Bradley is a young man, having but 
ust passed his 82d year, but for a consid- 
erable time he has been interested in work 
among the poor of the city. Such work, 
once begun, brought him into contact with 
various people engaged in a similar way and 
made him acquainted with the different. 
charities and philanthropic schemes in oper- 
ation among Chicago’s unfortunates, with 
the effect of deepening his interest in the 
boys of the streets until he resolved to de- 
vote his life to the bettering of their condi- 
tion. For this he is weil fitted. He is a 
graduate of Princeton College, and at one 
time had prepared for entrance at West 
Point. One of his first steps was in the di- 
rection of the vacation camp. Two years 
ago this was first realized. At the time he 
had not heard -of the Junior Republic plan, 
and his tastes naturally led him toward the 
organization of a military company some- 
thing on the order of the Boys’ Brigades. 
The boys for the company were taken from 
the streets and from the homes for friend- 
less.children. A piece of land on Fox Lake 
was obtained for the summer, and the com- 


, Pany, commanded by Mr. Bradley, camped 


out during the warm months. The second 

year was passed in the same way, but the 

Bituation of the camp was changed from 

Fox to Cedar Lake. . 
Made a Junior Republic. 

At the beginning of the present summer 
other forces came into play which modified 
the vacation camp t6 a considerable extent, 
and have now resulted in the adoption of 
the Junior Republic idea. A year before 
‘William R. George, who had-been working 
on lines soméwhat similar to those adopted 
by Mr. ‘Bradley among the poor of New 
York, had hit upon a scheme absolutely 
unique in its relation to the care of children. 
It was nothing more or less than the organ- 
ization of a system for self- vernment 
based on the same principles and carried out 
by the same means as the General Govern- 
ment of the country. This plan he had tried 
with great success, and an account of the 
summers experience came to the notice of a 
Chicagoan,. who, while not devoting himself 
to philanthropy, felt, as everyone must. a 
certain interest in the experiment. He was 
éulticiently interested in it to make inguirie 
at Hull House whether there was any plact 
in Chicago where such a plan might be tried

First and foremost was the fact that 
for the experiment were not sede other 
There was no money to‘build houses or to 
Prepare grounds, Mr. Bradley was unwilling 
to go into debt, and there was not money 
enough in sight to carry the plan through 
the first year, even ona small scale. In this 
unhappy predicament it was decided to take 
the bull by the horns and Start anyway: to 
keep on as long as the money lasted, and

stop when it was gone. The property now 
occupied by the republic, the same which had 
been used by the military company the year 
before, was again obtained at a rental of 
$100 a year, and the republic was started. 
The new government commenced operations 
about two months ago. 


Grounds on Cedar Lake. 


The land occupied bythe republic is what 
is known as the Allendale Farm, and from 
it the fresh-air home takes its name. It is 
a strip of forty acres lying along the western 
edge of Cedar Lake, about a mile from the 
Lake Villa reilroad station. The ground 
is rolling woodland, covered with oaks, and 
the shore of the blue lake is fringed with 
bushes overhanging the water. It is as 
pretty a spot as any in the lake region. 

There are three cottages on the land, be- 
sides the house used as dining hall and head- 
quarters for the boys, and another is in 
course of construction. The cottages stand 
close. to the shore, facing the lake. They 
are of the cheap variety, which is most com- 
‘mon at lake resorts, but they furnish the 
major part of the income upon which the 
republic subsists. The boys live in tents 
erected on the rear of the property, back 
from the lake, and the cottages are rented 
to summer visitors at a rate of $75 for the 
season. The Village of Allendale, as the 
domain occupied by the boys is called, is en- 
tirely separate from the part of the farm de- 
voted to “‘ resorters.”’ The cottages on the 
farm have been donated to the Allendale 
republic by various persons for the support 
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guard duty. This punishment fs inflicted 
by Mr. Bradley in his character of 
“Colonel,” a name recently substituted for 
that of Captain because of an irreverent 
disposition on the part of the privates to 
shorten the latter to ** Cap,’’ Colonel being 
less easily abbreviated. ‘‘ Walking guard, 

however, is a punishment applicable only to 
minor offenses which are disregarded in 
the court; such offenses = slight breaches 

table manners and the e. 

Olrhe other set of laws is that by which the 
eltizens of the republic are really governed, 
and their working system is the same as 
that in the larger republic without. They 
are made by the citizens, and they are ap- 
pliéd in court. Mr. Bradley holds the offices 
of Mayor and Judge as well as his military 
position. He has an absolute veto power, 
as of course is necessary, but beyond this 
he interferes as little as possible with the 
actions of the various citizens, and awaits 
the regular proceedings of a trial in the 
case of all offenses covered by the law. 
The offices under him are organized like 
those of any municipality. There is a Com- 
mon Council, a court for the trial of offend- 
ers and the bringing of suits, a Chief of 
Police, one Santiago Madrigal by name, 
known commonly for brevity as ‘“ Jim 
Smith ”’; a Commissioner of Highways, and 
a garbage contractor. There is also a na- 
tional bank,. wherein a banking business 
on approved lines is conducted, and there 
is a national currency, known ag Allendaie 
money, a single standard medium, which Is 
good for the purchase of all things, and,

The bank is open daily for the depositing of 
salaries and the transaction of business, 
The workings of the bank arean exact coun- 
terpart of the methods in use in Chicago, 
though in the nature of things many of the 
off-shoots of the banking business are omit- 
ted. The rules which apply, however, are 
unchanged. The bank is operated by one 
Arthur Eisenbrey, who is a “ shark” on 
credits. Hé is blessed, however, in that he 
knows to what extent the word with any one 
with whom he has dealings may be trusted. 
The depositors draw their checks and trans- 
act their business like business-men in any 
other-city, and 5 per cent interest is allowed 
on all accounts over $10 inmamount. ‘ 

“A Persecuted Attorney.” 

The police court is open daily at 2 o’clock, 
and furnishes a good share of the amusing 
features of the republic. Mr. Bradley as 
Judge keeps an eye on proceedings, but does

The regular board at the “ Auditorium 

is of good quality and cost the citizen $5 a 
week in Allendale money. As the largest 
amount ever earned by one laborer by the 
sweat of his brow is $8 the board alone 
tends to keep the citizen reasonably busy. 
Now and then some economical individual 
rebels against this price. The average 
street boy is not used to any such expendi- 
ture for food and it strikes him as exorbi- 
tant. He has then the choice of dining at 
the Auditorium or at “ Blanchard’s Cafe- 
tiria.”” Blanchard was the first of the rebels 
against the price of board, and like all true 
reformers he felt that the evil would never 
be corrected unless some one took the initial 
step. Therefore, he founded the cafetiria 
which bears his name and conducts it in 
person.. His charges are reasonable, but it 
is not often that a boarder stays long with 
him, for the fare consists wholly and in- 
variably of beans. When the economical 
spirit struck him beans were the cheaper’ 
thing to be found. They were not —

Unites Theory and Practice. 


In the workings of the republic the- 
ory and practice come together in a manner 
remarkable enough to warrant the brightest 
hopes as to the ultimate success of the un- 
dertaking, not only in its immediate end, 
which seems already assured, but in its 
future effect toward the permanent uplift- 
ing of the children of the poor. Tke course 
to be pursued in regard to the waifs on the 
streets has long been the hardest kind of a 
problem, School life in the city, even when 
thefe are sufficient accommodations and the 
children can be preyailed uppn to take an in- 
terest in the work and to attend regularly, 
is continually counteracted by the surround- 
ings outside of school hours. Gifts of any 
kind never helped any child toward perma- 
nent good, The only way, as has long been 
maintainéd,+is to make the child a useful 
citizen by inculeating principles of upright- 
ness and making it see the advantage to 
itself of earning an honest livelihood and 
obeying the laws. This the junior republic 
method does, and it is the first of the many 
schemes tried which has sueceeded in so 
doing. It answers the great question of 
how to-make the children of the poor raise 
themselves, and it does it by making them 
while children citizens of a real common- 
wealth. 

The chief beauty of the system 1s that there 
is no play about it. Itisasreala republic, 
though a junior one, as the great country 
in which it exists. Therlaws are real and are 
applicable to real offenses. Moreover, they 
are laws made not by any “ board ” or body 
of directors, but by the citizens themselves, 
acting only under the restraint imposed by a 
veto power. The conditions of poverty and 
wealth are as real as in the world outside, 
and are as dependent upon industry and 
knowledge. 


Laws Military and Civil. 


At present the Commonwealth is working 
under what may be regarded as two sets of 
laws. The military character of the camp 
remains, though in a modified form. There 
is drill every day, and offenses are punished 
as formerly by obliging the offender to do 


since there is no outside commerce, is real 
money. It is, in fact, a perfectly organized 
republic, in which Mr. Bradley is,' through 
his veto power, the controlling genius, but 
in which the people make the laws. The 
only difference between it in its general 
methods and the Commonwealth outside 
is that. the President holds office without re- 
election. 


Cannot Live Without Work. 


It is no more a place for drones than the 
world without. Indeed, because of the inti- 
mate knowledge of each man’s resources 
possessed by every oneelse there is nochance 
for a “‘smooth”’ man to live by his nimble 
brain. The earnings and expenses are real, 
and without work no one can live. 

There are many means of earning money 
furnished by the carrying on of the business 
of the republic. Nearly everything neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the farm is 
done by the citizens under contract. Wood 
carrying, garbage removal, and half a dozen 
other things are advertised and bid for. 
Gardening is also a lucrative business. ,The 
garden on the farm is divided into six parts, 
each of which is let to a boy at a fixed 
rental. The produce he sells to the public 
dining hall in the “‘ Auditorium Hotel,’’ as 
the main cottage fs called, and to the “ re- 
sorters ’’ in the various cottages, Besides 
these there are many individual schemes 
floated and carried to a successful con- 
summation. As to what shall be done inthe 
matter of labor there are no restrictions. 
The average of wages is from 18 to 20 cents 
an hour on ordinary work, and for reasons 
which soon become evident to the most in- 
dolent, a certain amount of labor Its neces- 
sary to earn a living, but there are no regu- 
lations as to how much work shall be done. 


How the Day Is Divided. 


For convenience, however, each day is di- 
vided into stated periods for work and recre- 
ation. A working day consists.of the three 
hours between 9 a. m. and 12 m., but there 
are no requirements that any e:tizen shall 
spend more of this time in labor than he sees 
fit. The division of the week days is as fol- 
lows, the military terms being kept in some 
cases on the order, which is posted In the 
** Auditorium ”"’;

The necessity for work is not impressed 
upon the citizens of the republic by means of 
copy-book maxims and proverbs dealing 
with the ant and the busy bee.

Turned loose in Chi- 
cago he could shift for himself with the best 
or the worst of the street arabs, and on Al- 
lendale farm he is one of the most enterpris- 
ing and hardworking members of the re 
public. But he is getting his childhood late 
in life, and he will turn from a deep-laid plan 
for the increasing of his capital to enjoy 
s0mé6é game which seems to more favored 
citizens utterly beneath him in its childish- 
ness. 

Besides running the cafeteria Blanchard is 
under contract to supply wood for the house- 
hold. Until recently the return for such 
labor was 40 cents a box, but this seemed to 
him altogether too small an amount for the 
labor involved. Therefore he threw up the 
contract, apparently perfectly willing that 
any one else should take it who wanted to. 
The work was again advertised and bids 
taken.

Capitalists a Problem, 


The chief trouble experienced in the repub- 
lic is found in an unexpected quarter.

Was Nazi Muruda the Kass , 

at Babylon about fifty years aves ins vem 
of the Exodus, a contemporary of the father 
of that Assyrian King who restored Nineveh 
end founded Calah. Nazi Muruda is near 
enough to “‘ Nimrod” to have been quite 
possibiy the true appellation of this famous 
Person when he was, to use an American 
phrase, “tu hum.” Arabic scholars can 
never have failed to notice the similarity be- 
&wéen the Mighty Hunter's title and the 


word “ Nimr,”’ which means a tiger. 

Any further particulars from the same 
erudite quarter will, of course, be very wel- 
come to us in the West, particularly when a 
new club has lately been started in London 
bearing Nimrod’s name. At the same time, 
we are bound by faithful scholarship.to point 
out that, like many another sporting man, 
the intimate character of Nimrod may not be 
able to bear too fierce a light. The partic- 
ulars which are given of him in the Koran 
are of a perfectly distressing kind. In chap- 
ter II., entitled ‘“‘ The Cow,”’ Nimrod is rep- 
resented as disputing with Abraham: and to 
show himself equal to the Almighty in power 
as to life and death he has two innocent men 
brought before him, one: of whom the hunter 
dispatches, while the other he flays alive. 

In Sura XVI. of the Koran, entitled *‘ The 
Bee,”’ allusion is made to the tower which 
Nimrod built in Babel ‘and carried to the 
height of 5,000 cubits, intending to ascend 
to heaven and wage war with the angels; 
but Allah frustrated his attempt, overthrow- 
ing the presumptuous structure by an earth- 
quake. In Sura XXI., entitled “ The 
Prophets,’’ another legend is told reflecting 


very badly upon Nimrod’s private life. He. 


is said to have filled a vast space full of wood 


at Cutha, and after setting it on fire to ‘ 
cast Abraham upon it, bound hand re ene 
but the Angel Gabriel came to the assistance 
of the friend of God, so that nothing about 
him was burned except the cords. It is 
added that the fierce flames became an 
odoriferous air and the burhing fagots a 
pleasant meadow, though for other people 
it was so hot that 2,000 unbelievers were con- 
sumed. From the same source we gather 
that Nimrod in his last days was destroyed 
by a@ special messenger from the Almighty 
in the shape of a gnat, which penetrated to 
his brain and caused his death with intoler- 
able pain—‘‘ Heaven,” as D’Herbelot re- 
marks, “desiring to punish by‘*one of the 
smallest of its creatures the tyrant who had 
called himself lord of all.” 

We grieve to recall these legendary par- 
ticulars at a moment when history appears 
inclined to furnish us with unexpected reve- 
lations as regards this prototype of the sport- 
ing world.

Feresse-Desraismes, sister of the 
famous liberator of women, is now Presiderit 
of the society which her illustrious sister 
founded—the “ Société pour l’Amélioration 
du sort de la femme et la revendication de 
ses Droits”—and to Mme Feresse-Desrais- 

es I was indebted for an invitation to visit 

er at the famous country residence of the 
‘Mesraismes now occupied by her. Les Ma- 
pourina, at Pontoise (Seine-et-Oise), one of 

he most picturesque spots in France. 

. «*Heme of the Desraismes. 

After an hour’s ride from Paris I found 

myself at the Town of Pontoise, where a 
handsome carriage—the men in the Des- 
raismes livery—waited to convey me to Les 
Mathurins. ’ 
. We drove through the town along the 
banks of the River Oise over rough stone 
pavements, gradually winding our way to 
our destination, for the house is situated at 
the top of a high hill. 

Upon reaching the foot of an imposing 
flight of stone steps we stopped. 

“ C'est ici, mademoiselle,’’ said the coach- 
man, and I started to ascend the steps. 

‘Montez doucement,*ma:chere, montez 
doucement,” called a sweet voice, and look- 
ing “up I saw Mme. Feresse-Desraismes 
smiling down at me from the top of the 
steps, begging me to mount slowly. 

There is absolutely nothing aggressive or 
. suggestive of the “ new woman ” type about 
this estimable Mme. Feresse-Desraismes. 

She is a kindly, attractive woman of 75— 
though she looks at least fifteen years young- 
er—and she was far more interested just then 
in my comfort than in the suffrage or any 
other feminine questions. 

Formerly the Desraismes mansion was a 
monastery, and itds a low, square, straight- 
up-and-down stone structure, with a modern 
slate roof. 


Situated upon the hill, it commands a- 


splendid view of the neighboring country 
and is surrounded by beautiful grounds. A 
well-kept lawn, rich with blooming flower 
beds, stretches forth directly in front of the 
house, On the right is a high wall of solid 
rocks, which contains an immense cave 
called “ Aida’s Cave,’ as it so thoroughly 
resembles the famous entrance shown in the 
last act of the opera. 

In this cave the Desraismes concealed their 
valuables during the last Franco-Prussian 
war, and the soldiers were afraid to enter 
lest the enormous rocks projecting from the 
roof might descendiupon them. 

A steep path leads along the outside of the 
cave to the top of the wall beyond, which is 
a garden full of fruits and vegetables. From 
this height one has a superb view of the 
country below, through which the River Oise 
winds in and out, and nothing save the oc- 
casional toot of a distant engine whistle 
disturbs the quiet of the place. 

To the left of the garden is the studio of 
Maria Desraismes, fer this liberator of wom- 

‘en was fond of the arts and skilled in paint- 
ing and music. 

Everything about the atelier is unfinished, 
just as she left it. i 

Close to the studio is an old chapel used for 
the celebration of mass by the ancient monks 
but now-as a wood house. It is, by the way, 

. one of the most ancient structures in France, 
and’ beneath its time-stained walls lies a 
pretty valley where the necessary farm 
products are cultivated. 

A long corridor runs through the center of 
the house, opening on one side into a recep- 
tion room and grand salon and into the 
dining-room on the other side. 

The salon is finished in the Renaissance 
style, and among the chairs are some once 
belonging to Louis XIV. and there are others 
used by Voltaire.

CAUSES AND CURE OF THE HEADACHE 


‘Some Suggestions for Mitigating Man- 


 Kkind's Common Complaint. 

Drs. Cyrus Edson and B. F. Herrick in La- 
dies’ Home Journal: The ordinary headache 
which is so extremely common among the 
inhabitants of our Atlantic seaboard towns 
is the outcome of conditions aff¢ the 
nerves through impoverished blood con- 
taining poisonous matter absorbed from 
badly digested food. So-called liver torpid- 
ity and the catarrhal affections due to our 
changeable climate also aid in effecting tts 
spread. Nervous exhaustion, due to irregu- 
lar and fast living, plays an important part 
in its causation. Nervous strain, especially 
of the eyes, and inflamed tissues about the 
internal bones of the nose are special causes, 
Nerve irritation, which is but poorly under- 
stood by the general reader, is a prolific 
cause of so-called nérvous headache. I know 
of no more dangerous practice than to treat 
headache pain blindly with drugs. Of 
course, outdoor .exercise is the best possible 
thing for permanent cure. It is very easy 
to relieve most forms of headache by means 
of the coal taf derivatives, of which so many 
are in the drug’ market. These form the 
basis of the many headache cures found on 
the druggists’ shelves. Their use is not en- 
tirely without danger, for’ they are *power- 
ful heart depressants if taken in doses of any 
considerable size. A hot bath, a strollin the 
fresh air, shampooing the head in weak 
soda water, or a timely nap in a cool, quiet 
room will sometimes stop a nervous head- 
ache. When overfatigued from shopping or 
sight-seeing a sponge dipped in very hot 
water and pressed repeatedly over the back 
of the neck between the ears will be found 
exceedingly refreshing, especially if the face 
and temples are afterward’subjected to the 
Same treatment. Neuralgia is cdused, pot 
only by cold air, but by acidity of the stomn- 
ach, starved nerves, imperfect teeth, or by 
indolence combined with a too generous 
diet. Heat is the best and quickest cure for 
this distressing pain. A hot flatiron, passed 
rapidly and deftly over several folds of flan- 
riel laid on the affected spot, will often give 
relief in less than ten minutes, without the 
aid of medicine, Hot fomentations are of 
equal value; though when the skin is very 
tender it is more advisable to use dry heat, 
nothing being better for the purpose than 
bags of heated salt, flour, or sand, which re- 
tain warmth for a long time. Cold water, 
applied by the finger tips to the nerves in 
front of the ear, has beén known to dispel 
neuralgic pains like magic. When caused by 
acidity a dose of charcoal,or soda will 
usually ast as a corrective. Sick headache 
is accompanied by billious symptoms, and at» 
tacks usually come on when the person is 
overtired or below par physically. This is 
a disease of the first half of life, and often 
stops of its own accord after middle age. 
A careful diet is imperative in every case, 
sweetmeats and pastry being especially per- 
nicious. . 

Eating heartily when very tired, late din- 


"ners, eating irregularly, insufficient mastt- 


cation, or too much animal food, especially 
in the spring or during the hot weather, are 
frequent causes of indigestion, causing head- 
ache by reflex action. ee

an expert rider, and have not ridden in the 
streets of New York more than twice in the 
daytime and never at night. I was rather 
discouraged at what I heard about the Lon- 
don streets at night, ahd it was with mixed 
sensations that I heard the message from my 
friend over his telephone saying that he 
would call at the Cecil on a certain night at 
11 o’clock for the promised ride. At 10:30, 
however, I was arrayed in. the same bicycle 
dress that I wear at home, but when 1 saw 
how short the skirt was as compared to the 
skirt worn by the English women, I hadn't 
the courage to wear it evenat night, and put 
on an ordinary walking skirt instead. This 
rather embarrassed me, for I am not used 
to riding in a long skirt. 

When my friend arrived he had a friend 
with him, an Englishman, who knows his 
London like a book, and whois an enthusias- 
tic wheelman as well. They proposed rid- 
ing through the Strand to St. Paul’s for the 
first course. When I looked out on the 
Strand and saw it just as full of cabs and 
‘buses as at noonday I suggested beginning 
on a less crowded thoroughfare, so we 
trundled our wheels down a black and nar- 
row alley tothe Embankment. There were 
no "buses and very few cabs. Turning our 
lamps towards the city we mounted and 
away! 

Keeping te the Left. 


There is one comfort about riding in Lon- 
don. which is that you can depend upon 
everything on wheels Keeping to its own side 
of the street. The rule is just the opposite 
of ours, for here it is ‘*‘ keep to the left.’’ 
The French say that the English do this just 
to annoy them, but then the French say a 
great deal about England that is not true. 
Once get used to the ways and you have no 
trouble. My escorts were such expert wheel- 
men that they gav@ one confidence, and I 
had not gone far before I felt sufficiently at 
ease to enjoy the beauty of the scene. And 
it was beautiful. 

There is nothing more beautiful than the 
Thames Embankment, particularly at night. 
On we rode past Somerset House, under 
Waterloo Bridge to Blackfriars. There we 
circled around the new and very common- 
place bronze statue of the "Queen and back 
over our course past Cleopatra’s lonely 
needle, past the twinkling lights of the 
Savoy and the Cecil and on to the Houses 
of Parliament. 

By the bright light flashing from the top 
of the tower we knew that Parliament was 
in session. Just as we rode around the 
Tower Big Ben struck the hour of midnight. 
This was exactly as we had planned it in 
New York. ‘‘ Now let us ride around the 
Abbey,’’ said my escort, and off we went. 
It was dark under the shadow of Westmin- 
ster, and the road was rough, but I shall 
never forget the. thrill that the sight of that 
historic pile gave me as it stood there with 
its grand outlines relieved against the sky. 
To be riding a bicycle in its sacred shadow 
seemed like profanation. 


Throng of Theater Cabs. 


And now we played a game of follow-my- 
leader. The Lendon man led the way, and 
we followed. We cut through a dark alley, 
and the first thing I knew we were out by 
the Horse Guards Parade, then through the 
Mall to Buckingham Palace, and then by 
some sudden turnings we found ourselves 
in Waterloo place. Here we got in among 
the cabs—hundreds of them. It wasa regu- 
lar procession. ‘‘ What is it?” I asked. 
‘Nothing more than usual,”’ replied the 
Londoner, ‘it js only the theater cabs.” 
They came so thick and fast that I thought 
discretion the better part of valor. 

** I’m going to get off,”’ said I. 

“You'd better stay orf,“ you ‘ad, and 
carry your wheel,” called down a cabby 
from his seat. The cabbies do not love the 
bicycles. They are so in their way, but 
then bicycles have some rights. They are 
——— at times, I admit, but then so are the 
cabs. 

I did dismount where the cabs were 
thickest, but I soon got on again, for they 
‘were not long in passing. From Waterloo 
place we rode back through Pall Mall, past 
all the famous clubs, past the main entrance 
to Marlborough House, down St.: James 
street, in the shadow of St. James’ Palace, 
and up through Bird Cage Walk to Bucking- 
ham Palace again. Then up Constitution 
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company is pleasure enough of itself, but 
when you add to this scenes that are a part 
of the world’s history you raise the pleasure 
to the highest point. I kept saying to my- 
self: ‘* That is London Bridge.’ ‘** That 
bright light up there crowns the houses of 
Parliament.” ‘‘ Itis Big Ben you hear chim- 
ing the hour of midnight.” ‘*‘ That solemn 
pile is Westminster Abbey.’” ‘‘ Am 1 dream- 
ing, or is this reality?’’ A big ’bus in front 
of me or a cab cutting ahead of my wheel 
reminded me that if it was a dream I had 
better wake up or I might find myself ina 
land® where dreams do not disturb the sleep. 

I would advise every wheelman or wheel- 
woman who goes to London to take this mid- 
night ride, for it. Will give them # never-to-be- 
forgotten pleasure. Let them be sure not to 
go too early. Before 11, unless they confine 
their riding to the city, they will find it more 
dangerous than high noon, but after the the- 
aters are closed and the ’buses stop for the 
night, they will find the route we took a per- 
fectly safe one. 

“Dun Cow, Old Kent Road.” 


The other thing that I wanted to do in 
London was to take a certain ‘bus ride. 
One of the buses that I saw every day on 
the Strand had this legend painted along its 
top: ‘** Dun Cow, old Kent road.’’ 

Can you imagine anything more sugges- 
tive? It was on the old Kent road that they 
*“*knocked ‘em”’ with the “little donkey 
shi.”” Not only the old Kent road was at- 
tractive, but the Dun Cow had its allure- 
ments also. I pictured the old tavern with 
its swinging sign, and I determined to ex- 
plore. To this end I climbed to the top 
of a ’bus and was fortunate enough fo get 
a seat by the driver. We drove through the 
Strand and over Waterloo Bridge and 
through a most interesting region of cheap 
lodgings, through the Herd Kent road, and 
finally we struck the true and only. The 


distinctive feature of this thoroughfare is 


its hand-cart markets. They lined the road 


.for a mile or more and offered every variety 


of article, from salted fish to fresh fish, and 
from periwinkles to old clothes. 

Nowhere outside of England have I seen 
periwinkles offered as an article of food, 
but there they are hailed as a luxury by the 
— in such districts as the old Kent 
road. 


Using the “ Winklepin.” 


They are to the coster what the escargot 
is to the epicure of the boulevards. You’ see 
him bring his “little donkey shi” to a 
sudden halt in front of a periwinkle stand 
and, ordering a plateful of the repulsive 
shells, take a wooden toothpick from his 
hatband, or a pin from the lapel of Kis 
jacket, and, picking out the slimy contents, 
suck it into his mouth with the keenest en- 
joyment. 

Not only was the old Kent road lined 
with hand-cart markets, but all the shops 
along the sidewalks were markets too.

You could walk among them and they’d do 
yer no harm, but yer couldn’t walk in White- 
chapel.””

four hours, The necessity of such an. ob- 
servance by the Greek tragedians is obvious 
when it is remembered that the audience 
Sat in the light of day. But that it should 
be deemed necessary now shows how strong 
the influence of tradition is to lead men into 
absurdities. M. Sardou, in ‘‘ Thermidor,” 

must needs present us with an arrest, a trial, 
and an execution, all on one day in order 
that the unity of time may not be disregard- 
ed. So we have wooing and parting and 
wedding all in a few hours’ time or else we 
must have resort to the messenger of the 

Greek stage and recount the events of the 
past in a tedious speech. To admit evena 
particle of realism on the stage we must give 
up the unities of time and space, we must 
reverse the theory of Scribe, and, although 
we must select our situations and charac- 
ters, it must be done in such way as to pre- 
sent the real essence of human life, and not 
merely to produce a work of art as such. 


Main Question. 


The main question then arises: Why is it 
that Scribe and Dumas and Sardou are nof 
true painters of human life? Weadmitthat 
a certain amount of convention is necessary 
in writing a good play; we admit that the 
effort to reproduce the exact time and place 
of the original by observing the unities has 
just the undesired effect; we admit that the 
salient points in the original must be se- 
lected. Why is it, then, that the French 
school has failed in the attempt to put real 
men and women on the stage? The answer 
is not hard to find. In the first place, they 
have not as a rule set out with the idea of 
reproducing human life. In the second 
place, they lack earnestness. Jules Le- 
maitre is probably nearer to Ibsen in his 
idea than any other French playwright; but 
even he has recourse to such time-honored 
stage methods as the anonymous letter and 
the recognition of a long-lost mother. Yet 
at all events his language is simple—itis the 
language of every day. And whén Héléne 
does discover her mother in “ Revolt6e °’ she 
does not fall upon her neck and weep in old 
stage fashion, but simply remarks that it 
does not make any difference, as a daugh- 
ter would probably do in real life if she 
found a» mother who had deserted her in 
infancy. 

Take the more famous authors, however, 
and it will readily be seen how far they are 
Yrom grasping the reality of life. The 
Baronne d’Angé and Camille are supposed 
to be drawn from the great demi-monde of 
Paris. Unless manners and man have 
changed in the last thirty or forty years, it 
may be said with folerable certainty that 
ro such persons ever existed. They belong 
to a brutalized portion of the community, 
and they are covered with a robe of sickly 
sentimentality that is pleasing to a French 
audience that loves to clothe vice in pleas- 
ing raiment, so that they become mere 
dolls of the author’s imagination. Then the 
literary merit of M. Alex. Dumas fils has 
been often extolled. Yet it must be remem- 
bered that everlasting smart repartee is 
not met with in real life. Besides, such 
smartness very soon loses its savor. I have 
witnessed in the last few years a revival of 
Sothern’s great success, ‘‘ Lord Dundreary,”’ 
but it was almost impossible to sit outa per- 
formance which twenty-five years ago held 
an audience convulsed in laughter. Equally 
the time has gone past for such witticisms 
as this: 

‘‘Sommes nous ‘bétes!”’ 

‘*Si tu voulais bien parler au singulier.”’ 
** Voloutiers. Es tu béte!’’ 

And yet that is a fair specimen of the 
dialogue in Dumas’ plays. 


Lasting Qualities Needed. 


For lasting qualities we require more than 
a certain cleverness in speech. It is quite 
possible that ‘‘ Lady Windermere’s Fan ’”’ 
or *“*‘*A Woman of No Reputation’ may 
seem dull to an audience in 1910, but it is 
not at all likely that ‘‘ The Pillars of So- 
ciety,’’ or ‘*‘ Ghosts ”’ will fail to find admir- 
ers. Sardou, again, is typical of the Greco- 
French style. His form is classical, his sit- 
uations admirable, but in all the hand of 
the workman is seen, and in all there is too 
open attempt to write for the public taste. 
It is almost a truism to say that the the- 
ater is generally behind the rest of the world. 
The new woman, for instance, appears on 
the boards long after she has become a by- 
word in the outside world. Consequently, it 
is easy forthe playwright to please his pub- 
lic; but no one could ever believe that Sar- 
dou’s semi-classical, semi-French figures 
have their prototypesinreallife. Ibsen, on 
the other hand, is an idealist in the best 
sense. He grasps the serious side of life 
and he puts it on the stage, careless of con- 
vention. or literary effect. Hence, his great- 
ness, and hence the inability of the French 
public to appreciate him. They do not care 
to take life too seriously, and they laugh at 
the simplicity of such a play as *“* The Wild 
Duck.”’ They find a strange lack of humor 
in the Norwegian poet. Yet it is this strong 
determination to look at the serious side of 
life that marks the great thinker, and too 
eager a desire to laugh is the tendency ofa 
superficial age. M. Doumic sees in ‘‘ Hedda 
Gabler’’ the most attractive work of Ibsen, 
because it begins “in comedy and ends in 
tragedy. So also in ‘*‘ Adrienne Lecouv- 
reur’’ we see the morbid delight in con- 
trasting comedy and tragedy. But “* Hedda 
Gabler ”’ is unquestionably one of the worst 
of Ibsen’s plays. The idea is not so clear as 
in ‘‘ The Wild’ Duck,” for instance, and the 
different motives are hard to discern: more- 
over, the melodramatic element is_ too 
strongly admitted. In his best works, how- 
ever, the idea is the main thing, and) yet the 
play in itself is interesting. It is true the 
action is often slow, but such is the vivid- 
ness of detail that it is impossible not to be 
carried away by the tragedy of everyday life. 
There is only this to be eaid, that to be ap- 
preciated Ibsen must be acted, and we have 
as yet had too few opportunities of witness- 
ing the work of the great dramatist of the
